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Rev.  Isaiah  Locklear 

The  Burnt  Swamp  Association  is  pleased  to  dedicate  the  1996  Burnt 
Swamp  Baptist  Association  Annual  to  Rev.  Isaiah  Locklear.  At  the  age  of 
97,  the  Rev.  Isaiah  Locklear  has  the  handshake  of  a  minister,  firm  and 
reassuring.  His  hands  are  soft.  They  are,  after  all,  hands  that  have  been 
offered  in  Christian  fellowship  to  many  a  weary  soul  for  nearly  70  years. 

His  frame  looks  frail,  but  in  his  face  there  is  an  awareness  that  gives 
way  to  a  quick  smile.  His  sense  of  humor  is  keen. 

His  name  is  spelled  just  like  that  of  the  Old  Testament  prophet,  and  like 
the  Isaiah  of  long  ago,  his  ministry  has  spanned  over  half  a  century. 

He  was  born  in  1899.  He  was  one  of  eight  children  of  Elias  and  Delphi 
Locklear.  He  was  saved  when  He  was  eight  years  old.  He  answered  the 
call  to  the  ministry  in  1928  at  Cherokee  Chapel  Methodist  Church  and 
eight  years  later,  he  went  full-time  into  the  ministry.  His  ordination  serv- 
ice was  held  in  New  Hope  Methodist  Church. 

A  list  of  churches  in  which  he  has  served  includes:  Hopewell,  New  Pros- 
pect, Union  Chapel  and  Macedonia,  in  addition  to  New  Bethel  and  New 
Hope. 

In  1952,  Rev.  Isaiah  switched  from  the  Methodist  Church  to  the  Baptist. 
He  is  well  remembered  as  the  founding  pastor  of  Island  Grove  Church.  He 
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served  at  Pleasant  View,  near  Fairmont,  a  church  in  Columbus  County, 
Macedonia  Baptist,  and  then  Galilee  Baptist  for  20  years  and  six  months. 
After  that,  he  helped  found  South  Hoke  Baptist  Church. 

While  funerals  have  been  an  important  part  of  his  ministry,  he  never 
forgot  his  duty  to  witness  to  lost  souls.  This  preacher,  who  long  ago  dedi- 
cated his  life  to  ministering  to  the  needs  of  others,  has  twice  been  left 
without  a  mate.  But  he  doesn't  dwell  on  the  loneliness.  Instead,  he  is 
thankful  for  the  family  which  surrounds  him. 

In  spite  of  what  has  been  taken  away  from  the  Rev.  Isaiah  Locklear,  or 
what  he  has  sacrificed,  there  remains  much  joy  in  life. 

CONSTITUTION 

OF  THE 

BURNT  SWAMP  MISSIONARY  BAPTIST  ASSOCIATION 

ARTICLE  I  —  NAME 

The  body  shall  be  known  as  the  Burnt  Swamp  Missionary  Baptist  Asso- 
ciation. 

ARTICLE  II  —  MEMBERSHIP 

Members  of  this  body  shall  be  messengers  sent  by  the  churches  of  the 
Association,  Licentiates,  and  members  of  the  Executive  Board.  Each 
church  shall  be  entitled  to  three  messengers  for  the  first  one  hundred  or 
portion  thereof  and  an  additional  messenger  for  each  additional  fifty  or 
major  fraction  thereof.  All  members  must  display  badges  for  voting  power. 

ARTICLE  III  —  STATEMENT  OF  MISSION 

The  Burnt  Swamp  Baptist  Association  shall  provide  support,  liberty, 
and  opportunity  to  enable  member  churches  to  be  in  fellowship  and  on 
mission  fulfilling  God's  plan  and  purposes  for  their  existence,  both  indi- 
vidually and  together.  The  Association  shall  have  four  major  objectives  in 
order  to  fulfill  its  mission:  to  strengthen  program  organizations,  to  pro- 
mote missions,  to  develop  leadership  and  to  nurture  fellowship.  Further- 
more, the  Association  shall  encourage  its  churches  to  cooperate  with  the 
Baptist  State  Convention  of  North  Carolina  and  the  Southern  Baptist 
Convention  causes. 

ARTICLE  IV  —  OFFICERS 

SECTION  1.  The  officers  of  this  Association  shall  be  Moderator,  First 
Vice-Moderator,  Second  Vice-Moderator,  Clerk,  Treasurer,  Historian,  Par- 
liamentarian, Associational  Sunday  School  Director,  Associational  Dis- 
cipleship  Training  Supporter,  Brotherhood  Director  and  WMU  Director. 
Other  Officers  of  the  Association  shall  be  Pastoral  Ministries  Director, 
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Missions  Development  Director,  Stewardship  Director,  Family  Life  Direc- 
tor, Evangelism  Director,  Youth  Director,  and  Music  Director. 

SECTION  2.  All  officers  of  the  Association  shall  be  nominated  by  the 
Nominating  Committee.  The  Nominating  Committee  may  receive  recom- 
mendations for  program  directors  from  the  respective  organizations  which 
they  represent.  The  Nominating  Committee's  report  shall  be  approved  by 
the  Executive  Board  in  a  meeting  prior  to  the  Annual  Meeting.  Nomina- 
tions from  the  floor  of  the  Annual  Meeting  shall  not  be  precluded  by  the 
Nominating  Committee's  report. 

SECTION  3.  The  Moderator  shall  preside  over  all  meetings  of  the  body, 
and  see  that  order  and  decorum  are  observed  by  every  member.  He  shall 
be  Chairman  of  the  Executive  Board.  He  shall  serve  as  ex-officio  member 
of  all  committees.  No  one  may  serve  as  Moderator  after  two  successive 
terms  without  a  lapse  of  one  year. 

SECTION  4.  The  First  Vice-Moderator  shall  preside  in  the  absence  of 
or  at  the  discretion  of  the  Moderator.  Vacancy  in  the  office  of  Moderator 
shall  be  filled  by  the  Vice-Moderators  in  order  of  their  rank.  Vacancy  in 
the  office  of  Second  Vice-Moderator  need  not  be  filled  until  the  Annual 
Meeting. 

SECTION  5.  The  Clerk  shall  keep  an  accurate  record  of  the  proceed- 
ings of  the  body  and  mail  blank  letter  forms  to  the  clerks  of  the  churches 
affiliated  with  the  Association.  He  shall  assist  the  Minute  Preparation  and 
Printing  Committee  in  the  preparing  and  publishing  of  minutes  of  the 
Association  as  soon  as  possible  after  the  adjournment  of  the  annual  meet- 
ing. He  should  keep  an  accurate  record  and  file  with  the  moderator  min- 
utes of  all  other  official  Associational  meetings  to  be  presented  at  the 
annual  meeting.  The  Moderator  will  keep  such  minutes  in  a  permanent 
file  at  the  Baptist  Building.  He  shall  receive  annually  a  compensation  for 
his  services  as  provided  for  in  the  By-Laws. 

SECTION  6.  The  Treasurer  shall  receive  and  distribute  all  funds  of  the 
Association  subject  to  its  order  or  the  approval  of  the  Executive  Council  or 
the  Executive  Board  or  both.  The  Treasurer  shall  also  make  a  written 
report  to  each  quarterly  session  of  the  Executive  Board  showing  all  re- 
ceipts and  expenditures  and  also  a  written  report  showing  the  complete 
financial  operation  at  each  annual  session  the  Association. 

SECTION  7.  The  Historian  shall  report  to  the  Annual  meeting  the 
church  events  of  historical  value  as  reported  on  the  Church  Letter  and 
shall  cooperate  with  the  Historical  Committee  in  their  work. 

SECTION  8.  The  Parliamentarian  shall  advise  and  assist  the  presiding 
officer  of  the  Association  with  respect  to  all  matters  involving  parliamen- 
tary procedure.  The  Robert's  Rules  of  Order  shall  guide  the  Association 
but  in  cases  where  the  meaning  may  not  be  clear  the  Moderator  shall 
exercise  his  discretion,  subject  to  appeal  of  the  Association. 

SECTION  9.  All  officers  of  the  Association  shall  assume  their  duties  at 
the  close  of  the  Annual  Associational  Meeting. 

SECTION  10.  Vacancies  in  offices  occurring  between  annual  sessions, 
excluding  offices  of  Moderator  and  Vice-Moderators,  shall  be  filled  by  rec- 
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ommendation  of  the  Nominating  Committee  with  the  approval  of  the  Ex- 
ecutive Board. 

SECTION  11.  Unless  specified  otherwise  in  the  Constitution,  no  Officer 
shall  be  asked  to  serve  more  than  five  years  consecutively  in  the  same 
position. 

ARTICLE  V  —  PREROGATIVE 

The  Association  may  sever  connection  with  any  church  that  becomes 
heterodox  in  doctrine  or  disorderly  in  practice,  or  that  fails  to  represent 
itself  by  letter  or  messenger  for  more  than  two  consecutive  annual  meet- 
ings of  the  Association  without  good  reason  thereof,  or  that  treats  with 
contempt  the  objects  and  requirements  of  the  Association. 

The  Association  may  also  sever  connection  with  any  church  at  the  re- 
quest of  said  church.  The  Association  may  receive  other  Baptist  churches 
into  its  membership  upon  recommendation  of  the  Credentials  Committee. 
A  majority  vote  to  receive  shall  be  required.  The  Association  shall  have  no 
power  or  right  to  interfere  with  the  internal  affairs  of  the  churches,  but 
will  be  ready  at  all  times  to  render  assistance  to  any  Church  requesting 
help. 

ARTICLE  VI  —  EXECUTIVE  BOARD 

SECTION  1.  The  Executive  Board  shall  be  composed  of  the  officers  of 
the  Association,  the  Ordained  Ministers,  the  Credentials  Committee, 
Trustees,  and  one  lay  member  from  each  church  in  the  Association.  The 
lay  members  must  be  elected  by  the  church  and  the  name  of  each  lay 
member  must  be  reported  to  the  Clerk  of  the  Association.  Also  our  repre- 
sentative to  the  General  Board  to  the  Baptist  State  Convention,  Moderator 
and  Clerk  of  the  Burnt  Swamp  Baptist  Union,  Moderator  of  the  Preachers 
and  Deacons  Conference,  and  the  Chairmen  of  the  Standing  Committees 
shall  also  be  members  of  the  Executive  Board. 

SECTION  2.  All  vacancies  in  the  membership  of  the  Board  shall  be 
filled  by  the  same  authority  or  delegated  authority  through  which  it  was 
appointed  or  elected. 

SECTION  3.  The  duties  of  the  Executive  Board  shall  be  as  follows: 

(1)  The  Executive  Board  shall  administer  and  be  in  general  charge  of 
the  affairs  of  the  Association  between  its  sessions. 

(2)  The  Executive  Board  shall  coordinate  and  correlate  as  far  as  pos- 
sible all  Associational  activities,  and  to  this  end  all  departments  of  the 
Associational  work  shall  give  their  cooperation. 

(3)  The  Executive  Board  shall  have  authority  to  appeal  to  the 
churches  for  contributions  to  carry  on  the  work  of  the  Association. 

(4)  The  Executive  Board  shall  at  its  discretion  set  up  an  Executive 
Council.  This  Executive  Council  shall  consist  of  Officers  of  the  Association, 
Trustees,  Credentials  Committee,  Chairmen  of  Standing  Committees, 
General  Board  Members,  and  the  Director  of  Missions.  The  Executive 
Board  shall  define  its  duties,  establish  membership,  and  set  the  time  and 
place  of  the  regular  meeting. 
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SECTION  4.  The  Executive  Board  shall  meet  quarterly  and  make  a 
written  report  to  each  session  of  the  Association  covering  the  work  done 
under  its  discretion  during  the  preceding  year  and  containing  any  recom- 
mendations the  committee  may  wish  to  make. 

ARTICLE  VII  —  COMMITTEES 

SECTION  1.  The  Association  shall  have  the  following  standing  commit- 
tees: Committee  on  Committees,  Resolutions,  Finance,  Missions,  Nominat- 
ing, Constitution,  Historical,  Program,  Time  and  Place,  Enrollment,  Min- 
utes Preparation  and  Printing  and  Obituary  Committees.  Names  of  the 
committee  members  shall  be  printed  in  the  minutes  with  the  years  their 
terms  of  office  expire.  No  member  shall  succeed  himself  without  a  lapse  of 
one  year  except  with  the  consent  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present  at 
the  Annual  Meeting. 

A.  To  be  appointed  by  the  Moderator  at  the  Annual  Meeting  or  immedi- 
ately thereafter. 

1.  Committee  on  Committees 

2.  Enrollment  Committee 

3.  Time  and  Place  Committee 

4.  Obituary  Committee 

5.  Minutes  Preparation  and  Printing 

6.  Historical  Committee 

Members  of  these  committees  shall  serve  for  a  term  of  two  years  with 
one-half  the  members  being  appointed  each  year. 

B.  To  be  nominated  by  the  Committee  on  Committees,  presented  to  the 
Executive  Board  and  approved  by  the  Association. 

1.  Resolution  Committee 

2.  Finance  Committee 

3.  Missions  Committee 

4.  Nominating  Committee 

5.  Program  Committee 

6.  Constitution  Committee 

Members  of  these  committees  shall  serve  a  term  of  three  years  with 
third  being  elected  each  year. 

C.  To  be  elected  annually:  Credentials  Committee 

SECTION  2.  Other  temporary  committees  that  may  be  created  by  the 
Association  Executive  Board,  or  Executive  Council,  and  shall  be  appointed 
by  the  moderator. 

ARTICLE  VIII  —  DUTIES  OF  STANDING  COMMITTEES 

SECTION  1.  Committees  appointed  by  the  Moderator. 

A.  Committee  on  Committees:  The  Committee  on  Committees,  com- 
posed of  six  members  shall  nominate  committees  as  set  forth  in  the  Consti- 
tution (Articles  VII  Section  l.B)  and  shall  assist  the  Executive  Board  in 
filling  vacancies  on  these  committees  occurring  between  sessions.  This 
committee  shall  also  name  the  chairperson  of  each  committee. 
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B.  The  Committee  on  Place  and  Time  shall  receive  or  solicit  invitations 
for  the  place  or  places  of  meetings  for  the  next  annual  meeting  of  the 
Association,  and  shall  recommend  the  place  or  places. 

C.  The  Committee  on  Enrollment  shall  prepare  for  and  register  all  the 
members  and  visitors  attending  the  Association. 

D.  The  Obituary  Committee  shall  bring  a  suitable  report  at  the  annual 
meeting  of  the  Association  and  lead  in  memorial  service  in  the  memory  of 
those  reported  by  the  Churches  who  have  deceased  since  the  last  annual 
meeting. 

E.  Minute  Preparation  and  Printing  Committee. 

Duties  of  this  committee  will  consist  of  preparing  minutes  for  publica- 
tion, selection  of  a  publisher  and  procedure  of  distribution.  This  committee 
will  consist  of  four  members  appointed  by  the  Moderator  of  the  Associa- 
tion. The  term  of  service  will  be  defined  in  Article  VII,  Section  1.  The 
Association  Clerk  is  a  voting  member  of  this  Committee. 

F.  The  Historical  Committee  shall  be  composed  of  five  members.  It  shall 
be  the  duty  of  this  committee  to  assist  the  association  in  acquiring  and 
maintaining  a  permanent  record  of  our  Association  history  and  encourage 
each  local  church  to  maintain  a  record  of  their  own  history.  In  matters 
relating  to  the  museum,  the  Historical  Committee  will  review  submitted 
material  and  recommend  its  acceptance  to  the  Executive  Board  for  display 
in  our  museum.  Furthermore,  the  Historical  Committee  will  assist  the 
Association  in  general  responsibility  for  the  museum  and  shall  report  to 
the  Association  annually  on  the  state  of  the  museum. 

SECTION  2.  Committees  nominated  by  the  Committee  on  Committees. 

A.  The  Resolutions  Committee,  composed  of  three  members,  shall  draw 
up  and  present  to  the  Association,  resolutions  of  appreciation  and  any 
other  resolution  it  or  the  Association  may  deem  wise. 

B.  The  Finance  Committee,  composed  of  nine  members  and  the  Trea- 
surer, shall  study  the  Association's  financial  needs  for  an  adequate  pro- 
gram, present  a  budget  to  the  Association  for  the  following  year,  devise 
plans  for  securing  the  cooperation  of  the  churches  in  raising  funds  to  meet 
the  budget,  and  make  a  written  report  to  the  annual  meeting. 

C.  The  Missions  Committee. 

1.  This  committee  shall  be  composed  of  six  members.  It  shall  work 
with  the  Associational  Missionary  in  promoting  the  work  in  the  Associa- 
tion, lead  and  assist  in  organizing  new  churches  and  in  beginning  new 
mission  churches. 

2.  If  such  advice  is  sought,  it  shall  advise  any  group  seeking  to  orga- 
nize a  new  church.  It  shall  also  seek  to  help  any  member  church  desiring 
assistance  with  its  problem  related  to  mission  work. 

D.  The  Nominating  Committee,  composed  of  six  members,  shall  contact 
before  and  nominate  on  the  last  day  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Associa- 
tion, the  officers  of  the  Association,  according  to  Article  IV  and  XII  of  the 
Constitution.  This  committee's  nomination  shall  not  preclude  other  nomi- 
nations from  the  floor.  Also,  upon  request  of  the  committee  on  nominations 
of  the  Baptist  State  Convention,  this  committee  shall  make  recommenda-

tions  for  General  Board  Member  of  the  Baptist  State  Convention,  subject 
to  approval  of  Associational  Executive  Board  and/or  the  Burnt  Swamp 
Association. 

E.  The  Constitution  Committee  shall  be  composed  of  three  members 
whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  study  and  recommend  changes  in  the  Constitu- 
tion when  they  deem  it  necessary  and  bring  reports  to  the  Executive  Board 
and  the  Association. 

F.  The  Program  Committee  shall  be  composed  of  three  members  and  the 
Moderator  and  the  Clerk.  It  shall  prepare  a  printed  program  for  the  an- 
nual meeting  of  the  Association  which  shall  be  sent  to  all  persons  on  the 
program  and  to  all  pastors  at  least  thirty  days  before  the  annual  meeting 
of  the  Association,  present  the  printed  program  for  adoption,  and  serve 
through  the  sessions  when  adjustments  in  the  Order  of  Business  become 
necessary. 

SECTION  3.  The  Credentials  Committee. 

1.  This  committee  shall  be  composed  of  the  Associational  vice  modera- 
tors, ordination  committee  chairman,  constitution  committee  chairman, 
moderator  of  the  Union,  and  moderator  of  the  Preachers  and  Deacons.  The 
First  Vice-Moderator  shall  serve  as  chairman.  The  Associational  modera- 
tor and  Director  of  Missions  are  ex-officio  members. 

2.  Any  church  seeking  admission  to  the  membership  of  the  Associa- 
tion shall  petition  in  writing  to  the  Executive  Board  at  least  six  months 
before  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Association,  which  petition  shall  be  re- 
ferred to  the  Credentials  Committee  for  study  of  the  petitioning  church's 
covenant,  articles  of  faith,  history,  practices,  cooperative  work,  and  its 
relations  to  other  member  churches  of  the  Association.  This  committee 
shall  then  report  to  the  Association  at  its  next  annual  meeting  its  findings 
and  recommendations. 

3.  This  committee  shall  assist  churches  of  the  Association  in  adjusting 
their  differences  and  make  any  investigation  upon  the  request  of  the  Ex- 
ecutive Board  into  the  heterodox  doctrine  and  disorderly  practice  of  any 
member  church.  A  report  of  its  findings  shall  be  given  to  the  Executive 
Board  for  action. 

SECTION  4.  All  standing  committees  shall  present  their  annual  re- 
ports to  the  Executive  Board  prior  to  the  annual  Associational  meeting. 

ARTICLE  IX  —  MEETINGS 

There  shall  be  one  annual  meeting  of  the  Association  and  as  many 
additional  meetings  as  deemed  necessary  by  the  Association  or  the  Execu- 
tive Board.  The  annual  session  of  the  Association  shall  begin  on  Thursday 
before  the  third  Sunday  in  October,  at  such  place  as  may  be  chosen. 

ARTICLE  X  —  AMENDMENTS 

This  Constitution  may  be  amended  or  revised  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the 
members  present  at  the  second  day  of  the  Annual  Meeting  provided  notice 
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has  been  given  during  the  first  day  of  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  proposed 
change  and  the  minutes  bear  a  record  thereof. 

ARTICLE  XI  —  ORDINATION  COMMITTEE 

SECTION  1.  This  committee  shall  be  composed  of  five  ordained  minis- 
ters and  deacons  and  shall  be  appointed  annually  by  the  moderator. 

SECTION  2.  This  committee  shall  assist  churches  in  ordaining  pastors 
and  deacons. 

SECTION  3.  A  minister  coming  from  another  denomination  must  pass 
satisfactorily  an  examination  along  Baptist  doctrinal  lines. 

ARTICLE  XII  —  TRUSTEES  AND  THEIR  ELECTION 

SECTION  1.  There  shall  be  three  trustees  of  the  Association,  serving 
terms  of  three  years  each.  On  nomination  by  the  Committee  on  Nomina- 
tions, one  trustee  shall  be  elected  at  each  annual  meeting.  The  expiration 
date  of  each  trustee's  term  of  office  shall  appear  by  his  name  in  the  Asso- 
ciational  Minutes. 

SECTION  2.  The  duty  of  the  trustees  shall  be  to  hold  in  trust  any 
property,  money,  endowment,  or  other  securities  of  said  Association,  and 
they  shall  handle  all  legal  matters  of  the  Association  under  the  direction  of 
the  Association  or  the  Executive  Board. 

ARTICLE  XIII  —  DIRECTOR  OF  MISSIONS 

SECTION  1.  His  selection  shall  be  upon  recommendation  of  a  "Search 
Committee"  appointed  by  the  Executive  Board  and  on  vote  by  the  Associa- 
tion in  its  annual  meeting,  or  between  sessions  of  the  Association,  by  its 
Executive  Board.  He  shall  be  ex-officio  of  all  committees  and  organizations 
of  the  Association  in  a  serving  and  advisory  capacity. 

SECTION  2.  The  Director  of  Missions  shall  promote  the  work  of  the 
Association  and  Denomination,  cooperating  with  the  churches,  their  pas- 
tors and  officers,  the  Associational  Committees  and  the  Association  Coun- 
cil. 

GENERAL  DUTIES  OF  DIRECTOR  OF  MISSIONS 

1.  His  relationship  to  the  organizations  of  the  Association  shall  be  that 
of  Pastor  Advisor. 

2.  He  shall  offer  his  services  to  the  churches  as  needs  arise,  and  work 
with  them  upon  their  invitation. 

3.  He  shall  lead  in  the  Primary  Missions  work  of  the  Association,  in 
cooperation  with  the  Association  Council. 

4.  He  shall  promote  the  whole  program  of  the  Association  and  the  Bap- 
tist State  Convention. 

5.  He  shall  serve  as  ex-officio  member  of  the  committees  of  the  Associa- 
tion. 
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6.  His  work  shall  be  under  the  direction  of  the  Association. 

7.  He  shall  have  two  weeks  annual  vacation  with  pay,  plus  two  weeks  of 
revival  time  exclusive  of  this  mission  work,  if  desired,  with  honorarium 
kept  for  personal  use. 

8.  He  shall  have  administrative  supervision  of  such  work  as  assigned 
him  by  the  Association. 

9.  He  shall  report  to  the  Association  through  a  bulletin  mailed  at  least 
monthly. 

10.  He  shall  supervise  the  employed  staff  of  the  Association. 

ARTICLE  XIV  —  DUTIES  OF  THE  CHURCHES 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  church  to  report  to  the  Association  annually, 
by  letter  and  through  messengers.  These  letters  should  be  in  the  hands  of 
the  Clerk  ten  (10)  days  before  the  meeting,  giving  the  correct  statistical 
information  of  its  work  and  whatever  relates  to  its  general  welfare,  to- 
gether with  funds  to  meet  the  financial  plan  of  the  Association  as  is  recom- 
mended by  the  Budget  Committee  of  the  Association.  Statistics  of  the 
churches  shall  be  tabulated  and  printed. 

ARTICLE  XV  —  ASSOCIATIONAL  COUNCIL 

The  Associational  Council  shall  be  composed  of  all  Officers  of  the  Asso- 
ciation defined  in  Article  IV  and  the  Director  of  Missions.  The  Director  of 
Missions  will  serve  as  Chairman  of  the  Council.  The  Associational  Council 
shall  plan,  coordinate  and  implement  the  various  programs,  projects  and 
activities  of  the  Association.  The  Council  shall  prepare  an  Associational 
Calendar  of  Activities  annually  and  furnish  each  church  with  several  cop- 
ies. The  Associational  Council  will  have  general  supervision  over  the  Di- 
rector of  Missions  and  may  convene,  in  his  absence,  when  matters  related 
to  his  work  need  to  be  considered  by  the  Council.  The  Association  Modera- 
tor will  preside  in  his  absence. 

BY-LAWS 

Section  1.  Robert's  Rules  of  order  shall  be  used  as  a  standard  for  par- 
liamentary procedure  for  the  transaction  of  all  business. 

Section  2.  A  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business  shall  consist  of 
messengers  from  a  majority  of  the  churches. 

Section  3.  Every  person  wishing  to  speak  shall  rise  and  address  the 
Moderator,  confining  himself  closely  to  the  subject  under  discussion,  bear- 
ing in  mind  always  to  observe  a  spirit  of  brotherhood  and  Christian  love. 

Section  4.  Persons  addressing  the  body  shall  not  be  interrupted  within 
their  allotted  time  unless  out  of  order,  or  for  the  purpose  of  explanation. 

Section  5.  No  person  shall  speak  more  than  twice  on  any  given  subject 
without  permission  from  the  Association. 
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Section  6.  If  anyone  shall  think  that  the  Moderator  has  unfairly  stated 
a  motion,  the  person  making  the  motion  shall  reduce  it  to  writing,  and  it 
shall  be  read  by  the  Clerk  before  the  vote  is  taken. 

Section  7.  That  the  Clerk  be  allowed  $300.00  per  year  for  his  service. 

Section  8.  These  by-laws  may  be  changed  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the 
body  at  any  session. 

GUIDELINES  FOR  CHURCH  PROCEDURES 

Ministers  coming  from  another  denomination  must  pass  satisfacto- 
rily an  examination  along  Baptist  doctrinal  lines  before  being  recom- 
mended to  a  church  for  ordination  as  stated  in  Article  XI  of  the 
Constitution. 

Licensed  or  ordained  ministers  jeopardize  their  denominational  af- 
filiation and  church  recognition  when  called  to  pastor  a  church  out- 
side the  denomination.  Because  such  action  is  considered  disorderly 
practice,  it  is  recommended  that  his  license  or  ordination  be  revoked 
unless  this  pastorate  is  a  ministry  outreach  of  a  SBC  church. 
Due  to  the  severe  nature  and  disharmony  of  divorce  with  New  Testa- 
ment teaching,  it  is  recommended  that  each  associational  church 
develop  its  own  policy  concerning  the  use  of  its  facilities  to  unite  in 
marriage  persons  in  a  divorced  state. 

It  is  considered  extremely  unethical  and  disrespectful  for  any  minis- 
ter to  enter  the  pulpit  of  a  church  without  the  foreknowledge  of  the 
pastor  to  that  church.  It  is  also  considered  poor  practice  for  any 
congregation  to  deny  the  pastor  responsible  control  of  the  pulpit. 

THE  BAPTIST  FAITH  AND  MESSAGE 

I.  THE  SCRIPTURES 

The  Holy  Bible  was  written  by  men  divinely  inspired  and  is  the  record  of 
God's  revelation  of  Himself  to  man.  It  is  a  perfect  treasure  of  divine  in- 
struction. It  has  God  for  its  author,  salvation  for  its  end,  and  truth,  with- 
out any  mixture  of  error,  for  its  matter.  It  reveals  the  principles  by  which 
God  judges  us;  and  therefore  is,  and  will  remain  to  the  end  of  the  world, 
the  true  center  of  Christian  union,  and  the  supreme  standard  by  which  all 
human  conduct,  creeds,  and  religious  opinions  should  be  tried.  The  crite- 
rion by  which  the  Bible  is  to  be  interpreted  is  Jesus  Christ. 

II.  GOD 

There  is  one  and  only  one  living  and  true  God.  He  is  an  intelligent, 
spiritual,  and  personal  Being,  the  Creator,  Redeemer,  Preserver,  and 
Ruler  of  the  universe.  God  is  infinite  in  holiness  and  all  other  perfections. 
To  Him  we  owe  the  highest  love,  reverence,  and  obedience.  The  eternal 
God  reveals  Himself  to  us  as  Father,  Son,  and  Holy  Spirit,  with  distinct 
personal  attributes,  but  without  division  of  nature,  essence,  or  being. 
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A.  God  the  Father 

God  as  Father  reigns  with  providential  care  over  His  universe,  His  crea- 
tures, and  the  flow  of  the  stream  of  human  history  according  to  the  pur- 
poses of  His  grace.  He  is  all  powerful,  all  loving,  and  all  wise.  God  is 
Father  in  truth  to  those  who  become  children  of  God  through  faith  in 
Jesus  Christ.  He  is  fatherly  in  His  attitude  toward  all  men. 

B.  God  the  Son 

Christ  is  the  eternal  Son  of  God.  In  His  incarnation  as  Jesus  Christ  He 
was  conceived  of  the  Holy  Spirit  and  born  of  the  virgin  Mary.  Jesus  per- 
fectly revealed  and  did  the  will  of  God,  taking  upon  Himself  the  demands 
and  necessities  of  human  nature  and  identifying  Himself  completely  with 
mankind  yet  without  sin.  He  honored  the  divine  law  by  His  personal 
obedience,  and  in  His  death  on  the  cross  He  made  provision  for  the  re- 
demption of  men  from  sin.  He  was  raised  from  the  dead  with  a  glorified 
body  and  appeared  to  His  disciples  as  the  person  who  was  with  them 
before  His  crucifixion.  He  ascended  into  heaven  and  is  now  exalted  at  the 
right  hand  of  God  where  He  is  the  One  Mediator,  partaking  of  the  nature 
of  God  and  of  man,  and  in  whose  Person  is  effected  the  reconciliation 
between  God  and  man.  He  will  return  in  power  and  glory  to  judge  the 
world  and  to  consummate  His  redemptive  mission.  He  now  dwells  in  all 
believers  as  the  living  and  ever  present  Lord. 

C.  God  the  Holy  Spirit 

The  Holy  Spirit  is  the  Spirit  of  God.  He  inspired  holy  men  of  old  to  write 
the  Scriptures.  Through  illumination  He  enables  men  to  understand  truth. 
He  exalts  Christ.  He  convicts  of  sin,  of  righteousness  and  of  judgment.  He 
calls  men  to  the  Saviour,  and  effects  regeneration.  He  cultivates  Christian 
character,  comforts  believers,  and  bestows  the  spiritual  gifts  by  which  they 
serve  God  through  His  church.  He  seals  the  believer  unto  the  day  of  final 
redemption.  His  presence  in  the  Christian  is  the  assurance  of  God  to  bring 
the  believer  into  the  fullness  of  the  stature  of  Christ.  He  enlightens  and 
empowers  the  believer  and  the  church  in  worship,  evangelism,  and  service. 

III.  MAN 

Man  was  created  by  the  special  act  of  God,  in  His  own  image,  and  is  the 
crowning  work  of  His  creation.  In  the  beginning  man  was  innocent  of  sin 
and  was  endowed  by  his  Creator  with  freedom  of  choice.  By  his  free  choice 
man  sinned  against  God  and  brought  sin  into  the  human  race.  Through 
the  temptation  of  Satan  man  transgressed  the  command  of  God,  and  fell 
from  his  original  innocence;  whereby  his  posterity  inherit  a  nature  and  an 
environment  inclined  toward  sin,  and  as  soon  as  they  are  capable  of  moral 
action  become  transgressors  and  are  under  condemnation.  Only  the  grace 
of  God  can  bring  man  into  His  holy  fellowship  and  enable  man  to  fulfill  the 
creative  purpose  of  God.  The  sacredness  of  human  personality  is  evident  in 
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that  God  created  man  in  His  own  image,  and  in  that  Christ  died  for  man; 
therefore  every  man  possesses  dignity  and  is  worthy  of  respect  and  Chris- 
tian love. 

IV.  SALVATION 

Salvation  involves  the  redemption  of  the  whole  man,  and  is  offered 
freely  to  all  who  accept  Jesus  Christ  as  Lord  and  Savior,  who  by  His  own 
blood  obtained  eternal  redemption  for  the  believer.  In  its  broadest  sense 
salvation  includes  regeneration,  sanctification,  and  glorification. 

A.  Regeneration,  or  the  new  birth,  is  a  work  of  God's  grace  whereby 
believers  become  new  creatures  in  Christ  Jesus.  It  is  a  change  of  heart 
wrought  by  the  Holy  Spirit  through  conviction  of  sin,  to  which  the  sinner 
responds  in  repentance  toward  God  and  faith  in  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ. 

Repentance  and  faith  are  inseparable  experiences  of  grace.  Repentance 
is  a  genuine  turning  from  sin  toward  God.  Faith  is  the  acceptance  of  Jesus 
Christ  and  commitment  of  the  entire  personality  to  Him  as  Lord  and 
Saviour.  Justification  is  God's  gracious  and  full  acquittal  upon  principles 
of  His  righteousness  of  all  sinners  who  repent  and  believe  in  Christ.  Justi- 
fication brings  the  believer  into  a  relationship  of  peace  and  favor  with  God. 

B.  Sanctification  is  the  experience,  beginning  in  regeneration,  by  which 
the  believer  is  set  apart  to  God's  purposes,  and  is  enabled  to  progress 
toward  moral  and  spiritual  perfection  through  the  presence  and  power  of 
the  Holy  Spirit  dwelling  in  him.  Growth  in  grace  should  continue  through- 
out the  regenerated  person's  life. 

C.  Glorification  is  the  culmination  of  salvation  and  is  the  final  blessed 
and  abiding  state  of  the  redeemed. 

V.  GOD'S  PURPOSE  OF  GRACE 

Election  is  the  gracious  purpose  of  God,  according  to  which  He  regener- 
ates, sanctifies,  and  glorifies  sinners.  It  is  consistent  with  the  free  agency 
of  man,  and  comprehends  all  the  means  in  connection  with  the  end.  It  is  a 
glorious  display  of  God's  sovereign  goodness,  and  is  infinitely  wise,  holy, 
and  unchangeable.  It  excludes  boasting  and  promotes  humility. 

All  true  believers  endure  to  the  end.  Those  whom  God  has  accepted  in 
Christ,  and  sanctified  by  His  Spirit,  will  never  fall  away  from  the  state  of 
grace,  but  shall  persevere  to  the  end.  Believers  may  fall  into  sin  through 
neglect  and  temptation,  whereby  they  grieve  the  Spirit,  impair  their 
graces  and  comforts,  bring  reproach  on  the  cause  of  Christ,  and  temporal 
judgments  on  themselves,  yet  they  shall  be  kept  by  the  power  of  God 
through  faith  unto  salvation. 

VI.  THE  CHURCH 

A  New  Testament  church  of  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ  is  a  local  body  of 
baptized  believers  who  are  associated  by  covenant  in  the  faith  and  fellow- 
ship of  the  gospel,  observing  the  two  ordinances  of  Christ,  committed  to 
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His  teachings,  exercising  the  gifts,  rights,  and  privileges  invested  in  them 
by  His  Word,  and  seeking  to  extend  the  gospel  to  the  ends  of  the  earth. 

This  church  is  an  autonomous  body,  operating  through  democratic  pro- 
cesses under  the  Lordship  of  Jesus  Christ.  In  such  a  congregation  mem- 
bers are  equally  responsible.  Its  Scriptural  officers  are  pastors  and  dea- 
cons. 

The  New  Testament  speaks  also  of  the  church  as  the  body  of  Christ 
which  includes  all  of  the  redeemed  of  all  the  ages. 

VII.  BAPTISM  AND  THE  LORD'S  SUPPER 

Christian  baptism  is  the  immersion  of  a  believer  in  water  in  the  name  of 
the  Father,  the  Son,  and  the  Holy  Spirit.  It  is  an  act  of  obedience  symboliz- 
ing the  believer's  faith  in  a  crucified,  buried,  and  risen  Savior,  the 
believer's  death  to  sin,  the  burial  of  the  old  life,  and  the  resurrection  to 
walk  in  newness  of  life  in  Christ  Jesus.  It  is  a  testimony  to  his  faith  in  the 
final  resurrection  of  the  dead.  Being  a  church  ordinance,  it  is  prerequisite 
to  the  privileges  of  church  membership  and  to  the  Lord's  Supper. 

The  Lord's  Supper  is  a  symbolic  act  of  obedience  whereby  members  of 
the  church,  through  partaking  of  the  bread  and  the  fruit  of  the  vine, 
memorialize  the  death  of  the  Redeemer  and  anticipate  His  second  coming. 

VIII.  THE  LORD'S  DAY 

The  first  day  of  the  week  is  the  Lord's  Day.  It  is  a  Christian  institution 
for  regular  observance.  It  commemorates  the  resurrection  of  Christ  from 
the  dead  and  should  be  employed  in  exercises  of  worship  and  spiritual 
devotion,  both  public  and  private,  and  by  refraining  from  worldly  amuse- 
ments, and  resting  from  secular  employments,  work  of  necessity  and 
mercy  only  being  excepted. 

IX.  THE  KINGDOM 

The  Kingdom  of  God  includes  both  His  general  sovereignty  over  the 
universe  and  His  particular  kingship  over  men  who  willfully  acknowledge 
Him  as  King.  Particularly  the  Kingdom  is  the  realm  of  salvation  into 
which  men  enter  by  trustful,  childlike  commitment  to  Jesus  Christ.  Chris- 
tians ought  to  pray  and  to  labor  that  the  Kingdom  may  come  and  God's 
will  be  done  on  earth.  The  full  consummation  of  the  Kingdom  awaits  the 
return  of  Jesus  Christ  and  the  end  of  this  age. 

X.  LAST  THINGS 

God,  in  His  own  time  and  in  His  own  way,  will  bring  the  world  to  its 
appropriate  end.  According  to  His  promise,  Jesus  Christ  will  return  per- 
sonally and  visibly  in  glory  to  the  earth;  the  dead  will  be  raised;  and 
Christ  will  judge  all  men  in  righteousness.  The  unrighteous  will  be  con- 
signed to  Hell,  the  place  of  everlasting  punishment.  The  righteous  in  their 
resurrected  and  glorified  bodies  will  receive  their  reward  and  will  dwell 
forever  in  Heaven  with  the  Lord. 
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XI.  EVANGELISM  AND  MISSIONS 

It  is  the  duty  and  privilege  of  every  follower  of  Christ  and  of  every 
church  of  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ  to  endeavor  to  make  disciples  of  all  na- 
tions. The  new  birth  of  man's  spirit  by  God's  Holy  Spirit  means  the  birth  of 
love  for  others.  Missionary  effort  on  the  part  of  all  rests  thus  upon  a 
spiritual  necessity  of  the  regenerate  life,  and  is  expressly  and  repeatedly 
commanded  in  the  teachings  of  Christ.  It  is  the  duty  of  every  child  of  God 
to  seek  constantly  to  win  the  lost  to  Christ  by  personal  effort  and  by  all 
other  methods  in  harmony  with  the  gospel  of  Christ. 

XII.  EDUCATION 

The  cause  of  education  in  the  Kingdom  of  Christ  is  co-ordinate  with  the 
causes  of  missions  and  general  benevolence,  and  should  receive  along  with 
these  the  liberal  support  of  the  churches.  An  adequate  system  of  Christian 
schools  is  necessary  to  a  complete  spiritual  program  for  Christ's  people. 

In  Christian  education  there  should  be  a  proper  balance  between  aca- 
demic freedom  and  academic  responsibility.  Freedom  in  any  orderly  rela- 
tionship of  human  life  is  always  limited  and  never  absolute.  The  freedom 
of  a  teacher  in  a  Christian  school,  college,  or  seminary  is  limited  by  the 
pre-eminence  of  Jesus  Christ,  by  the  authoritative  nature  of  the  Scrip- 
tures, and  by  the  distinct  purpose  for  which  the  school  exists. 

XIII.  STEWARDSHIP 

God  is  the  source  of  all  blessings,  temporal  and  spiritual;  all  that  we 
have  and  are  we  owe  to  Him.  Christians  have  a  spiritual  debtorship  to  the 
whole  world,  a  holy  trusteeship  in  the  gospel,  and  a  binding  stewardship 
in  their  possessions.  They  are  therefore  under  obligation  to  serve  Him  with 
their  time,  talents,  and  material  possessions;  and  should  recognize  all 
these  as  entrusted  to  them  to  use  for  the  glory  of  God  and  for  helping 
others.  According  to  the  Scriptures,  Christians  should  contribute  of  their 
means  cheerfully,  regularly,  systematically,  proportionately,  and  liberally 
for  the  advancement  of  the  Redeemer's  cause  on  earth. 

XIV.  COOPERATION 

Christ's  people  should,  as  occasion  requires,  organize  such  associations 
and  conventions  as  may  best  secure  cooperation  for  the  great  objects  of  the 
Kingdom  of  God.  Such  organizations  have  no  authority  over  one  another  or 
over  the  churches.  They  are  voluntary  and  advisory  bodies  designed  to 
elicit,  combine,  and  direct  the  energies  of  our  people  in  the  most  effective 
manner.  Members  of  New  Testament  churches  should  cooperate  with  one 
another  in  carrying  forward  the  missionary,  educational,  and  benevolent 
ministries  for  the  extension  of  Christ's  Kingdom.  Christian  unity  in  the 
New  Testament  sense  is  spiritual  harmony  and  voluntary  cooperation  for 
common  ends  by  various  groups  of  Christ's  people.  Cooperation  is  desir- 
able between  the  various  Christian  denominations,  when  the  end  to  be 
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attained  is  itself  justified,  and  when  such  cooperation  involves  no  violation 
of  conscience  or  compromise  of  loyalty  to  Christ  and  His  Word  as  revealed 
in  the  New  Testament. 

XV.  THE  CHRISTIAN  AND  THE  SOCIAL  ORDER 

Every  Christian  is  under  obligation  to  seek  to  make  the  will  of  Christ 
supreme  in  his  own  life  and  in  human  society.  Means  and  methods  used 
for  the  improvement  of  society  and  the  establishment  of  righteousness 
among  men  can  be  truly  and  permanently  helpful  only  when  they  are 
rooted  in  the  regeneration  of  the  individual  by  the  saving  grace  of  God  in 
Christ  Jesus.  The  Christian  should  oppose  in  the  spirit  of  Christ  every 
form  of  greed,  selfishness,  and  vice.  He  should  work  to  provide  for  the 
orphaned,  the  needy,  the  aged,  the  helpless,  and  the  sick.  Every  Christian 
should  seek  to  bring  industry,  government,  and  society  as  a  whole  under 
the  sway  of  the  principles  of  righteousness,  truth,  and  brotherly  love.  In 
order  to  promote  these  ends  Christians  should  be  ready  to  work  with  all 
men  of  good  will  in  any  good  cause,  always  being  careful  to  act  in  the  spirit 
of  love  without  compromising  their  loyalty  to  Christ  and  His  truth. 

XVI.  PEACE  AND  WAR 

It  is  the  duty  of  Christians  to  seek  peace  with  all  men  on  principles  of 
righteousness.  In  accordance  with  the  Spirit  and  teachings  of  Christ  they 
should  do  all  in  their  power  to  put  an  end  to  war. 

The  true  remedy  for  the  war  spirit  is  the  gospel  of  our  Lord.  The  su- 
preme need  of  the  world  is  the  acceptance  of  His  teachings  in  all  the 
affairs  of  men  and  nations,  and  the  practical  application  of  His  law  of  love. 

XVII.  RELIGIOUS  LIBERTY 

God  alone  is  Lord  of  the  conscience,  and  He  has  left  it  free  from  the 
doctrines  and  commandments  of  men  which  are  contrary  to  His  Word  or 
not  contained  in  it.  Church  and  state  should  be  separate.  The  state  owes  to 
every  church  protection  and  full  freedom  in  the  pursuit  of  its  spiritual 
ends.  In  providing  for  such  freedom  no  ecclesiastical  group  or  denomina- 
tion should  be  favored  by  the  state  more  than  others.  Civil  government 
being  ordained  of  God,  it  is  the  duty  of  Christians  to  render  loyal  obedience 
thereto  in  all  things  not  contrary  to  the  revealed  will  of  God.  The  church 
should  not  resort  to  the  civil  power  to  carry  on  its  work.  The  gospel  of 
Christ  contemplates  spiritual  means  alone  for  the  pursuit  of  its  ends.  The 
state  has  no  right  to  impose  penalties  for  religious  opinions  of  any  kind. 
The  state  has  no  right  to  impose  taxes  for  the  support  of  any  form  of 
religion.  A  free  church  in  a  free  state  is  the  Christian  ideal,  and  this 
implies  the  right  of  free  and  unhindered  access  to  God  on  the  part  of  all 
men,  and  the  right  to  form  and  propagate  opinions  in  the  sphere  of  religion 
without  interference  by  the  civil  power.

Locklear.  A  motion  for  Rev.  Tony  Hunt  to  be  acting  clerk  was  seconded 
and  approved.  A  motion  to  accept  the  roll  call  and  reading  of  the  minutes 
was  seconded  and  approved.  We  had  10  churches  absent. 

The  Credentials  Committee  report  was  given  by  Rev.  Steve  Jones.  He 
recommended  that  Liberty  Baptist  be  given  the  right  hand  of  fellowship  as 
a  member  of  Burnt  Swamp  Association.  A  motion  that  the  Credentials 
Committee  Report  be  received  was  seconded  and  approved.  The  moderator 
then  gave  Liberty  Baptist  the  right  hand  of  fellowship. 

A  motion  by  Rev.  Jerry  Thompson  to  adopt  the  program  as  printed  with 
one  exception  that  Rev.  Larry  Sawyer's  time  be  changed  to  Friday's  sched- 
ule was  seconded  and  approved. 

Rev.  Rocky  Williams  of  Zion  Hill  gave  an  inspiring  message  on  "Exalting 
Jesus  Together."  He  stated  "that  we  ought  to  exalt  him  because  of  where 
he  has  brought  us  from  and  the  sin  he  has  brought  us  out  of."  His  text  was 
Psalms  106:9-10. 

The  Sunday  School  report  given  by  Sis.  Patricia  Hunt,  was  seconded  and 
approved. 

Discipleship  and  Family  Ministry  report  was  given  by  Rev.  Anthony 
Locklear  and  Rev.  Ron  Maynor.  Rev.  Locklear  stated  that  strong  families 
make  strong  churches.  A  motion  to  accept  this  report  was  seconded  and 
approved. 

The  WMU  report  was  given  by  Sis.  Mary  B.  Hunt.  She  stated  that 
church  growth  was  helping  the  church  fulfills  its  mission  by  involving  all 
of  its  members  in  missions.  A  motion  to  receive  this  report  was  seconded 
and  approved. 

The  CCM  report  was  given  by  Sis.  Pat  Bullard.  She  stated  some  of  the 
many  fruitful  things  accomplished  through  the  Day  Camps  this  past  sum- 
mer. She  informed  us  that  56  children  had  accepted  Christ  as  their  Lord 
as  a  result  of  the  Day  Camps.

Special  Music  was  given  by  New  Point  Church. 

The  Message  was  given  by  Rev.  Sanford  Locklear  and  his  text  was  II

He  stated  that  the  sons  of  Issachar 
understood  the  times  and  days  of  Israel  and  that  the  association  needed 
men  who  understood  the  changing  times  of  our  churches.  He  stated  that 
the  church  should  be  responsible  employers  and  that  ministers  should  be 
responsible  employees. 

Our  Obituary  report  was  given  by  Sis.  Tessie  Hunt.  A  motion  to  received 
this  report  was  seconded  and  approved. 

A  motion  to  adjourn  was  made  and  seconded.

Devotion  was  given  by  Bro.  Joseph  Brooks  and  he  read  from,  Acts  2:14. 
A  congregational  hymn,  "Grace  Greater  Than  Our  Sins,"  was  led  by  Sis. 
Vanice  Cummings.  A  motion  that  John  G.  Deese  serve  as  acting  clerk  was 
seconded  and  approved.  The  clerk  read  the  minutes  of  the  first  day's  ses- 
sion. A  motion  to  receive  the  minutes  as  read  was  seconded  and  approved.

The  Treasurer's  report  was  given  by  Bro.  John  G.  Deese.  A  motion  to 
receive  the  report  was  seconded  and  approved.

The  first  day  of  the  1997  Burnt  Swamp  Association  Annual 
Meeting  is  planned  for  October  16  at  Pembroke  First  Baptist.  The  second 
day,  October  17  is  scheduled  at  Burnt  Swamp  Baptist  Church.  A  motion  to 
receive  the  report  was  seconded  and  approved. 
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The  Nominating  Committee  report  was  given  by  Rev.  Tony  Hunt.  A 
motion  to  nominate  Bro.  John  Freddie  Revels  as  clerk  was  seconded  and 
approved.  A  motion  by  Rev.  Tony  Hunt  to  receive  the  report  was  seconded 
and  approved.  The  new  officers  for  1996-1997  will  be  included  in  the  1996 
Annual. 

A  motion  by  Rev.  Mike  Cummings,  thanking  Reedy  Branch  church  for 
hosting  the  Annual  Meeting  was  seconded  and  approved.  Rev.  Steve  Jones 
gave  the  benediction. 


THE  HISTORY  OF  NEW  POINT 
BAPTIST  CHURCH 

A  service  station  near  Lumberton  became  the  meeting  place  for  a  group 
of  Indian  people  during  the  year  1944.  The  group  had  already  been  meet- 
ing in  the  home  of  a  worshipper  for  twelve  months.  It  was  the  dream  of 
three  men:  Luther  Holmes,  Ben  Chavis,  and  Charlie  Bell,  that  an  opportu- 
nity be  provided  for  spiritual  witness  to  lost  people  in  that  area  and  to 
nurture  Christian  growth  in  new  converts  by  organizing  a  Baptist  minis- 
try. In  1944  New  Point  applied  to  the  association  for  membership.  October 
4,  1945.  New  Point  was  accepted  into  the  Burnt  Swamp  Baptist  Associa- 
tion 

Three  acres  of  land  were  purchased  from  B.  M.  Sibley  on  Highway  41 
approximately  three  miles  south  of  Lumberton.  Here  a  new  building  was 
constructed  for  about  $750. 

The  congregation  called  Rev.  James  E.  Oxendine  as  pastor  and  he  faith- 
fully served  from  1944  until  1948.  In  1944  Sunday  School  enrollment  was 
40.  Other  pastors  included  the  following:  Rev.  James  E.  Hammonds,  who 
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served  1949,  Rev.  Rufus  Burns,  from  1950  -  1951,  Rev.  R.B.  Jacobs,  Rev.  L. 
B.  Jacobs  1952  -  1955.  From  1945  to  1954  an  average  of  47  attended 
Sunday  School.  Rev.  Sanford  Locklear  began  serving  in  1956.  He  began 
construction  on  the  present  church.  The  classrooms  were  started  in  1956 
and  the  sanctuary  in  1960.  The  small  church  was  extracted  from  this 
present  church  with  only  a  steeple  as  a  remnant  of  it.  It  is  aloft  on  four 
posts  over  the  sight  of  the  pump.  Two  additional  acres  of  land  were  ac- 
quired in  1967.  The  average  in  Sunday  School  reached  181  under  Rev. 
Sanford  Locklear's  leadership.  He  served  until  1983. 

Rev.  Ronald  Locklear  began  as  pastor  in  1984  and  has  continued  until 
the  present  time.  In  1985,  classrooms  were  added  from  the  fellowship 
building  back  to  the  other  classrooms  and  the  sanctuary.  Rest  rooms  were 
added  to  the  fellowship  building.  Sanctuary  was  renovated  in  1988  by 
lowering  the  ceiling  and  redoing  the  walls.  Central  heat  was  installed 
throughout  the  entire  building,  carpet  placed  in  the  sanctuary  and  some 
classrooms.  New  pews  have  been  placed  in  the  sanctuary  and  in  the  back, 
colorful  windows,  and  nice  lighting  was  selected  to  compliment  the  sanctu- 
ary. Eight  more  acres  of  land  were  acquired  in  1993.  The  parking  lot  was 
paved  in  1994  and  also  the  church  sign  was  erected  in  1995.  The  present 
enrollment  for  Sunday  School  in  1996  is  208  with  membership  of  156. 
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A  HISTORY  OF  THE  REEDY  BRANCH 
BAPTIST  CHURCH 


Reedy  Branch  Baptist  Church  was  organized  under  the  pastorate  of  Rev. 
J.  W.  Blanks  in  1881.  The  church  worshipped  in  the  original  building  until 
1882  when  a  survey  was  made  for  the  erection  of  a  larger  church  building.

During  this  construction,  the  congregation  worshipped  under  a  brush  har- 
bor. 

At  the  close  of  Rev.  Blanks'  pastorate,  Rev.  J.  J.  Bell  served  as  pastor  for 
a  number  of  years.  Rev.  J.  E.  Hunt  succeeded  Rev.  Bell  and  under  his 
administration  the  church  flourished.  Succeeding  Rev.  J.  E.  Hunt  was  Rev. 
W.  G.  Hunt  serving  for  a  number  of  years.  Then,  at  the  desire  of  the 
congregation,  Rev.  J.  E.  Hunt  was  again  elected  as  pastor. 

During  the  year  1920  Rev.  C  E.  Locklear  was  called  as  pastor  serving 
through  1924.  At  this  time  Rev.  Steve  Hammonds  was  called,  serving  as 
pastor  through  1927.  Again  Rev.  J.  E.  Hunt  responded  to  the  call  a  third 
time  to  Reedy  Branch  and  served  one  year,  1927  -  1928.  Rev.  C.  E. 
Locklear  returned  as  pastor  serving  continuously  from  1928  -  1940.  During 
these  twelve  years  the  Sunday  School  was  graded  and  class  rooms  added 
making  the  third  addition  to  the  building  erected  in  1882. 

Rev.  C.  H.  Maynor  succeeded  Rev.  Locklear  in  1940  and  faithfully  of- 
fered his  service  through  1950.  At  that  time,  Rev.  C.  W.  Maynor  was  called 
as  pastor.  The  Sunday  School  adopted  the  Six  Point  Record  System,  orga- 
nized a  B.  T.  U.,  adopted  the  Stewardship  Forward  Program,  and  began 
worship  services  four  Sundays  each  month.  In  1951  a  building  program 
was  launched.  Committees  formed  included  the  pastor  as  chairman,  A.  E. 
Hammonds,  Secretary;  W.  O.  Hunt,  treasurer.  The  Finance  Committee 
was:  H.  N.  Jacobs,  Robert  Locklear,  Oscar  Chavis,  Mrs.  Macie  Chavis, 
Mrs.  Amanda  Warriax,  and  Mrs.  Effie  Hunt.  The  plans  Committee  was:  C. 
S.  Warriax,  W.  C.  Rogers,  and  Grady  Chavis.  Labor  Committee:  T.  B. 
Chavis,  Robert  Locklear,  and  Rev.  Benjamin  Jacobs.  Publicity  Committee: 
S.  P.  Hunt,  Mrs.  J.  O.  Brooks,  and  Mrs.  Margie  Chavis. 

During  the  fall  of  1951  a  sum  of  $4,000  was  raised  and  the  walls  of  the 
new  building  erected.  It  was  completed  in  1952,  a  block  structure.  William 
R.  Oxendine  was  in  charge  of  construction  and  made  use  of  much  free 
labor  and  materials. 

During  1967-68  a  Fellowship  Hall  was  erected  by  H.  L.  Builders  Con- 
struction Co.  at  a  cost  of  $15,000.  In  the  beginning  of  1973  renovation  of 
the  church  facility  was  begun,  brick  veneering  the  entire  structure,  con- 
structing a  new  top  steeple,  and  changing  all  windows.  The  remolding  was 
done  by  H  &  L  Builders  and  increased  the  value  of  the  church  to  about 
$150,000. 

A  Dedication  Service,  under  the  direction  of  the  pastor,  Rev.  C.  W. 
Maynor,  was  held  on  Sunday,  July  1,  1973.  Rev.  C.  E.  Locklear,  the  only 
living  former  pastor  of  Reedy  Branch,  delivered  the  Dedication  sermon  and 
Rev.  Tony  E.  Brewington,  Superintendent  of  Missions  for  Burnt  Swamp 
Association,  gave  the  Corner  Stone  Laying  Address. 

The  Church  Building  renovation  was  approximately  $40,000.  Other 
addition  included  a  new  baptismal  pool  in  May  6,  1974;  central  heat  and 
air  conditioning  upstairs  in  March,  1976;  an  acre  of  land  was  purchased 
for  additional  cemetery  on  May  25,  1976;  utility  building  was  constructed 
at  a  cost  of  $3,517.00  on  March  25,  1979;  carpet  was  added  to  the  sanctu- 
ary in  November,  1982;  new  drapes  for  the  choir  loaf  were  purchased  in 
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February,  1983;  old  columns  were  taken  down  and  replaced  by  new  ones 
by  the  men  of  the  church  in  may,  1984;  hand  rails  for  the  stairs  to  balcony 
were  made  and  put  up  by  Bro.  Ray  Oxendine  in  January,  1985,  and  Reno- 
vation of  the  Educational  Departments  was  completed  by  the  men  of  the 
church,  under  the  Chairmanship  of  Bro.  Joe  Brooks,  at  approximately 
$42,000  in  September,  1986.  The  Old  Oak  Tree  was  removed  from  the 
parking  lot  in  November,  1986. 

Under  the  leadership  of  Rev.  Bruce  Swett,  new  church  hymn  books  were 
purchased.  Other  purchases  and  renovations  began  in  June,  1986,  the 
pews  were  covered  in  the  sanctuary  for  $3,500.00.  The  following  year, 
showed  additional  growth  to  Reedy  Branch  Church.  The  Church  Van  was 
sold  for  $1,000.00  in  June,  1987.  In  March,  1988,  the  construction  of  a  new 
Bell  Tower  was  undertaken  by  the  Brotherhood  of  the  church  for  a  ap- 
proximate cost  of  $2,000.00.  December,  1988  a  P/A  System  was  installed 
which  was  sponsored  by  the  church  choirs.  The  approximate  cost  of 
$2,800.00.  The  church  roof  was  reshingled  at  approximate  cost  of 
$1,800.00.  In  October,  1987,  the  church  was  painted  inside  and  outside  at 
the  cost  of  $3,800.00  by  Marshall  Oxendine.  Later  in  November,  a  dedica- 
tion of  the  new  Educational  Departments  was  held  after  the  renovation 
along  with  the  church  Homecoming. 

In  September,  1989,  Rev.  Bruce  Swett  resigned  as  pastor.  On  February 
10,  1990,  Rev.  C.  W.  Maynor  was  voted  to  return  as  Interim  Pastor  to 
serve  with  Rev.  Kent  Chavis  hired  as  Associate  Pastor  in  November,  1990. 
Also,  in  November,  1990  the  foundation  was  laid  for  the  new  educational 
building.  In  February  of  1991  the  educational  building  was  completed 
bringing  the  total  value  of  the  church  property  to  a  total  of  $560,000.00. 
Seven  deacons  were  nominated  on  February  10,  1991.  Henry  Harris,  Joe 
Brooks,  James  Chavis,  Larry  R.  Chavis,  Walter  Eddings,  Bruce  Chavis, 
Curlie  Locklear,  Larry  Carter  and  A.  V.  Hunt.  They  are  the  current  dea- 
cons of  the  church. 

On  April  28,  1991,  Rev.  C.  W.  Maynor  resigned  and  on  May  5,  1991,  Rev. 
Kent  Chavis  was  voted  in  as  part-time  pastor.  On  April  11,  1992  a  Mickey 
Brooks  Scholarship  Fund  was  established  with  a  tithe  of  $10,900  to  the 
youth  of  the  church  for  educational  scholarship  fund  for  college.  Mickey's 
father  Joseph,  and  sister  Eugina,  will  pay  an  endowment  of  $2,000  each 
annually.  The  church  will  match  $2,000  to  the  scholarship. 

In  April,  1992,  the  Fellowship  Hall  was  renovated.  The  tile  was  replaced 
at  a  cost  of  $2,365  and  a  refrigerator,  stove  and  cabinets  were  purchased. 
The  next  major  addition  to  the  church  was  the  paving  of  the  parking  lots 
which  took  place  in  April,  1992  at  the  cost  of  $16,000. 

On  May  31,  1992  at  6:00  p.m.,  the  ordination  of  Rev.  Bossie  Swett  was 
held.  In  1994,  Rev.  Kent  Chavis  resigned  as  pastor  and  the  church  called 
Rev.  C.  W.  Maynor  to  interim.  In  July  of  1995,  the  church  called  Rev.  Ron 
Maynor.  His  Pastorate  began  September  1995.

The  association  council  recommended  to  the  board  that  we  appoint  a 
committee  that  will  work  with  us  to  set  a  goal  and  to  develop  strategies  to 
help  us  reach  that  goal.  He  said  that  if  10,000  members  would  pay  $5.00 
over  a  period  of  three  years,  it  would  add  up  to  about  $50,000.  The  com- 
mittee could  also  come  up  with  other  strategies  as  well.  They  recommend 
and  support  this  challenge  with  this  appointed  committee.  A  motion  was 
seconded  and  approved  that  the  chair  appoint  this  committee  to  support 
this  challenge  and  goal. 

Bro.  Larry  Locklear  said  that  he  would  like  for  someone  to  go  and  follow- 
up  with  the  ministry  work  that  was  done  out  in  Oklahoma,  the  week  of 
June  17th. 

The  Mission  Committee  report  was  given  by  Rev.  Keith  Hunt.  He  said 
that  the  Lighthouse  Mission  is  being  assisted  by  Mt.  Elim  with  seven 
candidates  for  baptism  and  continually  growing.  The  Ministry  of  Jesus 
Church  is  growing  spiritually  and  with  attendance.  Freedom  Baptist  Mis- 
sion is  being  assisted  by  Piney  Grove  Church  by  Rev.  Davey  Locklear.  The 
attendance  is  averaging  about  30  people  with  4  confession  and  seven 
scheduled  for  baptism.  At  this  time  they  have  secured  3  acres  of  land  and 
are  planning  to  build  in  Sept. 

Liberty  Baptist  Mission  is  now  about  2  years  in  their  ministry.  Rev. 
Keith  Hunt  is  the  pastor  and  the  S.S.  enrollment  is  104.  They  have  moved 
into  their  new  church.  Rev.  Hunt  has  talked  to  the  mission  committee 
about  being  constituted.  Rev.  Cummings  asked  the  board  to  let  the  mis- 
sion committee  and  credentials  proceed  with  Liberty  Baptist  constitution 
service.  This  motion  was  seconded  and  approved  to  set  this  service. 

The  Mission  Development  Committee  Report  was  given  by  Bro.  Roger 
Strickland.  This  report  was  seconded  and  approved.  Sis.  Tessie  Hunt  also 
appreciates  everything  the  association  has  done.  She  advised  us  of  some 
more  mission  trips  coming  up  in  Oklahoma.  They  will  be  going  to  South 
Dakota  in  August. 

The  Mintac  Ministry  report  was  given  by  Sis.  Vanice  Cummings.  Sis. 
Cummings  elaborated  on  the  support  of  our  Anniversary  Singing.  The 
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singing  will  be  on  July  21  on  the  third  Sunday  at  the  First  Baptist  Church. 
The  next  singing  will  be  Oct.  20. 

The  treasurer  report  was  given  by  Bro.  John  Deese.  Motion  was  sec- 
onded and  approved  to  receive  this  report. 

The  Director  of  Missions  report  was  given  by  Rev.  Mike  Cummings.  He 
encouraged  all  Deacons  and  Pastors  to  come  to  the  Deacons  and  Preachers 
meeting  on  Monday  night.  The  Indian  Ministers  Banquet  was  also  encour- 
aged. This  report  was  seconded  and  approved. 

A  letter  was  received  from  the  Back  Swamp  Church  for  membership  into 
the  association.  This  letter  will  be  given  to  the  Credentials  Committee  for 
evaluation. 

A  motion  was  seconded  and  approved  to  stand  and  adjourn.  Prayer  was 
given  by  Rev.  Bruce  Swett.

CONSTITUTION 

OF  THE  BURNT  SWAMP  MISSIONARY  BAPTIST  UNION 

ARTICLE  I  —  NAME 

The  body  shall  be  known  as  the  Burnt  Swamp  Missionary  Baptist 
Union. 

ARTICLE  II  —  MEMBERSHIP 

Members  of  this  body  shall  be  messengers  elected  by  the  churches  of  the 
Association  and  all  ordained  ministers  of  the  gospel  who  are  members  of 
the  churches  within  the  Union.  Each  church  will  be  entitled  to  three  mes- 
sengers. 

ARTICLE  III  —  PURPOSE  OR  OBJECT 

The  object  of  this  Union  shall  be  to  furnish  the  Baptist  Churches  of  the 
Burnt  Swamp  Baptist  Union  a  Medium  of  cooperation  for  the  proclamation 
of  the  Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ  and  for  the  Advancement  of  the  Redeemer's 
Kingdom  by  all  methods  in  accord  with  the  Word  of  God;  also  to  emphasize 
the  responsibilities  of  its  membership  in  relation  to  Missions,  Benevo- 
lences, Education,  and  in  cooperation  with  our  State  and  Southern  Baptist 
Convention  to  increase  the  intelligence  and  spiritual  power  of  the  gospel: 
to  promote  harmony  and  fellowship  among  the  churches. 

ARTICLE  IV  —  OFFICERS 

Section  1.  The  officers  of  this  Union  shall  be  Moderator,  Vice-Moderator 
and  Clerk.  The  Treasurer  of  the  Association  shall  serve  as  the  Treasurer  of 
the  Union. 

Section  2.  The  Moderator,  Vice-Moderator  and  Clerk  shall  be  nomi- 
nated and  elected  from  the  floor  of  the  Union  annually  at  the  last  meeting 
before  the  Association's  Annual  Meeting. 

Section  3.  The  Moderator  shall  preside  over  all  meetings  of  the  body 
and  see  that  order  and  decorum  are  observed  by  every  member.  No  one 
may  serve  as  Moderator  after  two  successive  terms  without  a  lapse  of  one 
year. 

Section  4.  The  Vice-Moderator  shall  preside  in  the  absence  of  or  at  the 
discretion  of  the  Moderator. 

Section  5.  The  Clerk  shall  keep  an  accurate  record  of  the  Proceedings  of 
the  body,  mail  blank  letter  forms  to  the  clerks  of  the  churches  affiliated 
with  the  Union. 

Section  6.  The  Treasurer  of  the  Association  shall  receive  and  distribute 
all  funds  of  the  Union  subject  to  the  budget  of  the  Association,  and  make 
written  report  of  the  same  to  each  quarterly  Union  Meeting. 
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ARTICLE  V  —  PREROGATIVE 

The  Union  may  sever  connection  with  any  church  that  becomes  hetero- 
dox in  doctrine  or  disorderly  in  practice,  or  that  fails  to  represent  itself  by 
letter  or  messengers  for  more  than  three  consecutive  quarterly  meetings  of 
the  Union  without  good  reason  thereof,  or  that  treats  with  contempt  the 
objects  and  requirements  of  the  Union. 

The  Union  may  also  sever  connection  with  any  church  at  the  request  of 
said  church.  The  Union  may  receive  other  Baptist  Churches  into  its  mem- 
bership upon  recommendation  of  a  committee  appointed  by  the  Moderator. 
A  majority  vote  to  receive  shall  be  required.  The  Union  shall  have  no 
power  or  right  to  interfere  with  the  internal  affairs  of  the  churches,  but 
will  be  ready  at  all  times  to  render  assistance  to  any  church  requesting 
help. 

ARTICLE  VI  —  COMMITTEES 

Section  1.  At  the  last  quarterly  Union  meeting  in  the  Associational 
year,  the  Moderator  shall  appoint  the  following  committees  to  report  to  the 
Union  at  their  convenience.  These  Committees  to  be  appointed  annually. 

1.  Finance  Committee 

2.  Program  Committee 

3.  Place  Committee 

Section  2.  All  temporary  committees  that  may  be  created  by  the  Union 
shall  be  appointed  by  the  Moderator. 

ARTICLE  VII  —  DUTIES  OF  CHURCHES 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  church  to  report  to  the  Union  quarterly  by 
letter  and  through  messengers.  These  letters  should  be  in  the  hands  of  the 
Clerk  five  (5)  days  before  the  meeting,  giving  the  correct  statistical  infor- 
mation of  its  work  and  whatever  relates  to  its  general  welfare,  together 
with  funds  to  meet  the  financial  plan  of  the  Association  as  recommended 
by  the  Budget  Committee  of  the  Association. 

ARTICLE  VIII  —  MEETINGS 

There  shall  be  four  (4)  meetings  of  the  Union  and  as  many  additional 
meetings  as  deemed  necessary  by  the  Union.  The  quarterly  session  of  the 
Union  shall  be  held  on  Saturday  before  the  fifth  (5th)  Sunday  in  each 
quarter  at  a  place  as  may  be  chosen  by  the  Place  Committee. 

ARTICLE  IX  —  AMENDMENTS 

This  Constitution  may  be  amended  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  members 
present  at  any  regular  meeting  provided  notice  has  been  given  at  a  preced- 
ing meeting  of  the  proposed  change  and  the  minutes  bear  a  record  thereof. 
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BY-LAWS 

Section  1.  Robert's  Rules  of  Order  shall  be  used  as  a  standard  for  parlia- 
mentary procedure  for  the  transaction  of  all  business. 

Section  2.  A  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business  shall  consist  of 
messengers  from  a  majority  of  the  churches. 

Section  3.  All  officers  will  take  charge  at  the  close  of  the  session  at 
which  they  are  elected. 

Section  4.  Every  person  wishing  to  speak  shall  rise  and  address  the 
Moderator,  confining  himself  closely  to  the  subject  under  discussion,  bear- 
ing in  mind  always  to  observe  a  spirit  of  brotherhood  and  Christian  love. 

Section  5.  Persons  addressing  the  body  shall  not  be  interrupted  within 
their  allotted  time  unless  out  of  order,  or  for  the  purpose  of  explanation. 

Section  6.  No  person  shall  speak  more  than  twice  on  any  given  subject 
without  permission  from  the  Union. 

Section  7.  If  any  one  shall  think  that  the  Moderator  has  unfairly  stated 
a  motion,  the  person  making  the  motion  shall  reduce  it  to  writing,  and  it 
shall  be  read  by  the  Clerk  before  the  vote  is  taken. 

Section  8.  These  BY-LAWS  may  be  changed  by  a  two-thirds  vote  at  any 
session. 

Section  9.  This  Constitution  shall  become  a  part  of  the  Associational 
Minutes.

On  behalf  of  Baptist  Campus  Ministry,  its  Division  Director,  Kay 
Huggins,  and  the  Baptist  State  Convention,  I  would  like  to  thank  the 
Burnt  Swamp  Baptist  Association  for  its  support  and  prayers. 

Student  Ministry  &  Ministry  Teams 

North  Carolina  Baptist's  (YOU)  have  made  a  commitment  to  student 
ministry  around  the  state.  At  UNCP  the  BSU  provides  numerous  opportu- 
nities to  encourage  students  to  grow  spiritually,  to  challenge  them  toward 
servanthood,  and  to  find  support  through  fellowship. 

The  BSU  meets  every  Tuesday  evening  at  6:30  p.m.  for  creative  wor- 
ship, guest  speakers,  and  fellowship  at  a  meeting  called  "AGAPE"  with 
over  110  students  involved  and  an  average  of  40.  AGAPE  is  the  Greek 
name  for  God's  unconditional  love.  We  had  a  weekly  Thursday  Night 
Bible  Study  with  35  students  and  an  average  of  14.  During  the  Spring 
semester  we  had  Monday  evening  Prayer  Meetings  with  12  students  and 
an  average  of  5  involved.  Christian  conferences,  retreats,  Interna- 
tional Student  Ministry,  concerts,  leadership  development,  and  lo- 
cal missions  have  all  had  their  place  during  the  year. 

Student  Ministry  Teams  go  out  to  churches  to  lead  in  worship,  lock- 
in,  retreats,  and  other  ways  which  serve  the  building  up  of  the  body  of 
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Christ.  These  give  students  experience  in  church  leadership  and  Christian 
development.

Commuter  Lunch  Ministry 

The  Commuter  Lunch  Ministry  (CLM)  has  had  a  valuable  and  delicious 
tradition  for  over  14  years.

Missions 

Missions  has  been  a  vital  and  significant  dimension  of  the  BSU  during 
this  past  year.  Forty  students  had  opportunities  to  participate  in  mission 
ventures.  Over  $6,587  was  raised  by  students  over  the  past  year  for  stu- 
dent missions  and  ministry.

Fifteen  students  worked  with  the  historic  FBC  of 
Charleston,  SC  and  worked  with  the  city's  Interfaith  Crisis  Ministries 
during  our  Fall  break.  A  team  of  Twenty  worked  with  home  repair  in 
Homestead,  FL.  during  Spring  break.  A  team  of  eight  went  to  Jamaica  in 
May  of  '96  to  work  with  Grace  Baptist  Church. 

These  mission  ventures  provided  students  an  opportunity  to  share  their 
faith  through  word  and  deed,  to  experience  God's  beautiful  world,  to  grow 
in  their  own  spiritual  journey  in  Christ. 

Ed  Stallworth,  a  graduate  from  Campbell  University,  served  this  past 
year  as  a  Campus  Minister  Intern.  Ed  will  continue  on  during  the  96-97 
school  year  as  an  Associate  before  pursuing  seminary  in  the  Fall  of '97.

I  have  enjoyed  serving  as  your  moderator  for  the  past  two  years.  This 
has  been  a  humbling  and  rewarding  experience  for  me. 

As  you  are  aware  we  continue  to  minister  in  changing  times.  We've 
shown  that  with  the  Holy  Spirit's  guidance  and  a  concentrated  effort  we 
can  continue  to  be  effective  in  our  ministry.  Last  year  we  took  part  in  the 
Here's  Hope  campaign  of  sixty  days  of  witnessing.

(I  Chro.  12:32),  with  these  new  doors  of  opportunity  God  has  opened  for  us. 

There  are  still  enormous  challenges  here  at  home  that  we  are  blessed  to 
be  a  part  of.  The  four  new  works  in  our  Association  are  among  state  and 
association  leaders  in  baptism  percentages  last  year.  Our  churches  have 
risen  to  the  challenge  budget  of  our  native  work  and  exceeded  it. 

We  accepted  a  challenge  from  Odum  Home  to  be  a  part  of  a  positive 
change  on  their  campus.  That  challenge  is  to  build  a  multi-purpose  room 
to  be  used  as  a  chapel  in  the  proposed  education  building. 

We  are  blessed  to  have  an  excellent  staff,  a  competent  association  coun- 
cil, and  a  dedicated  group  of  volunteer  leaders  to  lead  us  into  these  chang- 
ing times.

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1995-96  MISSIONS  DEVELOPMENT  COUNCIL  REPORT 

The  summer  of  1996  was  a  very  busy  time  for  us  in  the  Burnt  Swamp 
Association.  Praise  God  for  our  churches  and  people  that  gave  their  time, 
money  and  prayers.  Our  association  sent  teams  of  summer  missionaries  to 
three  western  states  to  work  with  Native  Americans.  The  first  team  of 
nine  members  went  to  Ft.  Totten,  North  Dakota,  home  of  the  Wapehton, 
Sioux  Tribe.  The  group  held  VBS  at  the  Dakota  Baptist  church  site  where 
Bro.  Wilbert  Robertson  had  been  working  on  a  part-time  basis.  At  night, 
evangelistic  meetings  were  conducted.  The  team  had  also  been  asked  to  do 
another  Backyard  Bible  Club  at  Bdecan  Presbyterian  Church.  We  were 
able  to  reach  a  great  number  of  children  and  plant  seeds  for  future  cultiva- 
tion. 

The  next  work  our  association  undertook  was  to  send  two  teams  to 
Oklahoma.  They  were  involved  in  conducting  Backyard  Bible  Clubs  in  four 
sites  each  day.  God  moved  and  they  had  twenty-eight  confessions  and  two 
rededications.  During  the  work  in  Oklahoma  one  of  our  own,  Sis.  Melinda 
Locklear,  accepted  the  call  of  the  Lord  to  return  to  Oklahoma  to  work  full 
time  as  a  missionary.  Let  us  each  pray  for  Sis.  Melinda  as  she  prepares  to 
go  to  the  mission  field  and  let  us  also  commit  to  help  her  financially. 

Our  next  summer  project  was  in  Custer,  SD  in  the  Black  Hills.  This 
project  was  a  first  for  us.  This  was  a  new  camp  called  Camp  Volunteer 
that  the  Baptist  Church  in  Custer  is  building.  We  had  a  good  group  of 
young  people  who  were  involved  in  this  project.  While  there  in  Custer,  the 
team  conducted  Bible  teaching  for  youth  and  adults  and  evening  services. 

There  were  two  other  projects  that  were  conducted  by  individual 
churches.  Smyrna  under  the  leadership  of  Rev.  Charles  Locklear  did  a 
work  in  Mississippi  and  Union  Chapel  under  the  leadership  of  Rev.  Jimmy 
Strickland  conducted  a  summer  work  at  Houston,  Texas.

Should  we  not  be  impressed  with  compelling  urgency  to  reach 
people? 

Light  House  Mission  is  moving  forward  in  their  work  that  God  has 
called  them  to  do.  We  are  thankful  for  the  great  assistance  of  Mt.  Elim 
Church.  The  Mission  is  in  process  of  acquiring  their  property.  We  ask  that 
you  pray  much  for  Rev.  Shelly  and  his  wife. 

Freedom  Baptist,  sponsored  by  Piney  Grove  Church,  under  the  leader- 
ship of  Rev.  Davey  Locklear  and  his  faithful  wife,  is  making  great  progress 
in  the  work  of  their  mission.  They  are  keeping  the  Mission  Committee  and 
Association  very  informed  with  their  development.  As  of  April  7,  1996, 
Freedom  Baptist  Mission  had  their  first  service  over  in  Saddletree  area.

The  emerging  of  the  Missions 
Development  Council  has  simply  taken  control  of  the  planning  and  sched- 
uling of  our  summer  missions  work  and  initiatives  directed  toward  reach- 
ing people.  The  participation  in  missions  work  by  churches  is  increasing 
each  year.  The  development  of  a  Family  Ministry  Council  is  promising.  We 
have  not  yet  seen  what  God  is  able  to  do  through  Family  Ministry  but  it's 
a  priority  for  us.  Bro.  Windell  is  leading  the  Brotherhood  toward  missions 
involvement  at  their  church  and  association  level.  These  men  have  formed 
a  planning  team  that  is  meeting  regularly  and  bringing  forth  helpful 
ideas.  We  are  blessed  with  one  of  the  best  equipped  ASSISTeams  we  could 
need.  They  are  frustrated  with  knowing  how  to  help  you  best  and  yet  are 
anxious.  Bro.  Manny  Mintac  has  established  a  wonderful  appeal  to  youth 
leaders  and  youth.  He  keeps  a  serious  view  to  providing  some  events  for 
fellowship  and  discipleship,  and  always  plans  a  "bang  up"  retreat  for  our 
youth.  WMU  works.  We  need  WMU  in  our  churches.  The  greatest  missions 
support  force  we  have  comes  from  these  ladies. 

Some  pressing  challenges  confront  us  for  our  next  year  together. 

•  The  Odum  Home  Lindsey  Education  and  Office  Building  offers  us  a 
glorious  opportunity  to  continue  a  noble  heritage  we  have  in  children's 
ministry.  Burnt  Swamp  churches  speak  with  pride  about  Odum  Home, 
and  we  should.  Our  fathers  and  mothers  had  the  heart  of  God  in  caring 
for  children.  We  must  not  do  less.  Our  challenge  to  give  $60,000  in 
three  years  was  accepted  with  joy. 

•  Summer  ministries  planned  and  implemented  from  the  Association  will 
focus  on  mission  trips  in  the  West  but  also  Backyard  Bible  ministries 
and  Daycamps  in  4  regions.  Resources  include  volunteers  and  finances 
for  your  people  who  desire  to  be  involved  in  some  of  these  projects. 

•  Funding  our  Native  American  Missions  challenges  us  to  provide 
$12,000  for  the  following: 

Evangelist  Ernest  Best  -  $3000 
Pastor  Wilbert  Robertson  -  $2000 
Summer  Missions  Transportation  -  $4000 

SBC  Native  American  Fellowship  Missions  Conferences  -  $1500 
Missions  Assistance  Requests,  Approved  by  Executive  Board  -  $1500 
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•  Keeping  churches  informed  about  Ministers'  Support  is  a  growing  need. 
The  frustration  and  stress  levels  are  climbing  for  pastors.  Occasions 
such  as  Pastor/Family  Day,  Christmas,  birthdays  and  anniversaries 
make  wonderful  opportunities  to  encourage  them.  Church  Budget  plan- 
ning requires  us  to  be  known  as  model  employers  for  men  who  give  so 
much  of  themselves  in  the  Lord's  work. 

Some  of  the  aspects  of  my  work  can  be  measured  with  simple  statistics.  I 
traveled  16,525  miles  in  visiting  in  49  churches  of  the  Association.  I  led  in 
the  following  study  courses  and  workshops:  Deacon  Training,  4;  Witness- 
ing Training,  2;  Winter  Bible  Study,  4.  Also,  I  have  delighted  in  being 
invited  in  revival  meetings  to  speak  1,  2  or  3  nights  as  I  was  able  to 
schedule.  Praise  God  for  the  liberty  I  feel  in  every  pulpit  and  pew  of  the 
Burnt  Swamp  churches.  If  I  have  not  accepted  invitations,  it  has  never 
been  because  I  felt  disinterested  in  the  life  of  your  church.  Scheduling  is 
difficult  at  times,  but  I  rejoice  in  your  invitations  to  have  me  in  your 
church.

A  STANDARD  OF  EXCELLENCE  FOR 
BURNT  SWAMP  ASSOCIATION 

The  Burnt  Swamp  Association  composed  of  60  or  more  churches,  has  a 
clear  statement  of  (1)  purpose,  (2)  an  adopted  doctrinal  statement,  (3) 
procedures  for  membership  and  exclusion,  (4)  officers,  and  (5)  organiza- 
tion. 

In  matters  of  COMMUNICATION,  the  association  shall  have  a  monthly 
newsletter  sent  to  member  churches  and  officers.  It  shall  publish  a  proce- 
dure for  receiving  information  on  the  churches  as  well  as  publicizing  plans 
and  results  of  joint  efforts.

They  shall  have  an  annual  promo- 
tion for  their  finances,  regular  reporting  to  the  churches  upon  receipts, 
and  have  100%  of  the  churches  contributing  annually  to  the  budget  of  the 
association, 

In  matters  of  MINISTRIES,  the  association  shall  make  a  periodic  survey 
of  the  social  needs  of  its  area  and  seek  to  enlist  each  church  in  some 
response  to  community  needs. 

In  matters  of  MISSIONS  AND  EVANGELISM,  the  association  will  pro- 
mote associational  missions  and  evangelism  and  cooperate  with  emphases 
for  foreign,  home  and  state  missions. 

In  matters  of  CIVIC  RIGHTEOUSNESS,  the  associational  leadership 
shall  demonstrate  participation  in  community  concerns  and  the  associa- 
tion shall  provide  education  for  its  churches  in  matters  of  public  morality. 

In  ORGANIZATION,  the  association  shall  have  a  chart  of  its  structure, 
provide  support  for  the  church  program  organizations,  and  have  a  regular 
meeting  of  the  associational  Council  chaired  by  the  Director. 

In  the  matter  of  PARTICIPATION,  80%  of  all  churches  of  the  associa- 
tion shall  be  represented  in  some  way  in  the  organized  life  of  the  associa- 
tion, and  be  represented  in  the  annual  meeting. 

In  the  matter  of  PLANNING,  the  association  will  engage  in  associa- 
tional strategy  planning,  set  annual  goals  and  have  a  procedure  for  the 
evaluation  of  its  work.

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CONSTITUTION 

OF  THE 

BURNT  SWAMP  MISSIONARY  BAPTIST  ASSOCIATION 

ARTICLE  I  —  NAME 

The  body  shall  be  known  as  the  Burnt  Swamp  Missionary  Baptist 
Association. 

ARTICLE  II  —  MEMBERSHIP 

Members  of  this  body  shall  be  messengers  sent  by  the  churches  of  the 
Association,  Licentiates,  and  members  of  the  Executive  Board.  Each 
church  shall  be  entitled  to  three  messengers  for  the  first  one  hundred  or 
portion  thereof  and  an  additional  messenger  for  each  additional  fifty  or 
major  fraction  thereof.  All  members  must  display  badges  for  voting 
power. 

ARTICLE  III  —  STATEMENT  OF  MISSION 

The  Burnt  Swamp  Baptist  Association  shall  provide  support,  liberty, 
and  opportunity  to  enable  member  churches  to  be  in  fellowship  and  on 
mission  fulfilling  God's  plan  and  purposes  for  their  existence,  both  indi- 
vidually and  together.  The  Association  shall  have  four  major  objectives  in 
order  to  fulfill  its  mission:  to  strengthen  program  organizations,  to  pro- 
mote missions,  to  develop  leadership  and  to  nurture  fellowship.  Further- 
more, the  Association  shall  encourage  its  churches  to  cooperate  with  the 
Baptist  State  Convention  of  North  Carolina  and  the  Southern  Baptist 
Convention  causes. 

ARTICLE  IV  —  OFFICERS 

SECTION  l.The  officers  of  this  Association  shall  be  Moderator,  First 
Vice-Moderator,  Second  Vice-Moderator,  Clerk,  Treasurer,  Historian, 
Parliamentarian,  Associational  Sunday  School  Director,  Associational 
Discipleship  Training  Supporter,  Brotherhood  Director  and  WMU  Direc- 
tor. Other  Officers  of  the  Association  shall  be  Pastoral  Ministries  Direc- 
tor, Missions  Development  Director,  Stewardship  Director,  Family  Life 
Director,  Evangelism  Director,  Youth  Director,  and  Music  Director. 

SECTION  2.  All  officers  of  the  Association  shall  be  nominated  by  the 
Nominating  Committee.  The  Nominating  Committee  may  receive  recom- 
mendations for  program  directors  from  the  respective  organizations 
which  they  represent.  The  Nominating  Committee's  report  shall  be  ap- 
proved by  the  Executive  Board  in  a  meeting  prior  to  the  Annual  Meeting. 
Nominations  from  the  floor  of  the  Annual  Meeting  shall  not  be  precluded 
by  the  Nominating  Committee's  report. 
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SECTION  3.  The  Moderator  shall  preside  over  all  meetings  of  the 
body,  and  see  that  order  and  decorum  are  observed  by  every  member.  He 
shall  be  Chairman  of  the  Executive  Board.  He  shall  serve  as  ex-officio 
member  of  all  committees.  No  one  may  serve  as  Moderator  after  two 
successive  terms  without  a  lapse  of  one  year. 

SECTION  4.  The  First  Vice-Moderator  shall  preside  in  the  absence  of 
or  at  the  discretion  of  the  Moderator.  Vacancy  in  the  office  of  Moderator 
shall  be  filled  by  the  Vice-Moderators  in  order  of  their  rank.  Vacancy  in 
the  office  of  Second  Vice-Moderator  need  not  be  filled  until  the  Annual 
Meeting. 

SECTION  5.  The  Clerk  shall  keep  an  accurate  record  of  the  proceed- 
ings of  the  body  and  mail  blank  letter  forms  to  the  clerks  of  the  churches 
affiliated  with  the  Association.  He  shall  assist  the  Minute  Preparation 
and  Printing  Committee  in  the  preparing  and  publishing  of  minutes  of 
the  Association  as  soon  as  possible  after  the  adjournment  of  the  annual 
meeting.  He  should  keep  an  accurate  record  and  file  with  the  moderator 
minutes  of  all  other  official  Associational  meetings  to  be  presented  at  the 
annual  meeting.  The  Moderator  will  keep  such  minutes  in  a  permanent 
file  at  the  Baptist  Building.  He  shall  receive  annually  a  compensation  for 
his  services  as  provided  for  in  the  By-Laws. 

SECTION  6.  The  Treasurer  shall  receive  and  distribute  all  funds  of 
the  Association  subject  to  its  order  or  the  approval  of  the  Executive  Coun- 
cil or  the  Executive  Board  or  both.  The  Treasurer  shall  also  make  a 
written  report  to  each  quarterly  session  of  the  Executive  Board  showing 
all  receipts  and  expenditures  and  also  a  written  report  showing  the  com- 
plete financial  operation  at  each  annual  session  the  Association. 

SECTION  7.  The  Historian  shall  report  to  the  Annual  meeting  the 
church  events  of  historical  value  as  reported  on  the  Church  Letter  and 
shall  cooperate  with  the  Historical  Committee  in  their  work. 

SECTION  8.  The  Parliamentarian  shall  advise  and  assist  the  presid- 
ing officer  of  the  Association  with  respect  to  all  matters  involving  parlia- 
mentary procedure.  The  Robert's  Rules  of  Order  shall  guide  the  Associa- 
tion but  in  cases  where  the  meaning  may  not  be  clear  the  Moderator  shall 
exercise  his  discretion,  subject  to  appeal  of  the  Association. 

SECTION  9.  All  officers  of  the  Association  shall  assume  their  duties  at 
the  close  of  the  Annual  Associational  Meeting. 

SECTION  10.  Vacancies  in  offices  occurring  between  annual  sessions, 
excluding  offices  of  Moderator  and  Vice-Moderators,  shall  be  filled  by 
recommendation  of  the  Nominating  Committee  with  the  approval  of  the 
Executive  Board. 

SECTION  11.  Unless  specified  otherwise  in  the  Constitution,  no  Of- 
ficer shall  be  asked  to  serve  more  than  five  years  consecutively  in  the 
same  position. 

ARTICLE  V  —  PREROGATIVE 

The  Association  may  sever  connection  with  any  church  that  becomes 
heterodox  in  doctrine  or  disorderly  in  practice,  or  that  fails  to  represent 
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itself  by  letter  or  messenger  for  more  than  two  consecutive  annual  meet- 
ings of  the  Association  without  good  reason  thereof,  or  that  treats  with 
contempt  the  objects  and  requirements  of  the  Association. 

The  Association  may  also  sever  connection  with  any  church  at  the 
request  of  said  church.  The  Association  may  receive  other  Baptist 
churches  into  its  membership  upon  recommendation  of  the  Credentials 
Committee.  A  majority  vote  to  receive  shall  be  required.  The  Association 
shall  have  no  power  or  right  to  interfere  with  the  internal  affairs  of  the 
churches,  but  will  be  ready  at  all  times  to  render  assistance  to  any 
Church  requesting  help. 

ARTICLE  VI  —  EXECUTIVE  BOARD 

SECTION  l.The  Executive  Board  shall  be  composed  of  the  officers  of 
the  Association,  the  Ordained  Ministers,  the  Credentials  Committee, 
Trustees,  and  one  lay  member  from  each  church  in  the  Association.  The 
lay  members  must  be  elected  by  the  church  and  the  name  of  each  lay 
member  must  be  reported  to  the  Clerk  of  the  Association.  Also  our  repre- 
sentative to  the  General  Board  to  the  Baptist  State  Convention,  Modera- 
tor and  Clerk  of  the  Burnt  Swamp  Baptist  Union,  Moderator  of  the 
Preachers  and  Deacons  Conference,  and  the  Chairmen  of  the  Standing 
Committees  shall  also  be  members  of  the  Executive  Board. 

SECTION  2.  All  vacancies  in  the  membership  of  the  Board  shall  be 
filled  by  the  same  authority  or  delegated  authority  through  which  it  was 
appointed  or  elected. 

SECTION  3.  The  duties  of  the  Executive  Board  shall  be  as  follows: 

(1)  The  Executive  Board  shall  administer  and  be  in  general  charge  of 
the  affairs  of  the  Association  between  its  sessions. 

(2)  The  Executive  Board  shall  coordinate  and  correlate  as  far  as  pos- 
sible all  Associational  activities,  and  to  this  end  all  departments  of  the 
Associational  work  shall  give  their  cooperation. 

(3)  The  Executive  Board  shall  have  authority  to  appeal  to  the 
churches  for  contributions  to  carry  on  the  work  of  the  Association. 

(4)  The  Executive  Board  shall  at  its  discretion  set  up  an  Executive 
Council.  This  Executive  Council  shall  consist  of  Officers  of  the  Associa- 
tion, Trustees,  Credentials  Committee,  Chairmen  of  Standing  Commit- 
tees, General  Board  Members,  and  the  Director  of  Missions.  The  Execu- 
tive Board  shall  define  its  duties,  establish  membership,  and  set  the  time 
and  place  of  the  regular  meeting. 

SECTION  4.  The  Executive  Board  shall  meet  quarterly  and  make  a 
written  report  to  each  session  of  the  Association  covering  the  work  done 
under  its  discretion  during  the  preceding  year  and  containing  any  recom- 
mendations the  committee  may  wish  to  make. 

ARTICLE  VII  —  COMMITTEES 

SECTION  l.The  Association  shall  have  the  following  standing  com- 
mittees: Committee  on  Committees,  Resolutions,  Finance,  Missions,

B.  To  be  nominated  by  the  Committee  on  Committees,  presented  to  the 
Executive  Board  and  approved  by  the  Association. 

1.  Resolution  Committee 

2.  Finance  Committee 

3.  Missions  Committee 

4.  Nominating  Committee 

5.  Program  Committee 

6.  Constitution  Committee 

Members  of  these  committees  shall  serve  a  term  of  three  years  with 
third  being  elected  each  year. 

C.  To  be  elected  annually:  Credentials  Committee 

SECTION  2.  Other  temporary  committees  that  may  be  created  by  the 
Association  Executive  Board,  or  Executive  Council,  and  shall  be  ap- 
pointed by  the  moderator. 

ARTICLE  VIII  —  DUTIES  OF  STANDING  COMMITTEES 

SECTION  1.  Committees  appointed  by  the  Moderator. 

A.  Committee  on  Committees:  The  Committee  on  Committees,  com- 
posed of  six  members  shall  nominate  committees  as  set  forth  in  the  Con- 
stitution (Articles  VII  Section  l.B)  and  shall  assist  the  Executive  Board 
in  filling  vacancies  on  these  committees  occurring  between  sessions.  This 
committee  shall  also  name  the  chairperson  of  each  committee, 

B.  The  Committee  on  Place  and  Time  shall  receive  or  solicit  invitations 
for  the  place  or  places  of  meetings  for  the  next  annual  meeting  of  the 
Association,  and  shall  recommend  the  place  or  places. 

C.  The  Committee  on  Enrollment  shall  prepare  for  and  register  all  the 
members  and  visitors  attending  the  Association. 

D.  The  Obituary  Committee  shall  bring  a  suitable  report  at  the  annual 
meeting  of  the  Association  and  lead  in  memorial  service  in  the  memory  of 
those  reported  by  the  Churches  who  have  deceased  since  the  last  annual 
meeting. 
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E.  Minute  Preparation  and  Printing  Committee. 

Duties  of  this  committee  will  consist  of  preparing  minutes  for  publica- 
tion, selection  of  a  publisher  and  procedure  of  distribution.  This  commit- 
tee will  consist  of  four  members  appointed  by  the  Moderator  of  the  Asso- 
ciation. The  term  of  service  will  be  defined  in  Article  VII,  Section  1.  The 
Association  Clerk  is  a  voting  member  of  this  Committee. 

F.  The  Historical  Committee  shall  be  composed  of  five  members.  It 
shall  be  the  duty  of  this  committee  to  assist  the  association  in  acquiring 
and  maintaining  a  permanent  record  of  our  Association  history  and  en- 
courage each  local  church  to  maintain  a  record  of  their  own  history.  In 
matters  relating  to  the  museum,  the  Historical  Committee  will  review 
submitted  material  and  recommend  its  acceptance  to  the  Executive 
Board  for  display  in  our  museum.  Furthermore,  the  Historical  Committee 
will  assist  the  Association  in  general  responsibility  for  the  museum  and 
shall  report  to  the  Association  annually  on  the  state  of  the  museum. 

SECTION  2.  Committees  nominated  by  the  Committee  on  Commit- 
tees. 

A.  The  Resolutions  Committee,  composed  of  three  members,  shall  draw 
up  and  present  to  the  Association,  resolutions  of  appreciation  and  any 
other  resolution  it  or  the  Association  may  deem  wise. 

B.  The  Finance  Committee,  composed  of  nine  members  and  the  Trea- 
surer, shall  study  the  Association's  financial  needs  for  an  adequate  pro- 
gram, present  a  budget  to  the  Association  for  the  following  year,  devise 
plans  for  securing  the  cooperation  of  the  churches  in  raising  funds  to 
meet  the  budget,  and  make  a  written  report  to  the  annual  meeting. 

C.  The  Missions  Committee. 

1.  This  committee  shall  be  composed  of  six  members.  It  shall  work 
with  the  Associational  Missionary  in  promoting  the  work  in  the  Associa- 
tion, lead  and  assist  in  organizing  new  churches  and  in  beginning  new 
mission  churches. 

2.  If  such  advice  is  sought,  it  shall  advise  any  group  seeking  to  orga- 
nize a  new  church.  It  shall  also  seek  to  help  any  member  church  desiring 
assistance  with  its  problem  related  to  mission  work. 

D.  The  Nominating  Committee,  composed  of  six  members,  shall  contact 
before  and  nominate  on  the  last  day  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Asso- 
ciation, the  officers  of  the  Association,  according  to  Article  IV  and  XII  of 
the  Constitution.  This  committee's  nomination  shall  not  preclude  other 
nominations  from  the  floor.  Also,  upon  request  of  the  committee  on  nomi- 
nations of  the  Baptist  State  Convention,  this  committee  shall  make  rec- 
ommendations for  General  Board  Member  of  the  Baptist  State  Conven- 
tion, subject  to  approval  of  Associational  Executive  Board  and/or  the 
Burnt  Swamp  Association. 

E.  The  Constitution  Committee  shall  be  composed  of  three  members 
whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  study  and  recommend  changes  in  the  Constitu- 
tion when  they  deem  it  necessary  and  bring  reports  to  the  Executive 
Board  and  the  Association. 
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F.  The  Program  Committee  shall  be  composed  of  three  members  and 
the  Moderator  and  the  Clerk.  It  shall  prepare  a  printed  program  for  the 
annual  meeting  of  the  Association  which  shall  be  sent  to  all  persons  on 
the  program  and  to  all  pastors  at  least  thirty  days  before  the  annual 
meeting  of  the  Association,  present  the  printed  program  for  adoption,  and 
serve  through  the  sessions  when  adjustments  in  the  Order  of  Business 
become  necessary. 

SECTION  3.  The  Credentials  Committee. 

1.  This  committee  shall  be  composed  of  the  Associational  vice  mod- 
erators, ordination  committee  chairman,  constitution  committee  chair- 
man, moderator  of  the  Union,  and  moderator  of  the  Preachers  and  Dea- 
cons. The  First  Vice-Moderator  shall  serve  as  chairman.  The 
Associational  moderator  and  Director  of  Missions  are  ex-officio  members. 

2.  Any  church  seeking  admission  to  the  membership  of  the  Associa- 
tion shall  petition  in  writing  to  the  Executive  Board  at  least  six  months 
before  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Association,  which  petition  shall  be 
referred  to  the  Credentials  Committee  for  study  of  the  petitioning 
church's  covenant,  articles  of  faith,  history,  practices,  cooperative  work, 
and  its  relations  to  other  member  churches  of  the  Association.  This  com- 
mittee shall  then  report  to  the  Association  at  its  next  annual  meeting  its 
findings  and  recommendations. 

3.  This  committee  shall  assist  churches  of  the  Association  in  adjust- 
ing their  differences  and  make  any  investigation  upon  the  request  of  the 
Executive  Board  into  the  heterodox  doctrine  and  disorderly  practice  of 
any  member  church.  A  report  of  its  findings  shall  be  given  to  the  Execu- 
tive Board  for  action. 

SECTION  4.  All  standing  committees  shall  present  their  annual  re- 
ports to  the  Executive  Board  prior  to  the  annual  Associational  meeting. 

ARTICLE  IX  —  MEETINGS 

There  shall  be  one  annual  meeting  of  the  Association  and  as  many 
additional  meetings  as  deemed  necessary  by  the  Association  or  the  Ex- 
ecutive Board.  The  annual  session  of  the  Association  shall  begin  on 
Thursday  before  the  third  Sunday  in  October,  at  such  place  as  may  be 
chosen. 

ARTICLE  X  —  AMENDMENTS 

This  Constitution  may  be  amended  or  revised  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of 
the  members  present  at  the  second  day  of  the  Annual  Meeting  provided 
notice  has  been  given  during  the  first  day  of  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the 
proposed  change  and  the  minutes  bear  a  record  thereof. 

ARTICLE  XI  —  ORDINATION  COMMITTEE 

SECTION  l.This  committee  shall  be  composed  of  five  ordained  minis- 
ters and  deacons  and  shall  be  appointed  annually  by  the  moderator. 
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SECTION  2.  This  committee  shall  assist  churches  in  ordaining  pastors 
and  deacons. 

SECTION  3.  A  minister  coming  from  another  denomination  must  pass 
satisfactorily  an  examination  along  Baptist  doctrinal  lines. 

ARTICLE  XII  —  TRUSTEES  AND  THEIR  ELECTION 

SECTION  1.  There  shall  be  three  trustees  of  the  Association,  serving 
terms  of  three  years  each.  On  nomination  by  the  Committee  on  Nomina- 
tions, one  trustee  shall  be  elected  at  each  annual  meeting.  The  expiration 
date  of  each  trustee's  term  of  office  shall  appear  by  his  name  in  the 
Associational  Minutes. 

SECTION  2.  The  duty  of  the  trustees  shall  be  to  hold  in  trust  any 
property,  money,  endowment,  or  other  securities  of  said  Association,  and 
they  shall  handle  all  legal  matters  of  the  Association  under  the  direction 
of  the  Association  or  the  Executive  Board. 

ARTICLE  XIII  —  DIRECTOR  OF  MISSIONS 

SECTION  1.  His  selection  shall  be  upon  recommendation  of  a  "Search 
Committee"  appointed  by  the  Executive  Board  and  on  vote  by  the  Asso- 
ciation in  its  annual  meeting,  or  between  sessions  of  the  Association,  by 
its  Executive  Board.  He  shall  be  ex-officio  of  all  committees  and  organiza- 
tions of  the  Association  in  a  serving  and  advisory  capacity. 

SECTION  2.  The  Director  of  Missions  shall  promote  the  work  of  the 
Association  and  Denomination,  cooperating  with  the  churches,  their  pas- 
tors and  officers,  the  Associational  Committees  and  the  Association 
Council. 

GENERAL  DUTIES  OF  DIRECTOR  OF  MISSIONS 

1.  His  relationship  to  the  organizations  of  the  Association  shall  be  that 
of  Pastor  Advisor. 

2.  He  shall  offer  his  services  to  the  churches  as  needs  arise,  and  work 
with  them  upon  their  invitation. 

3.  He  shall  lead  in  the  Primary  Missions  work  of  the  Association,  in 
cooperation  with  the  Association  Council. 

4.  He  shall  promote  the  whole  program  of  the  Association  and  the  Bap- 
tist State  Convention. 

5.  He  shall  serve  as  ex-officio  member  of  the  committees  of  the  Associa- 
tion. 

6.  His  work  shall  be  under  the  direction  of  the  Association. 

7.  He  shall  have  two  weeks  annual  vacation  with  pay,  plus  two  weeks 
of  revival  time  exclusive  of  this  mission  work,  if  desired,  with  honorarium 
kept  for  personal  use. 

8.  He  shall  have  administrative  supervision  of  such  work  as  assigned 
him  by  the  Association. 
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9.  He  shall  report  to  the  Association  through  a  bulletin  mailed  at  least 
monthly. 

10.  He  shall  supervise  the  employed  staff  of  the  Association. 

ARTICLE  XIV  —  DUTIES  OF  THE  CHURCHES 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  church  to  report  to  the  Association  annu- 
ally, by  letter  and  through  messengers.  These  letters  should  be  in  the 
hands  of  the  Clerk  ten  (10)  days  before  the  meeting,  giving  the  correct 
statistical  information  of  its  work  and  whatever  relates  to  its  general 
welfare,  together  with  funds  to  meet  the  financial  plan  of  the  Association 
as  is  recommended  by  the  Budget  Committee  of  the  Association.  Statis- 
tics of  the  churches  shall  be  tabulated  and  printed. 

ARTICLE  XV  —  ASSOCIATIONAL  COUNCIL 

The  Associational  Council  shall  be  composed  of  all  Officers  of  the  Asso- 
ciation defined  in  Article  IV  and  the  Director  of  Missions.  The  Director  of 
Missions  will  serve  as  Chairman  of  the  Council.  The  Associational  Coun- 
cil shall  plan,  coordinate  and  implement  the  various  programs,  projects 
and  activities  of  the  Association.  The  Council  shall  prepare  an  Associa- 
tional Calendar  of  Activities  annually  and  furnish  each  church  with  sev- 
eral copies.  The  Associational  Council  will  have  general  supervision  over 
the  Director  of  Missions  and  may  convene,  in  his  absence,  when  matters 
related  to  his  work  need  to  be  considered  by  the  Council.  The  Association 
Moderator  will  preside  in  his  absence. 

BY-LAWS 

Section  1.  Robert's  Rules  of  order  shall  be  used  as  a  standard  for 
parliamentary  procedure  for  the  transaction  of  all  business. 

Section  2.  A  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business  shall  consist  of 
messengers  from  a  majority  of  the  churches. 

Section  3.  Every  person  wishing  to  speak  shall  rise  and  address  the 
Moderator,  confining  himself  closely  to  the  subject  under  discussion, 
bearing  in  mind  always  to  observe  a  spirit  of  brotherhood  and  Christian 
love. 

Section  4.  Persons  addressing  the  body  shall  not  be  interrupted  within 
their  allotted  time  unless  out  of  order,  or  for  the  purpose  of  explanation. 

Section  5.  No  person  shall  speak  more  than  twice  on  any  given  subject 
without  permission  from  the  Association. 

Section  6.  If  anyone  shall  think  that  the  Moderator  has  unfairly 
stated  a  motion,  the  person  making  the  motion  shall  reduce  it  to  writing, 
and  it  shall  be  read  by  the  Clerk  before  the  vote  is  taken. 

Section  7.  That  the  Clerk  be  allowed  $300.00  per  year  for  his  service. 
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Section  8.  These  by-laws  may  be  changed  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the 
body  at  any  session. 

GUIDELINES  FOR  CHURCH  PROCEDURES 

1.  Ministers  coming  from  another  denomination  must  pass  satisfacto- 
rily an  examination  along  Baptist  doctrinal  lines  before  being  rec- 
ommended to  a  church  for  ordination  as  stated  in  Article  XI  of  the 
Constitution. 

2.  Licensed  or  ordained  ministers  jeopardize  their  denominational  af- 
filiation and  church  recognition  when  called  to  pastor  a  church  out- 
side the  denomination.  Because  such  action  is  considered  disorderly 
practice,  it  is  recommended  that  his  license  or  ordination  be  re- 
voked unless  this  pastorate  is  a  ministry  outreach  of  a  SBC  church. 

3.  Due  to  the  severe  nature  and  disharmony  of  divorce  with  New  Tes- 
tament teaching,  it  is  recommended  that  each  associational  church 
develop  its  own  policy  concerning  the  use  of  its  facilities  to  unite  in 
marriage  persons  in  a  divorced  state. 

4.  It  is  considered  extremely  unethical  and  disrespectful  for  any  min- 
ister to  enter  the  pulpit  of  a  church  without  the  foreknowledge  of 
the  pastor  to  that  church.  It  is  also  considered  poor  practice  for  any 
congregation  to  deny  the  pastor  responsible  control  of  the  pulpit. 

THE  BAPTIST  FAITH  AND  MESSAGE 

I.  THE  SCRIPTURES 

The  Holy  Bible  was  written  by  men  divinely  inspired  and  is  the  record 
of  God's  revelation  of  Himself  to  man.  It  is  a  perfect  treasure  of  divine 
instruction.  It  has  God  for  its  author,  salvation  for  its  end,  and  truth, 
without  any  mixture  of  error,  for  its  matter.  It  reveals  the  principles  by 
which  God  judges  us;  and  therefore  is,  and  will  remain  to  the  end  of  the 
world,  the  true  center  of  Christian  union,  and  the  supreme  standard  by 
which  all  human  conduct,  creeds,  and  religious  opinions  should  be  tried. 
The  criterion  by  which  the  Bible  is  to  be  interpreted  is  Jesus  Christ. 

II.  GOD 

There  is  one  and  only  one  living  and  true  God.  He  is  an  intelligent, 
spiritual,  and  personal  Being,  the  Creator,  Redeemer,  Preserver,  and 
Ruler  of  the  universe.  God  is  infinite  in  holiness  and  all  other  perfections. 
To  Him  we  owe  the  highest  love,  reverence,  and  obedience.  The  eternal 
God  reveals  Himself  to  us  as  Father,  Son,  and  Holy  Spirit,  with  distinct 
personal  attributes,  but  without  division  of  nature,  essence,  or  being. 
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A.  God  the  Father 

God  as  Father  reigns  with  providential  care  over  His  universe,  His 
creatures,  and  the  flow  of  the  stream  of  human  history  according  to  the 
purposes  of  His  grace.  He  is  all  powerful,  all  loving,  and  all  wise.  God  is 
Father  in  truth  to  those  who  become  children  of  God  through  faith  in 
Jesus  Christ.  He  is  fatherly  in  His  attitude  toward  all  men. 

B.  God  the  Son 

Christ  is  the  eternal  Son  of  God.  In  His  incarnation  as  Jesus  Christ  He 
was  conceived  of  the  Holy  Spirit  and  born  of  the  virgin  Mary.  Jesus 
perfectly  revealed  and  did  the  will  of  God,  taking  upon  Himself  the  de- 
mands and  necessities  of  human  nature  and  identifying  Himself  com- 
pletely with  mankind  yet  without  sin.  He  honored  the  divine  law  by  His 
personal  obedience,  and  in  His  death  on  the  cross  He  made  provision  for 
the  redemption  of  men  from  sin.  He  was  raised  from  the  dead  with  a 
glorified  body  and  appeared  to  His  disciples  as  the  person  who  was  with 
them  before  His  crucifixion.  He  ascended  into  heaven  and  is  now  exalted 
at  the  right  hand  of  God  where  He  is  the  One  Mediator,  partaking  of  the 
nature  of  God  and  of  man,  and  in  whose  Person  is  effected  the  reconcilia- 
tion between  God  and  man.  He  will  return  in  power  and  glory  to  judge 
the  world  and  to  consummate  His  redemptive  mission.  He  now  dwells  in 
all  believers  as  the  living  and  ever  present  Lord. 

C.  God  the  Holy  Spirit 

The  Holy  Spirit  is  the  Spirit  of  God.  He  inspired  holy  men  of  old  to 
write  the  Scriptures.  Through  illumination  He  enables  men  to  under- 
stand truth.  He  exalts  Christ.  He  convicts  of  sin,  of  righteousness  and  of 
judgment.  He  calls  men  to  the  Saviour,  and  effects  regeneration.  He 
cultivates  Christian  character,  comforts  believers,  and  bestows  the  spiri- 
tual gifts  by  which  they  serve  God  through  His  church.  He  seals  the 
believer  unto  the  day  of  final  redemption.  His  presence  in  the  Christian 
is  the  assurance  of  God  to  bring  the  believer  into  the  fullness  of  the 
stature  of  Christ.  He  enlightens  and  empowers  the  believer  and  the 
church  in  worship,  evangelism,  and  service. 

III.  MAN 

Man  was  created  by  the  special  act  of  God,  in  His  own  image,  and  is  the 
crowning  work  of  His  creation.  In  the  beginning  man  was  innocent  of  sin 
and  was  endowed  by  his  Creator  with  freedom  of  choice.  By  his  free 
choice  man  sinned  against  God  and  brought  sin  into  the  human  race. 
Through  the  temptation  of  Satan  man  transgressed  the  command  of  God, 
and  fell  from  his  original  innocence;  whereby  his  posterity  inherit  a  na- 
ture and  an  environment  inclined  toward  sin,  and  as  soon  as  they  are

capable  of  moral  action  become  transgressors  and  are  under  condemna- 
tion. Only  the  grace  of  God  can  bring  man  into  His  holy  fellowship  and 
enable  man  to  fulfill  the  creative  purpose  of  God.  The  sacredness  of  hu- 
man personality  is  evident  in  that  God  created  man  in  His  own  image, 
and  in  that  Christ  died  for  man;  therefore  every  man  possesses  dignity 
and  is  worthy  of  respect  and  Christian  love. 

IV.  SALVATION 

Salvation  involves  the  redemption  of  the  whole  man,  and  is  offered 
freely  to  all  who  accept  Jesus  Christ  as  Lord  and  Savior,  who  by  His  own 
blood  obtained  eternal  redemption  for  the  believer.  In  its  broadest  sense 
salvation  includes  regeneration,  sanctification,  and  glorification. 

A.  Regeneration,  or  the  new  birth,  is  a  work  of  God's  grace  whereby 
believers  become  new  creatures  in  Christ  Jesus.  It  is  a  change  of  heart 
wrought  by  the  Holy  Spirit  through  conviction  of  sin,  to  which  the  sinner 
responds  in  repentance  toward  God  and  faith  in  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ. 

Repentance  and  faith  are  inseparable  experiences  of  grace.  Repentance 
is  a  genuine  turning  from  sin  toward  God.  Faith  is  the  acceptance  of 
Jesus  Christ  and  commitment  of  the  entire  personality  to  Him  as  Lord 
and  Saviour.  Justification  is  God's  gracious  and  full  acquittal  upon  prin- 
ciples of  His  righteousness  of  all  sinners  who  repent  and  believe  in 
Christ.  Justification  brings  the  believer  into  a  relationship  of  peace  and 
favor  with  God. 

B.  Sanctification  is  the  experience,  beginning  in  regeneration,  by  which 
the  believer  is  set  apart  to  God's  purposes,  and  is  enabled  to  progress 
toward  moral  and  spiritual  perfection  through  the  presence  and  power  of 
the  Holy  Spirit  dwelling  in  him.  Growth  in  grace  should  continue 
throughout  the  regenerated  person's  life. 

C.  Glorification  is  the  culmination  of  salvation  and  is  the  final  blessed 
and  abiding  state  of  the  redeemed. 

V.  GOD'S  PURPOSE  OF  GRACE 

Election  is  the  gracious  purpose  of  God,  according  to  which  He  regener- 
ates, sanctifies,  and  glorifies  sinners.  It  is  consistent  with  the  free  agency 
of  man,  and  comprehends  all  the  means  in  connection  with  the  end.  It  is 
a  glorious  display  of  God's  sovereign  goodness,  and  is  infinitely  wise, 
holy,  and  unchangeable.  It  excludes  boasting  and  promotes  humility. 

All  true  believers  endure  to  the  end.  Those  whom  God  has  accepted  in 
Christ,  and  sanctified  by  His  Spirit,  will  never  fall  away  from  the  state  of 
grace,  but  shall  persevere  to  the  end.  Believers  may  fall  into  sin  through 
neglect  and  temptation,  whereby  they  grieve  the  Spirit,  impair  their 
graces  and  comforts,  bring  reproach  on  the  cause  of  Christ,  and  temporal 
judgments  on  themselves,  yet  they  shall  be  kept  by  the  power  of  God 
through  faith  unto  salvation.

VI.  THE  CHURCH 

A  New  Testament  church  of  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ  is  a  local  body  of 
baptized  believers  who  are  associated  by  covenant  in  the  faith  and  fellow- 
ship of  the  gospel,  observing  the  two  ordinances  of  Christ,  committed  to 
His  teachings,  exercising  the  gifts,  rights,  and  privileges  invested  in  them 
by  His  Word,  and  seeking  to  extend  the  gospel  to  the  ends  of  the  earth. 

This  church  is  an  autonomous  body,  operating  through  democratic  pro- 
cesses under  the  Lordship  of  Jesus  Christ.  In  such  a  congregation  mem- 
bers are  equally  responsible.  Its  Scriptural  officers  are  pastors  and  dea- 
cons. 

The  New  Testament  speaks  also  of  the  church  as  the  body  of  Christ 
which  includes  all  of  the  redeemed  of  all  the  ages. 

VII.  BAPTISM  AND  THE  LORD'S  SUPPER 

Christian  baptism  is  the  immersion  of  a  believer  in  water  in  the  name 
of  the  Father,  the  Son,  and  the  Holy  Spirit.  It  is  an  act  of  obedience 
symbolizing  the  believer's  faith  in  a  crucified,  buried,  and  risen  Savior, 
the  believer's  death  to  sin,  the  burial  of  the  old  life,  and  the  resurrection 
to  walk  in  newness  of  life  in  Christ  Jesus.  It  is  a  testimony  to  his  faith  in 
the  final  resurrection  of  the  dead.  Being  a  church  ordinance,  it  is  prereq- 
uisite to  the  privileges  of  church  membership  and  to  the  Lord's  Supper. 

The  Lord's  Supper  is  a  symbolic  act  of  obedience  whereby  members  of 
the  church,  through  partaking  of  the  bread  and  the  fruit  of  the  vine, 
memorialize  the  death  of  the  Redeemer  and  anticipate  His  second  com- 
ing. 

VIII.  THE  LORD'S  DAY 

The  first  day  of  the  week  is  the  Lord's  Day.  It  is  a  Christian  institution 
for  regular  observance.  It  commemorates  the  resurrection  of  Christ  from 
the  dead  and  should  be  employed  in  exercises  of  worship  and  spiritual 
devotion,  both  public  and  private,  and  by  refraining  from  worldly  amuse- 
ments, and  resting  from  secular  employments,  work  of  necessity  and 
mercy  only  being  excepted. 

IX.  THE  KINGDOM 

The  Kingdom  of  God  includes  both  His  general  sovereignty  over  the 
universe  and  His  particular  kingship  over  men  who  willfully  acknowledge 
Him  as  King.  Particularly  the  Kingdom  is  the  realm  of  salvation  into 
which  men  enter  by  trustful,  childlike  commitment  to  Jesus  Christ. 
Christians  ought  to  pray  and  to  labor  that  the  Kingdom  may  come  and 
God's  will  be  done  on  earth.  The  full  consummation  of  the  Kingdom 
awaits  the  return  of  Jesus  Christ  and  the  end  of  this  age. 
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X.  LAST  THINGS 

God,  in  His  own  time  and  in  His  own  way,  will  bring  the  world  to  its 
appropriate  end.  According  to  His  promise,  Jesus  Christ  will  return  per- 
sonally and  visibly  in  glory  to  the  earth;  the  dead  will  be  raised;  and 
Christ  will  judge  all  men  in  righteousness.  The  unrighteous  will  be  con- 
signed to  Hell,  the  place  of  everlasting  punishment.  The  righteous  in 
their  resurrected  and  glorified  bodies  will  receive  their  reward  and  will 
dwell  forever  in  Heaven  with  the  Lord. 

XI.  EVANGELISM  AND  MISSIONS 

It  is  the  duty  and  privilege  of  every  follower  of  Christ  and  of  every 
church  of  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ  to  endeavor  to  make  disciples  of  all 
nations.  The  new  birth  of  man's  spirit  by  God's  Holy  Spirit  means  the 
birth  of  love  for  others.  Missionary  effort  on  the  part  of  all  rests  thus 
upon  a  spiritual  necessity  of  the  regenerate  life,  and  is  expressly  and 
repeatedly  commanded  in  the  teachings  of  Christ.  It  is  the  duty  of  every 
child  of  God  to  seek  constantly  to  win  the  lost  to  Christ  by  personal  effort 
and  by  all  other  methods  in  harmony  with  the  gospel  of  Christ. 

XII.  EDUCATION 

The  cause  of  education  in  the  Kingdom  of  Christ  is  co-ordinate  with  the 
causes  of  missions  and  general  benevolence,  and  should  receive  along 
with  these  the  liberal  support  of  the  churches.  An  adequate  system  of 
Christian  schools  is  necessary  to  a  complete  spiritual  program  for 
Christ's  people. 

In  Christian  education  there  should  be  a  proper  balance  between  aca- 
demic freedom  and  academic  responsibility.  Freedom  in  any  orderly  rela- 
tionship of  human  life  is  always  limited  and  never  absolute.  The  freedom 
of  a  teacher  in  a  Christian  school,  college,  or  seminary  is  limited  by  the 
pre-eminence  of  Jesus  Christ,  by  the  authoritative  nature  of  the  Scrip- 
tures, and  by  the  distinct  purpose  for  which  the  school  exists. 

XIII.  STEWARDSHIP 

God  is  the  source  of  all  blessings,  temporal  and  spiritual;  all  that  we 
have  and  are  we  owe  to  Him.  Christians  have  a  spiritual  debtorship  to 
the  whole  world,  a  holy  trusteeship  in  the  gospel,  and  a  binding  steward- 
ship in  their  possessions.  They  are  therefore  under  obligation  to  serve 
Him  with  their  time,  talents,  and  material  possessions;  and  should  recog- 
nize all  these  as  entrusted  to  them  to  use  for  the  glory  of  God  and  for 
helping  others.  According  to  the  Scriptures,  Christians  should  contribute 
of  their  means  cheerfully,  regularly,  systematically,  proportionately,  and 
liberally  for  the  advancement  of  the  Redeemer's  cause  on  earth. 
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XIV.  COOPERATION 

Christ's  people  should,  as  occasion  requires,  organize  such  associations 
and  conventions  as  may  best  secure  cooperation  for  the  great  objects  of 
the  Kingdom  of  God.  Such  organizations  have  no  authority  over  one  an- 
other or  over  the  churches.  They  are  voluntary  and  advisory  bodies  de- 
signed to  elicit,  combine,  and  direct  the  energies  of  our  people  in  the  most 
effective  manner.  Members  of  New  Testament  churches  should  cooperate 
with  one  another  in  carrying  forward  the  missionary,  educational,  and 
benevolent  ministries  for  the  extension  of  Christ's  Kingdom.  Christian 
unity  in  the  New  Testament  sense  is  spiritual  harmony  and  voluntary 
cooperation  for  common  ends  by  various  groups  of  Christ's  people.  Coop- 
eration is  desirable  between  the  various  Christian  denominations,  when 
the  end  to  be  attained  is  itself  justified,  and  when  such  cooperation  in- 
volves no  violation  of  conscience  or  compromise  of  loyalty  to  Christ  and 
His  Word  as  revealed  in  the  New  Testament. 

XV.  THE  CHRISTIAN  AND  THE  SOCIAL  ORDER 

Every  Christian  is  under  obligation  to  seek  to  make  the  will  of  Christ 
supreme  in  his  own  life  and  in  human  society.  Means  and  methods  used 
for  the  improvement  of  society  and  the  establishment  of  righteousness 
among  men  can  be  truly  and  permanently  helpful  only  when  they  are 
rooted  in  the  regeneration  of  the  individual  by  the  saving  grace  of  God  in 
Christ  Jesus.  The  Christian  should  oppose  in  the  spirit  of  Christ  every 
form  of  greed,  selfishness,  and  vice.  He  should  work  to  provide  for  the 
orphaned,  the  needy,  the  aged,  the  helpless,  and  the  sick.  Every  Chris- 
tian should  seek  to  bring  industry,  government,  and  society  as  a  whole 
under  the  sway  of  the  principles  of  righteousness,  truth,  and  brotherly 
love.  In  order  to  promote  these  ends  Christians  should  be  ready  to  work 
with  all  men  of  good  will  in  any  good  cause,  always  being  careful  to  act  in 
the  spirit  of  love  without  compromising  their  loyalty  to  Christ  and  His 
truth. 

XVI.  PEACE  AND  WAR 

It  is  the  duty  of  Christians  to  seek  peace  with  all  men  on  principles  of 
righteousness.  In  accordance  with  the  Spirit  and  teachings  of  Christ  they 
should  do  all  in  their  power  to  put  an  end  to  war. 

The  true  remedy  for  the  war  spirit  is  the  gospel  of  our  Lord.  The 
supreme  need  of  the  world  is  the  acceptance  of  His  teachings  in  all  the 
affairs  of  men  and  nations,  and  the  practical  application  of  His  law  of 
love. 

XVII.  RELIGIOUS  LIBERTY 

God  alone  is  Lord  of  the  conscience,  and  He  has  left  it  free  from  the 
doctrines  and  commandments  of  men  which  are  contrary  to  His  Word  or 
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not  contained  in  it.  Church  and  state  should  be  separate.  The  state  owes 
to  every  church  protection  and  full  freedom  in  the  pursuit  of  its  spiritual 
ends.  In  providing  for  such  freedom  no  ecclesiastical  group  or  denomina- 
tion should  be  favored  by  the  state  more  than  others.  Civil  government 
being  ordained  of  God,  it  is  the  duty  of  Christians  to  render  loyal  obedi- 
ence thereto  in  all  things  not  contrary  to  the  revealed  will  of  God.  The 
church  should  not  resort  to  the  civil  power  to  carry  on  its  work.  The 
gospel  of  Christ  contemplates  spiritual  means  alone  for  the  pursuit  of  its 
ends.  The  state  has  no  right  to  impose  penalties  for  religious  opinions  of 
any  kind.  The  state  has  no  right  to  impose  taxes  for  the  support  of  any 
form  of  religion.  A  free  church  in  a  free  state  is  the  Christian  ideal,  and 
this  implies  the  right  of  free  and  unhindered  access  to  God  on  the  part  of 
all  men,  and  the  right  to  form  and  propagate  opinions  in  the  sphere  of 
religion  without  interference  by  the  civil  power.

THE  HISTORY  OF  PEMBROKE  FIRST 
BAPTIST  CHURCH 


The  history  of  First  Baptist  begins  about  a  mile  north  of  Pembroke, 
where  a  "Preacher  Moses"  met  with  a  congregation  known  as  the  "B. 
Branch  church".  In  1895,  this  congregation  was  led  to  constitute  them- 
selves as  a  Baptist  Church  and  joined  the  Robeson  Baptist  Association. 
In  the  same  year  a  gift  of  one  acre  of  land  was  given  at  the  present  site 
by  Mr.  And  Mrs.  Thomas  Chavers  Family.  On  this  land  was  built  the 
original  First  Baptist  Church  in  1896. 

In  1924,  First  Baptist  joined  the  Burnt  Swamp  Baptist  Association. 
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By  the  early  fifties,  the  need  was  felt  for  a  new  building  to  be  built.  The 
congregation  was  growing.  In  late  December  1956,  the  present  building 
was  occupied.  It  is  the  hope  and  prayer  of  the  present  congregation  that  a 
need  for  additional  space  will  soon  be  felt  again. 

We  move  forward,  assured  that  God  has  a  work  for  us  to  do  in  this 
community. 

THE  HISTORY  OF  BURNT  SWAMP 
BAPTIST  CHURCH 


Burnt  Swamp  Baptist  Church  was  organized  on  October  2,  1877  with 
twelve  men  and  eight  women.  These  members  came  from  Raft  Swamp 
and  Clyburn  Baptist  churches.  Among  charter  members  were:  Archie  and 
Peggy  Oxendine,  Cary  and  Sally  Wilkins  and  their  son  John  S.  Wilkins. 
These  members  were  affiliated  with  the  Cape  Fear  Baptist  Association  in 
Cumberland  County.  The  first  pastor  was  Rev.  David  Caswell  who  was 
serving  as  pastor  of  raft  Swamp  Baptist  Church  at  the  time. 

The  first  site  of  the  church  was  located  in  the  Union  Chapel  Commu- 
nity in  Burnt  Swamp  Township,  hence  the  church  name.  Early  churches 
were  often  named  for  townships,  creeks  or  rivers.  The  old  Burnt  Swamp 
Baptist  Church  was  located  approximately  three  miles  form  its  present 
location  on  land  donated  by  Mr.  Archie  Oxendine.  The  church  remained 
in  its  original  setting  from  1877  to  1904,  a  total  of  twenty-seven  years. 
Today  the  remains  of  several  leaders  of  this  early  church  are  located  in 
an  old  cemetery  on  a  small  hill  to  the  rear  of  the  original  church  site. 
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The  old  church  was  dismantled  and  moved  to  its  present  location  in 
Raft  Swamp  Township  in  1904.  A  two  acre  site  of  land,  one  acre  for 
cemetery  and  one  acre  for  church,  was  donated  by  Jospeh  and  Laura 
Locklear  and  Floyd  and  Mary  Ellen  Locklear.  From  1912  to  1929  there 
was  a  controversy  within  the  association  and  Burnt  Swamp  withdrew  as 
a  member.  In  1930  the  church  rejoined  the  association.  In  1947  class- 
rooms were  added  to  the  existing  building  under  the  leadership  of  Rev. 
Welton  Lowry.  Rev.  Archie  Lockee  came  as  pastor  in  1961  and  remained 
through  1977.  Under  his  leadership  a  new  front  and  extensive  remodel- 
ing of  the  inside  of  the  church  was  completed.  A  fellowship  hall  was 
added  in  1968,  an  additional  one  and  half  acre  tract  of  land  was  donated 
by  the  Biggs  Family  of  Lumberton,  N.C.  In  1976  Burnt  Swamp  members 
agreed  that  repair  of  our  existing  building  would  be  too  extensive  due  to 
internal  damage  that  had  occurred  to  the  foundation  and  general  struc- 
ture over  the  last  one  hundred  years.  Therefore,  new  plans  were  drawn 
up  and  in  June,  1979  the  church  held  ground  breaking  ceremonies  with 
the  following  officiating:  Rev.  Tilford  Locklear,  Pastor;  William  Maynor, 
Chairman  Deacon;  Hubert  Locklear,  Vice-Chairman;  Billy  R.  Maynor, 
Chairman  of  Building  Committee;  and  Rev.  Tony  Brewington,  Director  of 
Missions  for  the  Burnt  Swamp  Baptist  Association,  who  turned  the  first 
shovel  of  ground. 

In  June  1982,  two  years  after  starting  date,  the  congregation  moved 
into  the  new  church.  Burnt  Swamp  Baptist  Association  agreed  to  move 
and  restore  the  old  church  on  land  donated  by  the  Baptist  State  Conven- 
tion behind  the  Baptist  Building  in  Pembroke,  as  a  historical  religious 
Museum  for  the  association. 

In  1987  an  additional  one  acre  of  land  was  purchased  from  the  Biggs 
family  for  further  expansion. 

In  June  of  1990  ground  breaking  services  were  held  for  5800  square 
feet  addition  for  classrooms  and  fellowship  hall.  Bro.  Douglas  Campbell 
was  in  charge  of  construction  and  in  May  of  1992  the  congregation  moved 
into  this  new  facility.  It  includes  a  fully  equipped  kitchen,  a  dining  hall 
with  a  seating  capacity  for  250,  four  classrooms  with  bathroom  facilities 
designed  for  youth  and  toddlers,  as  well  as  a  multi-purpose  room  which 
serves  as  a  library  and  conference  room. 

The  history  of  Burnt  Swamp  Baptist  Church  has  been  full  of  success 
since  that  humble  beginning  over  115  years  ago.  Today,  under  the  leader- 
ship of  Rev.  W.  Gary  Locklear,  the  Sunday  School  enrollment  has  in- 
creased to  192  with  an  average  attendance  of  120.  Our  receipts  for  this 
year  will  total  near  $65,000.  We  anticipate  great  things  from  God  and  for 
God  to  continue  in  this  the  mother  church  of  the  Burnt  Swamp  Associa- 
tion. 

SUNDAY  SCHOOL  REPORT  1996-97 

"Carry  the  Light  Share  Christ's  Love"  was  the  theme  for  our  Sunday 
school  this  past  year.  Because  Bible  study  continues  to  be  one  of  the  most 
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effective  ways  to  reach  lost  persons  with  the  gospel,  the  Bible  Teaching- 
Reaching  Ministry  focuses  its  work  on  a  balance  of  evangelism,  disciple- 
ship,  ministry,  fellowship,  and  worship.  We  continue  to  stress  these  to 
our  churches. 

The  ASSISTeam  has  now  become  the  ACTeam  (Association  Consultant 
Team).  Our  goal  will  be  for  each  team  member  to  become  familiar  with 
all  areas  of  Sunday  School  in  order  to  go  to  any  church  in  our  association 
as  a  Sunday  School  Consultant.  We  hope  this  change  will  enable  us  to  be 
more  accessible  to  our  churches.

It  was  asked  what  could  we  do  about  churches  that  do  not 
attend  the  meetings.  Some  ways  were  mentioned  but  no  specific  answer 
was  given  except  to  ask  them  in  a  nice  way  to  come  to  the  meetings.

The  mis- 
sion projects  are  planned  for  the  following  dates  and  locations.  On  June 
5,  North  Dakota;  June  18-29,  Oklahoma;  July  11-21,  Maine;  and,  July  25- 
August  3,  South  Dakota  to  the  youth  camp.  The  moderator  reported  that 
on  the  13th  of  June,  6  persons  from  Island  Grove  will  be  going  to  Dallas, 
Texas  to  take  part  in  the  Cross  Over  Events.

CONSTITUTION 


OF  THE  BURNT  SWAMP  MISSIONARY  BAPTIST  UNION 


ARTICLE  I  —  NAME 


The  body  shall  be  known  as  the  Burnt  Swamp  Missionary  Baptist 
Union. 


Members  of  this  body  shall  be  messengers  elected  by  the  churches  of 
the  Association  and  all  ordained  ministers  of  the  gospel  who  are  members 
of  the  churches  within  the  Union.  Each  church  will  be  entitled  to  three 
messengers. 


The  object  of  this  Union  shall  be  to  furnish  the  Baptist  Churches  of  the 
Burnt  Swamp  Baptist  Union  a  Medium  of  cooperation  for  the  proclama- 
tion of  the  Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ  and  for  the  Advancement  of  the 
Redeemer's  Kingdom  by  all  methods  in  accord  with  the  Word  of  God;  also 
to  emphasize  the  responsibilities  of  its  membership  in  relation  to  Mis- 
sions, Benevolences,  Education,  and  in  cooperation  with  our  State  and 
Southern  Baptist  Convention  to  increase  the  intelligence  and  spiritual 
power  of  the  gospel:  to  promote  harmony  and  fellowship  among  the 
churches. 


Section  1.  The  officers  of  this  Union  shall  be  Moderator,  Vice-Modera- 
tor and  Clerk.  The  Treasurer  of  the  Association  shall  serve  as  the  Trea- 
surer of  the  Union. 

Section  2.  The  Moderator,  Vice-Moderator  and  Clerk  shall  be  nomi- 
nated and  elected  from  the  floor  of  the  Union  annually  at  the  last  meet- 
ing before  the  Association's  Annual  Meeting. 

Section  3.  The  Moderator  shall  preside  over  all  meetings  of  the  body 
and  see  that  order  and  decorum  are  observed  by  every  member.  No  one 
may  serve  as  Moderator  after  two  successive  terms  without  a  lapse  of  one 
year.

Section  4.  The  Vice-Moderator  shall  preside  in  the  absence  of  or  at  the 
discretion  of  the  Moderator. 

Section  5.  The  Clerk  shall  keep  an  accurate  record  of  the  Proceedings 
of  the  body,  mail  blank  letter  forms  to  the  clerks  of  the  churches  affiliated 
with  the  Union. 

Section  6.  The  Treasurer  of  the  Association  shall  receive  and  distrib- 
ute all  funds  of  the  Union  subject  to  the  budget  of  the  Association,  and 
make  written  report  of  the  same  to  each  quarterly  Union  Meeting. 

ARTICLE  V  —  PREROGATIVE 

The  Union  may  sever  connection  with  any  church  that  becomes  hetero- 
dox in  doctrine  or  disorderly  in  practice,  or  that  fails  to  represent  itself  by 
letter  or  messengers  for  more  than  three  consecutive  quarterly  meetings 
of  the  Union  without  good  reason  thereof,  or  that  treats  with  contempt 
the  objects  and  requirements  of  the  Union. 

The  Union  may  also  sever  connection  with  any  church  at  the  request  of 
said  church.  The  Union  may  receive  other  Baptist  Churches  into  its  mem- 
bership upon  recommendation  of  a  committee  appointed  by  the  Modera- 
tor. A  majority  vote  to  receive  shall  be  required.  The  Union  shall  have  no 
power  or  right  to  interfere  with  the  internal  affairs  of  the  churches,  but 
will  be  ready  at  all  times  to  render  assistance  to  any  church  requesting 
help. 

ARTICLE  VI  —  COMMITTEES 

Section  1.  At  the  last  quarterly  Union  meeting  in  the  Associational 
year,  the  Moderator  shall  appoint  the  following  committees  to  report  to 
the  Union  at  their  convenience.  These  Committees  to  be  appointed  annu- 
ally. 

1.  Finance  Committee 

2.  Program  Committee 

3.  Place  Committee 

Section  2.  All  temporary  committees  that  may  be  created  by  the  Union 
shall  be  appointed  by  the  Moderator. 

ARTICLE  VII  —  DUTIES  OF  CHURCHES 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  church  to  report  to  the  Union  quarterly  by 
letter  and  through  messengers.  These  letters  should  be  in  the  hands  of 
the  Clerk  five  (5)  days  before  the  meeting,  giving  the  correct  statistical 
information  of  its  work  and  whatever  relates  to  its  general  welfare,  to- 
gether with  funds  to  meet  the  financial  plan  of  the  Association  as  recom- 
mended by  the  Budget  Committee  of  the  Association. 
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ARTICLE  VIII  —  MEETINGS 

There  shall  be  four  (4)  meetings  of  the  Union  and  as  many  additional 
meetings  as  deemed  necessary  by  the  Union.  The  quarterly  session  of  the 
Union  shall  be  held  on  Saturday  before  the  fifth  (5th)  Sunday  in  each 
quarter  at  a  place  as  may  be  chosen  by  the  Place  Committee. 

ARTICLE  IX  —  AMENDMENTS 

This  Constitution  may  be  amended  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  members 
present  at  any  regular  meeting  provided  notice  has  been  given  at  a  pre- 
ceding meeting  of  the  proposed  change  and  the  minutes  bear  a  record 
thereof. 

BY-LAWS 

Section  1.  Robert's  Rules  of  Order  shall  be  used  as  a  standard  for 
parliamentary  procedure  for  the  transaction  of  all  business. 

Section  2.  A  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business  shall  consist  of 
messengers  from  a  majority  of  the  churches. 

Section  3.  All  officers  will  take  charge  at  the  close  of  the  session  at 
which  they  are  elected. 

Section  4.  Every  person  wishing  to  speak  shall  rise  and  address  the 
Moderator,  confining  himself  closely  to  the  subject  under  discussion, 
bearing  in  mind  always  to  observe  a  spirit  of  brotherhood  and  Christian 
love. 

Section  5.  Persons  addressing  the  body  shall  not  be  interrupted  within 
their  allotted  time  unless  out  of  order,  or  for  the  purpose  of  explanation. 

Section  6.  No  person  shall  speak  more  than  twice  on  any  given  subject 
without  permission  from  the  Union. 

Section  7.  If  any  one  shall  think  that  the  Moderator  has  unfairly 
stated  a  motion,  the  person  making  the  motion  shall  reduce  it  to  writing, 
and  it  shall  be  read  by  the  Clerk  before  the  vote  is  taken. 

Section  8.  These  BY-LAWS  may  be  changed  by  a  two-thirds  vote  at 
any  session. 

Section  9.  This  Constitution  shall  become  a  part  of  the  Associational 
Minutes.

EVANGELISM  REPORT 

Burnt  Swamp  churches  keep  evangelism  a  priority  year  after  year. 
This  year  has  been  no  exception.  Our  baptisms  were  in  record  territory 
again,  giving  us  a  total  of  533.  We  recognize  Mt.  Elim  with  42  and  Salem 
with  38  baptisms  respectively  as  the  leading  churches  for  1997  in  total 
baptisms.  Turnpike  led  the  Association  with  a  ratio  of  less  than  1  to  3 
baptisms  per  member.  The  Association  ratio  was  1  to  19,  compared  to  the 
Southern  Baptist  Convention  ration  of  1  to  35.  Burnt  Swamp  places  great 
stress  upon  reaching  people  for  Christ  and  we  rejoice  in  that.  We  antici- 
pate that  next  year  will  be  equally  as  successful  in  total  baptisms. 

Another  important  assignment  for  us  in  the  Evangelism  work  is  spon- 
soring an  annual  conference  in  February.  This  year  we  held  a  one  day 
service  at  Mt.  Airy  and  received  good  response.  Next  year,  we  are  plan- 
ning for  a  full  3-day  conference.  Also,  the  Baptist  State  Convention  al- 
ways provides  an  inspiring  Evangelism  Conference  in  early  February. 
This  year,  our  Director  of  Missions  brought  one  of  the  messages  and  a 
large  group  of  friends  from  Burnt  Swamp  Association  attended. 

Make  prayer  for  soul-winning  commitment  a  part  of  your  prayer  minis- 
try. We  are  pressing  toward  a  significant  year  in  preparing  for  what  we 
hope  is  this  century's  greatest  revival.  "Celebrate  Jesus  2000"  will  in- 
volve churches  across  the  nation  in  an  evangelistic  outreach  like  we  have 
never  seen.

MISSIONS  COMMITTEE  REPORT  1996-97 

The  Burnt  Swamp  Baptist  Association  has  been  bless  in  the  last  two 
year's  in  receiving  three  new  churches  in  the  Association.  They  are  West 
Saddletree,  Salem  Baptist  and  Liberty  Baptist.  Two  of  these  churches 
began  as  missions.  The  Lord  is  still  blessing  the  Association  with  new 
work  going  on  in  our  midst  and  we  feel  it  is  the  will  of  God  for  us  to  reach 
out  and  help  these  new  works  get  started. 

Lighthouse  Mission  is  now  purchasing  12.7  acres  of  land.  The  church 
building  and  two  mobile  units  set  on  this  site.  Rev  Shelly  Dial  and  his 
wife  Cheryl  have  been  faithful  to  this  work  that  God  has  called  them  to. 

Freedom  Mission  is  being  sponsored  by  Piney  Grove  Baptist  Church. 
Rev.  Davey  Locklear  and  his  wife,  Linda  are  leading  this  work.  They  are 
still  meeting  in  the  modular  unit  provided  by  the  Baptist  State  Conven- 
tion. They  have  relocated  and  now  they  are  over  in  the  Saddletree  com- 
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munity.  They  have  also  purchased  3  acres  of  land  and  are  hard  at  work 
constructing  their  new  building.  With  60  people  now  enrolled  in  Sunday 
School  they  need  more  space.  The  hope  to  have  the  new  building  com- 
pleted by  January. 

Faith  Community  Mission  is  being  sponsored  by  Salem  Baptist.  They 
have  25  enrolled  in  Sunday  School  and  6  that  attend  their  mid-week 
service.  They  have  purchased  5.9  acres  of  land  and  are  meeting  on  Route 
1,  Maxton  in  a  mobile  unit.  This  congregation  is  being  led  by  Rev.  Ber- 
nard Locklear  who  was  ordained  by  Salem  this  year. 

Vision  of  Hope  is  the  newest  mission  we  have.  They  are  meeting  in 
Lumberton  in  a  building  on  4th  Street.  Rev.  Windell  Hunt  and  his  wife 
are  leading  this  work.  This  group  numbers  around  30  in  Sunday  School 
enrollment.  This  mission  is  looking  for  land  to  locate  in  the  Back  Swamp 
area.  We  welcome  Vision  of  Hope  Mission. 

We  ask  our  Association  churches  to  pray  much  for  these  new  works  and 
also  help  to  support  them  in  any  way  possible.  Let  us  rise  up  and  build, 
the  God  of  heaven,  He  will  prosper  us.

DIRECTOR  OF  MISSIONS  REPORT 

The  life  of  the  Association  shows  signs  of  good  health.  This  report 
reflects  upon  some  areas  of  our  work  in  light  of  our  mission  statement. 
The  statement  of  purpose  in  our  Constitution  guides  us  as  the  Associa- 
tion Council  plans  it  work.  Our  work  is  dependent  upon  God  raising  up 
gifted  persons  from  our  churches  who  will  commit  to  training  to  become 
church  supporters  and  consultants.  As  God  has  provided,  you  have  given 
us  some  of  your  best  to  share  their  gifts  on  the  Association  team.  This 
year,  we  must  enlist  new  helpers  in  critical  areas.  The  leadership  roles 
and  assignments  we  will  approve  through  the  Nominating  Committee 
report  process  is  very  important  to  effective  Association  ministry.  We  are 
determined  to  involve  as  many  churches  as  possible  in  Association  lead- 
ership. The  burden  of  this  work  is  on  all  of  our  shoulders  but  we  depend 
on  a  select  team  of  key  leaders  drawn  from  our  churches  to  carry  it  out.  It 
has  my  personal  privilege  to  work  with  your  best  and  I  thank  you  for  the 
call. 

BSC  Convention  Life 

Two  years  ago,  Greg  Mathis  spoke  to  our  Annual  Meeting  and  became 
our  Convention  President.  He  issued  in  a  day  of  cooperation  and  shared 
leadership,  demonstrating  that  NC  Baptists  can  do  their  best  work  to- 
gether. Burnt  Swamp  Association  has  been  more  involved  in  that  shared 
leadership.  Our  General  Board  member,  Rev.  Larry  Locklear,  has  been  a 
strong  advocate  for  our  Association.  We  have  representation  this  year  on 
the  Fruitland  Bible  Institute  Board,  Campbell  University  Board  of  Minis- 
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ters,  the  WMU  Executive  Board,  the  Committee  on  Committees  and 
Nominating  Committee  of  the  Baptist  State  Convention. 

Ministry  Training 

We  are  convinced  that  educating  our  children  is  holy  work.  Training  for 
the  ministry  is  a  critical  need  too.  We  provided  3  Bible  College  courses 
last  year  and  enrolled  more  than  50  persons.  This  Fall,  we  have  23 
registered  in  the  first  quarter  course.  Two  of  our  ministers  are  in  semi- 
nary and  one  young  woman  just  graduated.  We  urge  preachers  and  pas- 
tors to  stay  in  continuing  education  programs.  The  scholarship  fund 
helps  with  some  of  the  costs. 

Missions  Development 

Missions  is  our  most  obvious  task.  We  spend  hours  and  hours  planning 
mission  projects,  enlisting  both  volunteers  and  support.  We  have  a  plan- 
ning group  that  is  enthusiastic  and  committed  to  involving  more  people 
in  better  projects  each  year.  We  are  living  in  the  greatest  of  times  for 
volunteerism.  A  mission  project  is  a  powerful  means  to  inspire  Christian 
growth.  We  have  problems,  make  mistakes  and  learn  new  lessons.  Next 
year,  this  Council  will  present  more  challenges  to  us.  We  will  include  all 
the  summer  in  the  book  of  minutes.  We  are  convinced  that  God  has  given 
us  an  open  door  in  Native  American  missions.  He  has  confirmed  this 
again  and  again.  This  year,  God  called  Melinda  Locklear  into  full-time 
missionary  ministry  resulting  directly  from  her  experience  with  our  mis- 
sions work  with  Native  American  communities.  He  also  gave  us  our 
greatest  year  of  funds  from  churches  for  these  projects.  Missions  experi- 
ence is  changing  lives  among  our  own  people. 

Relief  Ministry 

Opportunity  abounds  in  our  church  communities  to  respond  to  the 
needy.  New  welfare  reform  will  limit  some  people  and  the  church  will 
need  to  be  there.  This  year  has  pressed  us  like  none  we  have  seen  in  the 
Association  Relief  ministry.  The  Emergency  Relief  Fund  that  we  have  is 
nearly  depleted  and  we  must  refer  people  more  and  more  back  to  you  in 
the  churches.  Food,  shelter,  clothing,  medicine  and  transportation  needs 
are  in  great  demand.  We  hardly  scratch  the  surface  of  reaching  the 
people  who  fall  through  the  cracks  in  the  social  service  system.  We  must 
have  more  churches  starting  and  others  strengthening  their  resolve  to 
help  truly  needy  people.  Ignoring  poverty  to  preach  salvation  is  disgrace- 
ful. 

Odum  Home  Challenge 

Last  year,  this  report  included  a  plea  to  adopt  the  $60,000,  three-year 
pledge  to  assist  in  the  construction  of  the  Education/Office  Building  on 
Odum  Home  campus.  We  did  so  and  mailed  our  $20,000  installment  in 
September.  The  participation  from  the  churches  was  splendid  and  not  a 
single  church  had  to  mortgage  their  property  to  contribute.  We  have  2 
more  years  to  do  likewise.  Let's  just  do  it. 
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The  Mintacs 

Manny  and  Rhonda  Mintac  have  returned  with  their  family  to  the 
mission  work  among  his  people  in  the  Philippines.  God  provided  through 
your  faithful  support  to  their  missionary  work.  A  Ministry  Board  to  over- 
see his  ministry  support  has  been  established.  There  is  a  ministry  ac- 
count now  opened  in  a  local  bank  with  more  than  $10,000  in  balance.  His 
first  report  back  to  us  was  that  they  need  to  build  their  church  immedi- 
ately and  are  moving  on  to  do  so.  For  nearly  5  years,  this  couple  was  a 
blessing  to  our  ministry  in  the  Association.  We  have  every  confidence  in 
them  and  God's  power  at  work  in  their  lives.  We  will  continue  to  receive 
missions  support  at  the  Association  office  for  them  and  the  Mintac  Minis- 
try Board  will  disburse  it  through  their  account.  The  record  of  that  sup- 
port is  always  available  to  you. 

Association  Finances  and  Fellowship 

An  indication  of  our  fellowship  is  our  financial  support.  Church  partici- 
pation is  nearly  100%.  That's  wonderful.  We  want  you  informed.  One 
area  of  concern  is  how  to  keep  you  informed.  The  Association  meets  for 
business  at  its  Executive  Board.  Representation  by  every  church  is  neces- 
sary so  that  we  don't  surprise  any  church  with  plans  that  you've  never 
heard  discussed.  There  are  too  many  meetings  for  you  to  get  to  every- 
thing. There  are  some  that  you  must  not  miss.  Make  Executive  Board 
priority  for  purposes  of  decision-making  in  the  life  of  our  Association. 

D.Q.M.  Activities 

I  have  visited  in  43  churches  and  invited  to  serve  in  4  study  courses,  3 
church  council  workshops,  6  revivals,  3  deacon  training  events,  and  6 
convention  meetings.  Managing  our  office,  preaching,  teaching,  planning, 
counseling,  calling,  visiting,  conducting  weddings  and  funerals  has 
brought  me  a  challenging  year.  The  trip  to  the  Holy  Land  inspires  me  to 
do  it  again  with  every  church  pastor  we  can  help  to  go.

Rev.  Elias  Rogers 


Rev.  Elias  Rogers  was  born,  November  28,  1928,  in  Robeson  County  to 
Ruthie  Locklear  Rogers  and  Barful  (Son)  Rogers.  He  married  Levonia 
Davis  on  February  22,  1948.  Here  are  Rev.  Rogers'  own  words  concerning 
his  salvation  and  call  to  preach: 

"I  was  converted  to  Christ  on  June  10,  1951,  accepting  Him  as  my 
personal  Savior.  Shortly  afterward,  in  August  of  1951,  I  was  called  to 
preach  God's  Word.  I  bought  an  old  Army  tent  and  held  revivals  on 
Sunday  and  Wednesday  nights." 

Rev.  Rogers  was  not  only  a  church  leader  but  proved  himself  as  a 
significant  champion  in  social  and  civic  matters.  Rev.  Rogers  successfully 
led  a  challenge  to  the  Board  member  election  process  of  our  local  rural 
electric  cooperative.  For  this  accomplishment,  he  will  be  remembered  and 
appreciated  for  many  years  to  come.  He  was  a  man  of  courage  when  his 
convictions  were  on  the  line. 

Rev.  Rogers  served  as  pastor  of  Temple  Baptist,  Mt.  Moriah  and 
Sandhills  Community  Baptist  Churches.  Most  of  his  ministry  was  as  an 
Evangelist.  He  was  called  from  Christian  service  to  eternal  reward  on 
February  19,  1998.  Upon  his  death,  he  was  survived  by  his  wife,  Mrs. 
Levonia  Rogers;  one  daughter,  Carolyn  Epps;  and  one  son,  Rev.  Thurman 
Scott.  Rev.  Rogers  was  a  member  of  Mt.  Elim  Baptist  Church,  where  he 
was  licensed  to  preach  in  1952. 
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Rev.  C.  H.  Richardson 

Rev.  Charlie  Horace  Richardson  entered  into  "eternal  rest"  on  Sunday, 
February  8,  1998.  He  was  born  on  November  1,  1900,  the  son  of  the  late 
Charlie  H.  and  Luzianne  Richardson  of  North  Carolina.  Rev.  Richardson 
was  one  of  thirteen  children. 

Rev.  Richardson  was  called  into  the  ministry  in  April  1943,  and  or- 
dained in  September  1944.  He  assumed  the  first  pastorate  in  January 
1945.  Over  a  period  of  eleven  years  he  was  serving  four  churches  simulta- 
neously as  Pastor. 

In  1957,  Rev.  Richardson  resigned  those  churches  to  organize  and 
serve  as  Pastor  of  Mount  Bethel  Indian  Baptist  Church.  Two  years  later, 
he  assisted  in  organizing  and  served  as  Pastor  of  Saint  Gideon  Baptist 
Church,  while  continuing  to  minister  at  Mount  Bethel.  He  later  resigned 
from  Saint  Gideon  when  Mount  Bethel  services  were  held  every  Sunday. 

Under  his  leadership  for  over  50  years,  he  was  revered  as  the  father  of 
Mount  Bethel  Church  community,  and  was  referred  to  as  a  "walking 
history  book."  Recognizing  that  his  active  ministry  tenure  was  maturing 
toward  its  conclusion,  Rev.  Richardson  led  Mount  Bethel  to  look  for 
younger  leadership.  His  vision  and  love  for  his  people  never  diminished 
though  his  strength  was  failing. 

Rev.  Richardson  was  married  to  the  late  Hattie  Richardson.  They 
shared  seven  children. 
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CONSTITUTION 

OF  THE 

BURNT  SWAMP  MISSIONARY  BAPTIST  ASSOCIATION 

ARTICLE  I  —  NAME 

The  body  shall  be  known  as  the  Burnt  Swamp  Missionary  Baptist 
Association. 

ARTICLE  II  —  MEMBERSHIP 

Members  of  this  body  shall  be  messengers  sent  by  the  churches  of  the 
Association,  Licentiates,  and  members  of  the  Executive  Board.  Each 
church  shall  be  entitled  to  three  messengers  for  the  first  one  hundred  or 
portion  thereof  and  an  additional  messenger  for  each  additional  fifty  or 
major  fraction  thereof.  All  members  must  display  badges  for  voting 
power. 

ARTICLE  III  —  STATEMENT  OF  MISSION 

The  Burnt  Swamp  Baptist  Association  shall  provide  support,  liberty, 
and  opportunity  to  enable  member  churches  to  be  in  fellowship  and  on 
mission  fulfilling  God's  plan  and  purposes  for  their  existence,  both  indi- 
vidually and  together.  The  Association  shall  have  four  major  objectives  in 
order  to  fulfill  its  mission:  to  strengthen  program  organizations,  to  pro- 
mote missions,  to  develop  leadership  and  to  nurture  fellowship.  Further- 
more, the  Association  shall  encourage  its  churches  to  cooperate  with  the 
Baptist  State  Convention  of  North  Carolina  and  the  Southern  Baptist 
Convention  causes. 

ARTICLE  IV  —  OFFICERS 

SECTION  1.  The  officers  of  this  Association  shall  be  Moderator,  First 
Vice-Moderator,  Second  Vice-Moderator,  Clerk,  Treasurer,  Historian, 
Parliamentarian,  Associational  Sunday  School  Director,  Associational 
Discipleship  Training  Supporter,  Brotherhood  Director  and  WMU  Direc- 
tor. Other  Officers  of  the  Association  shall  be  Pastoral  Ministries  Direc- 
tor, Missions  Development  Director,  Stewardship  Director,  Family  Life 
Director,  Evangelism  Director,  Youth  Director,  and  Music  Director. 

SECTION  2.  All  officers  of  the  Association  shall  be  nominated  by  the 
Nominating  Committee.  The  Nominating  Committee  may  receive  recom- 
mendations for  program  directors  from  the  respective  organizations 
which  they  represent.  The  Nominating  Committee's  report  shall  be  ap- 
proved by  the  Executive  Board  in  a  meeting  prior  to  the  Annual  Meeting. 
Nominations  from  the  floor  of  the  Annual  Meeting  shall  not  be  precluded 
by  the  Nominating  Committee's  report. 
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SECTION  3.  The  Moderator  shall  preside  over  all  meetings  of  the 
body,  and  see  that  order  and  decorum  are  observed  by  every  member.  He 
shall  be  Chairman  of  the  Executive  Board.  He  shall  serve  as  ex-officio 
member  of  all  committees.  No  one  may  serve  as  Moderator  after  two 
successive  terms  without  a  lapse  of  one  year. 

SECTION  4.  The  First  Vice-Moderator  shall  preside  in  the  absence  of 
or  at  the  discretion  of  the  Moderator.  Vacancy  in  the  office  of  Moderator 
shall  be  filled  by  the  Vice-Moderators  in  order  of  their  rank.  Vacancy  in 
the  office  of  Second  Vice-Moderator  need  not  be  filled  until  the  Annual 
Meeting. 

SECTION  5.  The  Clerk  shall  keep  an  accurate  record  of  the  proceed- 
ings of  the  body  and  mail  blank  letter  forms  to  the  clerks  of  the  churches 
affiliated  with  the  Association.  He  shall  assist  the  Minute  Preparation 
and  Printing  Committee  in  the  preparing  and  publishing  of  minutes  of 
the  Association  as  soon  as  possible  after  the  adjournment  of  the  annual 
meeting.  He  should  keep  an  accurate  record  and  file  with  the  moderator 
minutes  of  all  other  official  Associational  meetings  to  be  presented  at  the 
annual  meeting.  The  Moderator  will  keep  such  minutes  in  a  permanent 
file  at  the  Baptist  Building.  He  shall  receive  annually  a  compensation  for 
his  services  as  provided  for  in  the  By-Laws. 

SECTION  6.  The  Treasurer  shall  receive  and  distribute  all  funds  of 
the  Association  subject  to  its  order  or  the  approval  of  the  Executive  Coun- 
cil or  the  Executive  Board  or  both.  The  Treasurer  shall  also  make  a 
written  report  to  each  quarterly  session  of  the  Executive  Board  showing 
all  receipts  and  expenditures  and  also  a  written  report  showing  the  com- 
plete financial  operation  at  each  annual  session  the  Association. 

SECTION  7.  The  Historian  shall  report  to  the  Annual  meeting  the 
church  events  of  historical  value  as  reported  on  the  Church  Letter  and 
shall  cooperate  with  the  Historical  Committee  in  their  work. 

SECTION  8.  The  Parliamentarian  shall  advise  and  assist  the  presid- 
ing officer  of  the  Association  with  respect  to  all  matters  involving  parlia- 
mentary procedure.  The  Robert's  Rules  of  Order  shall  guide  the  Associa- 
tion but  in  cases  where  the  meaning  may  not  be  clear  the  Moderator  shall 
exercise  his  discretion,  subject  to  appeal  of  the  Association. 

SECTION  9.  All  officers  of  the  Association  shall  assume  their  duties  at 
the  close  of  the  Annual  Associational  Meeting. 

SECTION  10.  Vacancies  in  offices  occurring  between  annual  sessions, 
excluding  offices  of  Moderator  and  Vice-Moderators,  shall  be  filled  by 
recommendation  of  the  Nominating  Committee  with  the  approval  of  the 
Executive  Board. 

SECTION  11.  Unless  specified  otherwise  in  the  Constitution,  no  Of- 
ficer shall  be  asked  to  serve  more  than  five  years  consecutively  in  the 
same  position. 

ARTICLE  V  —  PREROGATIVE 

The  Association  may  sever  connection  with  any  church  that  becomes 
heterodox  in  doctrine  or  disorderly  in  practice,  or  that  fails  to  represent 
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itself  by  letter  or  messenger  for  more  than  two  consecutive  annual  meet- 
ings of  the  Association  without  good  reason  thereof,  or  that  treats  with 
contempt  the  objects  and  requirements  of  the  Association. 

The  Association  may  also  sever  connection  with  any  church  at  the 
request  of  said  church.  The  Association  may  receive  other  Baptist 
churches  into  its  membership  upon  recommendation  of  the  Credentials 
Committee.  A  majority  vote  to  receive  shall  be  required.  The  Association 
shall  have  no  power  or  right  to  interfere  with  the  internal  affairs  of  the 
churches,  but  will  be  ready  at  all  times  to  render  assistance  to  any 
Church  requesting  help. 

ARTICLE  VI  —  EXECUTIVE  BOARD 

SECTION  1.  The  Executive  Board  shall  be  composed  of  the  officers  of 
the  Association,  the  Ordained  Ministers,  the  Credentials  Committee, 
Trustees,  and  one  lay  member  from  each  church  in  the  Association.  The 
lay  members  must  be  elected  by  the  church  and  the  name  of  each  lay 
member  must  be  reported  to  the  Clerk  of  the  Association.  Also  our  repre- 
sentative to  the  General  Board  to  the  Baptist  State  Convention,  Modera- 
tor and  Clerk  of  the  Burnt  Swamp  Baptist  Union,  Moderator  of  the 
Preachers  and  Deacons  Conference,  and  the  Chairmen  of  the  Standing 
Committees  shall  also  be  members  of  the  Executive  Board. 

SECTION  2.  All  vacancies  in  the  membership  of  the  Board  shall  be 
filled  by  the  same  authority  or  delegated  authority  through  which  it  was 
appointed  or  elected. 

SECTION  3.  The  duties  of  the  Executive  Board  shall  be  as  follows: 

(1)  The  Executive  Board  shall  administer  and  be  in  general  charge  of 
the  affairs  of  the  Association  between  its  sessions. 

(2)  The  Executive  Board  shall  coordinate  and  correlate  as  far  as  pos- 
sible all  Associational  activities,  and  to  this  end  all  departments  of  the 
Associational  work  shall  give  their  cooperation. 

(3)  The  Executive  Board  shall  have  authority  to  appeal  to  the 
churches  for  contributions  to  carry  on  the  work  of  the  Association. 

(4)  The  Executive  Board  shall  at  its  discretion  set  up  an  Executive 
Council.  This  Executive  Council  shall  consist  of  Officers  of  the  Associa- 
tion, Trustees,  Credentials  Committee,  Chairmen  of  Standing  Commit- 
tees, General  Board  Members,  and  the  Director  of  Missions.  The  Execu- 
tive Board  shall  define  its  duties,  establish  membership,  and  set  the  time 
and  place  of  the  regular  meeting. 

SECTION  4.  The  Executive  Board  shall  meet  quarterly  and  make  a 
written  report  to  each  session  of  the  Association  covering  the  work  done 
under  its  discretion  during  the  preceding  year  and  containing  any  recom- 
mendations the  committee  may  wish  to  make. 

ARTICLE  VII  —  COMMITTEES 

SECTION  1.  The  Association  shall  have  the  following  standing  com- 
mittees: Committee  on  Committees,  Resolutions,  Finance,  Missions, 
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Nominating,  Constitution,  Historical,  Program,  Time  and  Place,  Enroll- 
ment, Minutes  Preparation  and  Printing  and  Obituary  Committees. 
Names  of  the  committee  members  shall  be  printed  in  the  minutes  with 
the  years  their  terms  of  office  expire.  No  member  shall  succeed  himself 
without  a  lapse  of  one  year  except  with  the  consent  of  two-thirds  of  the 
members  present  at  the  Annual  Meeting. 

A.  To  be  appointed  by  the  Moderator  at  the  Annual  Meeting  or  immedi- 
ately thereafter. 

1.  Committee  on  Committees 

2.  Enrollment  Committee 

3.  Time  and  Place  Committee 

4.  Obituary  Committee 

5.  Minutes  Preparation  and  Printing 

6.  Historical  Committee 

Members  of  these  committees  shall  serve  for  a  term  of  two  years  with 
one-half  the  members  being  appointed  each  year. 

B.  To  be  nominated  by  the  Committee  on  Committees,  presented  to  the 
Executive  Board  and  approved  by  the  Association. 

1.  Resolution  Committee 

2.  Finance  Committee 

3.  Missions  Committee 

4.  Nominating  Committee 

5.  Program  Committee 

6.  Constitution  Committee 

Members  of  these  committees  shall  serve  a  term  of  three  years  with 
third  being  elected  each  year. 

C.  To  be  elected  annually:  Credentials  Committee 

SECTION  2.  Other  temporary  committees  that  may  be  created  by  the 
Association  Executive  Board,  or  Executive  Council,  and  shall  be  ap- 
pointed by  the  moderator. 

ARTICLE  VIII  —  DUTIES  OF  STANDING  COMMITTEES 

SECTION  1.  Committees  appointed  by  the  Moderator. 

A.  Committee  on  Committees:  The  Committee  on  Committees,  com- 
posed of  six  members  shall  nominate  committees  as  set  forth  in  the  Con- 
stitution (Articles  VII  Section  l.B)  and  shall  assist  the  Executive  Board 
in  filling  vacancies  on  these  committees  occurring  between  sessions.  This 
committee  shall  also  name  the  chairperson  of  each  committee. 

B.  The  Committee  on  Place  and  Time  shall  receive  or  solicit  invitations 
for  the  place  or  places  of  meetings  for  the  next  annual  meeting  of  the 
Association,  and  shall  recommend  the  place  or  places. 

C.  The  Committee  on  Enrollment  shall  prepare  for  and  register  all  the 
members  and  visitors  attending  the  Association. 

D.  The  Obituary  Committee  shall  bring  a  suitable  report  at  the  annual 
meeting  of  the  Association  and  lead  in  memorial  service  in  the  memory  of 
those  reported  by  the  Churches  who  have  deceased  since  the  last  annual 
meeting. 
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E.  Minute  Preparation  and  Printing  Committee. 

Duties  of  this  committee  will  consist  of  preparing  minutes  for  publica- 
tion, selection  of  a  publisher  and  procedure  of  distribution.  This  commit- 
tee will  consist  of  four  members  appointed  by  the  Moderator  of  the  Asso- 
ciation. The  term  of  service  will  be  defined  in  Article  VII,  Section  1.  The 
Association  Clerk  is  a  voting  member  of  this  Committee. 

F.  The  Historical  Committee  shall  be  composed  of  five  members.  It 
shall  be  the  duty  of  this  committee  to  assist  the  association  in  acquiring 
and  maintaining  a  permanent  record  of  our  Association  history  and  en- 
courage each  local  church  to  maintain  a  record  of  their  own  history.  In 
matters  relating  to  the  museum,  the  Historical  Committee  will  review 
submitted  material  and  recommend  its  acceptance  to  the  Executive 
Board  for  display  in  our  museum.  Furthermore,  the  Historical  Committee 
will  assist  the  Association  in  general  responsibility  for  the  museum  and 
shall  report  to  the  Association  annually  on  the  state  of  the  museum. 

SECTION  2.  Committees  nominated  by  the  Committee  on  Commit- 
tees. 

A.  The  Resolutions  Committee,  composed  of  three  members,  shall  draw 
up  and  present  to  the  Association,  resolutions  of  appreciation  and  any 
other  resolution  it  or  the  Association  may  deem  wise. 

B.  The  Finance  Committee,  composed  of  nine  members  and  the  Trea- 
surer, shall  study  the  Association's  financial  needs  for  an  adequate  pro- 
gram, present  a  budget  to  the  Association  for  the  following  year,  devise 
plans  for  securing  the  cooperation  of  the  churches  in  raising  funds  to 
meet  the  budget,  and  make  a  written  report  to  the  annual  meeting. 

C.  The  Missions  Committee. 

1.  This  committee  shall  be  composed  of  six  members.  It  shall  work 
with  the  Associational  Missionary  in  promoting  the  work  in  the  Associa- 
tion, lead  and  assist  in  organizing  new  churches  and  in  beginning  new 
mission  churches. 

2.  If  such  advice  is  sought,  it  shall  advise  any  group  seeking  to  orga- 
nize a  new  church.  It  shall  also  seek  to  help  any  member  church  desiring 
assistance  with  its  problem  related  to  mission  work. 

D.  The  Nominating  Committee,  composed  of  six  members,  shall  contact 
before  and  nominate  on  the  last  day  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Asso- 
ciation, the  officers  of  the  Association,  according  to  Article  IV  and  XII  of 
the  Constitution.  This  committee's  nomination  shall  not  preclude  other 
nominations  from  the  floor.  Also,  upon  request  of  the  committee  on  nomi- 
nations of  the  Baptist  State  Convention,  this  committee  shall  make  rec- 
ommendations for  General  Board  Member  of  the  Baptist  State  Conven- 
tion, subject  to  approval  of  Associational  Executive  Board  and/or  the 
Burnt  Swamp  Association. 

E.  The  Constitution  Committee  shall  be  composed  of  three  members 
whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  study  and  recommend  changes  in  the  Constitu- 
tion when  they  deem  it  necessary  and  bring  reports  to  the  Executive 
Board  and  the  Association. 
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F.  The  Program  Committee  shall  be  composed  of  three  members  and 
the  Moderator  and  the  Clerk.  It  shall  prepare  a  printed  program  for  the 
annual  meeting  of  the  Association  which  shall  be  sent  to  all  persons  on 
the  program  and  to  all  pastors  at  least  thirty  days  before  the  annual 
meeting  of  the  Association,  present  the  printed  program  for  adoption,  and 
serve  through  the  sessions  when  adjustments  in  the  Order  of  Business 
become  necessary. 

SECTION  3.  The  Credentials  Committee. 

1.  This  committee  shall  be  composed  of  the  Associational  vice  mod- 
erators, ordination  committee  chairman,  constitution  committee  chair- 
man, moderator  of  the  Union,  and  moderator  of  the  Preachers  and  Dea- 
cons. The  First  Vice-Moderator  shall  serve  as  chairman.  The 
Associational  moderator  and  Director  of  Missions  are  ex-officio  members. 

2.  Any  church  seeking  admission  to  the  membership  of  the  Associa- 
tion shall  petition  in  writing  to  the  Executive  Board  at  least  six  months 
before  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Association,  which  petition  shall  be 
referred  to  the  Credentials  Committee  for  study  of  the  petitioning 
church's  covenant,  articles  of  faith,  history,  practices,  cooperative  work, 
and  its  relations  to  other  member  churches  of  the  Association.  This  com- 
mittee shall  then  report  to  the  Association  at  its  next  annual  meeting  its 
findings  and  recommendations. 

3.  This  committee  shall  assist  churches  of  the  Association  in  adjust- 
ing their  differences  and  make  any  investigation  upon  the  request  of  the 
Executive  Board  into  the  heterodox  doctrine  and  disorderly  practice  of 
any  member  church.  A  report  of  its  findings  shall  be  given  to  the  Execu- 
tive Board  for  action. 

SECTION  4.  All  standing  committees  shall  present  their  annual  re- 
ports to  the  Executive  Board  prior  to  the  annual  Associational  meeting. 

ARTICLE  IX  —  MEETINGS 

There  shall  be  one  annual  meeting  of  the  Association  and  as  many 
additional  meetings  as  deemed  necessary  by  the  Association  or  the  Ex- 
ecutive Board.  The  annual  session  of  the  Association  shall  begin  on 
Thursday  before  the  third  Sunday  in  October,  at  such  place  as  may  be 
chosen. 

ARTICLE  X  —  AMENDMENTS 

This  Constitution  may  be  amended  or  revised  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of 
the  members  present  at  the  second  day  of  the  Annual  Meeting  provided 
notice  has  been  given  during  the  first  day  of  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the 
proposed  change  and  the  minutes  bear  a  record  thereof. 

ARTICLE  XI  —  ORDINATION  COMMITTEE 

SECTION  1.  This  committee  shall  be  composed  of  five  ordained  minis- 
ters and  deacons  and  shall  be  appointed  annually  by  the  moderator. 
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SECTION  2.  This  committee  shall  assist  churches  in  ordaining  pastors 
and  deacons. 

SECTION  3.  A  minister  coming  from  another  denomination  must  pass 
satisfactorily  an  examination  along  Baptist  doctrinal  lines. 

ARTICLE  XII  —  TRUSTEES  AND  THEIR  ELECTION 

SECTION  1.  There  shall  be  three  trustees  of  the  Association,  serving 
terms  of  three  years  each.  On  nomination  by  the  Committee  on  Nomina- 
tions, one  trustee  shall  be  elected  at  each  annual  meeting.  The  expiration 
date  of  each  trustee's  term  of  office  shall  appear  by  his  name  in  the 
Associational  Minutes. 

SECTION  2.  The  duty  of  the  trustees  shall  be  to  hold  in  trust  any 
property,  money,  endowment,  or  other  securities  of  said  Association,  and 
they  shall  handle  all  legal  matters  of  the  Association  under  the  direction 
of  the  Association  or  the  Executive  Board. 

ARTICLE  XIII  —  DIRECTOR  OF  MISSIONS 

SECTION  1.  His  selection  shall  be  upon  recommendation  of  a  "Search 
Committee"  appointed  by  the  Executive  Board  and  on  vote  by  the  Asso- 
ciation in  its  annual  meeting,  or  between  sessions  of  the  Association,  by 
its  Executive  Board.  He  shall  be  ex-officio  of  all  committees  and  organiza- 
tions of  the  Association  in  a  serving  and  advisory  capacity. 

SECTION  2.  The  Director  of  Missions  shall  promote  the  work  of  the 
Association  and  Denomination,  cooperating  with  the  churches,  their  pas- 
tors and  officers,  the  Associational  Committees  and  the  Association 
Council. 

GENERAL  DUTIES  OF  DIRECTOR  OF  MISSIONS 

1.  His  relationship  to  the  organizations  of  the  Association  shall  be  that 
of  Pastor  Advisor. 

2.  He  shall  offer  his  services  to  the  churches  as  needs  arise,  and  work 
with  them  upon  their  invitation. 

3.  He  shall  lead  in  the  Primary  Missions  work  of  the  Association,  in 
cooperation  with  the  Association  Council. 

4.  He  shall  promote  the  whole  program  of  the  Association  and  the  Bap- 
tist State  Convention. 

5.  He  shall  serve  as  ex-officio  member  of  the  committees  of  the  Associa- 
tion. 

6.  His  work  shall  be  under  the  direction  of  the  Association. 

7.  He  shall  have  two  weeks  annual  vacation  with  pay,  plus  two  weeks 
of  revival  time  exclusive  of  this  mission  work,  if  desired,  with  honorarium 
kept  for  personal  use. 

8.  He  shall  have  administrative  supervision  of  such  work  as  assigned 
him  by  the  Association. 
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9.  He  shall  report  to  the  Association  through  a  bulletin  mailed  at  least 
monthly. 

10.  He  shall  supervise  the  employed  staff  of  the  Association. 

ARTICLE  XIV  —  DUTIES  OF  THE  CHURCHES 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  church  to  report  to  the  Association  annu- 
ally, by  letter  and  through  messengers.  These  letters  should  be  in  the 
hands  of  the  Clerk  ten  (10)  days  before  the  meeting,  giving  the  correct 
statistical  information  of  its  work  and  whatever  relates  to  its  general 
welfare,  together  with  funds  to  meet  the  financial  plan  of  the  Association 
as  is  recommended  by  the  Budget  Committee  of  the  Association.  Statis- 
tics of  the  churches  shall  be  tabulated  and  printed. 

ARTICLE  XV  —  ASSOCIATIONAL  COUNCIL 

The  Associational  Council  shall  be  composed  of  all  Officers  of  the  Asso- 
ciation defined  in  Article  IV  and  the  Director  of  Missions.  The  Director  of 
Missions  will  serve  as  Chairman  of  the  Council.  The  Associational  Coun- 
cil shall  plan,  coordinate  and  implement  the  various  programs,  projects 
and  activities  of  the  Association.  The  Council  shall  prepare  an  Associa- 
tional Calendar  of  Activities  annually  and  furnish  each  church  with  sev- 
eral copies.  The  Associational  Council  will  have  general  supervision  over 
the  Director  of  Missions  and  may  convene,  in  his  absence,  when  matters 
related  to  his  work  need  to  be  considered  by  the  Council.  The  Association 
Moderator  will  preside  in  his  absence. 

BY-LAWS 

Section  1.  Robert's  Rules  of  order  shall  be  used  as  a  standard  for 
parliamentary  procedure  for  the  transaction  of  all  business. 

Section  2.  A  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business  shall  consist  of 
messengers  from  a  majority  of  the  churches. 

Section  3.  Every  person  wishing  to  speak  shall  rise  and  address  the 
Moderator,  confining  himself  closely  to  the  subject  under  discussion, 
bearing  in  mind  always  to  observe  a  spirit  of  brotherhood  and  Christian 
love. 

Section  4.  Persons  addressing  the  body  shall  not  be  interrupted  within 
their  allotted  time  unless  out  of  order,  or  for  the  purpose  of  explanation. 

Section  5.  No  person  shall  speak  more  than  twice  on  any  given  subject 
without  permission  from  the  Association. 

Section  6.  If  anyone  shall  think  that  the  Moderator  has  unfairly 
stated  a  motion,  the  person  making  the  motion  shall  reduce  it  to  writing, 
and  it  shall  be  read  by  the  Clerk  before  the  vote  is  taken. 

Section  7.  That  the  Clerk  be  allowed  $300.00  per  year  for  his  service. 
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Section  8.  These  by-laws  may  be  changed  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the 
body  at  any  session. 

GUIDELINES  FOR  CHURCH  PROCEDURES 

1.  Ministers  coming  from  another  denomination  must  pass  satisfacto- 
rily an  examination  along  Baptist  doctrinal  lines  before  being  rec- 
ommended to  a  church  for  ordination  as  stated  in  Article  XI  of  the 
Constitution. 

2.  Licensed  or  ordained  ministers  jeopardize  their  denominational  af- 
filiation and  church  recognition  when  called  to  pastor  a  church  out- 
side the  denomination.  Because  such  action  is  considered  disorderly 
practice,  it  is  recommended  that  his  license  or  ordination  be  re- 
voked unless  this  pastorate  is  a  ministry  outreach  of  a  SBC  church. 

3.  Due  to  the  severe  nature  and  disharmony  of  divorce  with  New  Tes- 
tament teaching,  it  is  recommended  that  each  associational  church 
develop  its  own  policy  concerning  the  use  of  its  facilities  to  unite  in 
marriage  persons  in  a  divorced  state. 

4.  It  is  considered  extremely  unethical  and  disrespectful  for  any  min- 
ister to  enter  the  pulpit  of  a  church  without  the  foreknowledge  of 
the  pastor  to  that  church.  It  is  also  considered  poor  practice  for  any 
congregation  to  deny  the  pastor  responsible  control  of  the  pulpit. 

THE  BAPTIST  FAITH  AND  MESSAGE 

I.  THE  SCRIPTURES 

The  Holy  Bible  was  written  by  men  divinely  inspired  and  is  the  record 
of  God's  revelation  of  Himself  to  man.  It  is  a  perfect  treasure  of  divine 
instruction.  It  has  God  for  its  author,  salvation  for  its  end,  and  truth, 
without  any  mixture  of  error,  for  its  matter.  It  reveals  the  principles  by 
which  God  judges  us;  and  therefore  is,  and  will  remain  to  the  end  of  the 
world,  the  true  center  of  Christian  union,  and  the  supreme  standard  by 
which  all  human  conduct,  creeds,  and  religious  opinions  should  be  tried. 
The  criterion  by  which  the  Bible  is  to  be  interpreted  is  Jesus  Christ. 

II.  GOD 

There  is  one  and  only  one  living  and  true  God.  He  is  an  intelligent, 
spiritual,  and  personal  Being,  the  Creator,  Redeemer,  Preserver,  and 
Ruler  of  the  universe.  God  is  infinite  in  holiness  and  all  other  perfections. 
To  Him  we  owe  the  highest  love,  reverence,  and  obedience.  The  eternal 
God  reveals  Himself  to  us  as  Father,  Son,  and  Holy  Spirit,  with  distinct 
personal  attributes,  but  without  division  of  nature,  essence,  or  being. 
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A.  God  the  Father 

God  as  Father  reigns  with  providential  care  over  His  universe,  His 
creatures,  and  the  flow  of  the  stream  of  human  history  according  to  the 
purposes  of  His  grace.  He  is  all  powerful,  all  loving,  and  all  wise.  God  is 
Father  in  truth  to  those  who  become  children  of  God  through  faith  in 
Jesus  Christ.  He  is  fatherly  in  His  attitude  toward  all  men. 

B.  God  the  Son 

Christ  is  the  eternal  Son  of  God.  In  His  incarnation  as  Jesus  Christ  He 
was  conceived  of  the  Holy  Spirit  and  born  of  the  virgin  Mary.  Jesus 
perfectly  revealed  and  did  the  will  of  God,  taking  upon  Himself  the  de- 
mands and  necessities  of  human  nature  and  identifying  Himself  com- 
pletely with  mankind  yet  without  sin.  He  honored  the  divine  law  by  His 
personal  obedience,  and  in  His  death  on  the  cross  He  made  provision  for 
the  redemption  of  men  from  sin.  He  was  raised  from  the  dead  with  a 
glorified  body  and  appeared  to  His  disciples  as  the  person  who  was  with 
them  before  His  crucifixion.  He  ascended  into  heaven  and  is  now  exalted 
at  the  right  hand  of  God  where  He  is  the  One  Mediator,  partaking  of  the 
nature  of  God  and  of  man,  and  in  whose  Person  is  effected  the  reconcilia- 
tion between  God  and  man.  He  will  return  in  power  and  glory  to  judge 
the  world  and  to  consummate  His  redemptive  mission.  He  now  dwells  in 
all  believers  as  the  living  and  ever  present  Lord. 

C.  God  the  Holy  Spirit 

The  Holy  Spirit  is  the  Spirit  of  God.  He  inspired  holy  men  of  old  to 
write  the  Scriptures.  Through  illumination  He  enables  men  to  under- 
stand truth.  He  exalts  Christ.  He  convicts  of  sin,  of  righteousness  and  of 
judgment.  He  calls  men  to  the  Saviour,  and  effects  regeneration.  He 
cultivates  Christian  character,  comforts  believers,  and  bestows  the  spiri- 
tual gifts  by  which  they  serve  God  through  His  church.  He  seals  the 
believer  unto  the  day  of  final  redemption.  His  presence  in  the  Christian 
is  the  assurance  of  God  to  bring  the  believer  into  the  fullness  of  the 
stature  of  Christ.  He  enlightens  and  empowers  the  believer  and  the 
church  in  worship,  evangelism,  and  service. 

III.  MAN 

Man  was  created  by  the  special  act  of  God,  in  His  own  image,  and  is 
the  crowning  work  of  His  creation.  In  the  beginning  man  was  innocent 
of  sin  and  was  endowed  by  his  Creator  with  freedom  of  choice.  By  his 
free  choice  man  sinned  against  God  and  brought  sin  into  the  human 
race.  Through  the  temptation  of  Satan  man  transgressed  the  command 
of  God,  and  fell  from  his  original  innocence;  whereby  his  posterity  in- 
herit a  nature  and  an  environment  inclined  toward  sin,  and  as  soon  as 
they  are  capable  of  moral  action  become  transgressors  and  are  under 
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condemnation.  Only  the  grace  of  God  can  bring  man  into  His  holy  fellow- 
ship and  enable  man  to  fulfill  the  creative  purpose  of  God.  The  sacred- 
ness  of  human  personality  is  evident  in  that  God  created  man  in  His  own 
image,  and  in  that  Christ  died  for  man;  therefore  every  man  possesses 
dignity  and  is  worthy  of  respect  and  Christian  love. 

IV.  SALVATION 

Salvation  involves  the  redemption  of  the  whole  man,  and  is  offered 
freely  to  all  who  accept  Jesus  Christ  as  Lord  and  Savior,  who  by  His  own 
blood  obtained  eternal  redemption  for  the  believer.  In  its  broadest  sense 
salvation  includes  regeneration,  sanctification,  and  glorification. 

A.  Regeneration,  or  the  new  birth,  is  a  work  of  God's  grace  whereby 
believers  become  new  creatures  in  Christ  Jesus.  It  is  a  change  of  heart 
wrought  by  the  Holy  Spirit  through  conviction  of  sin,  to  which  the  sinner 
responds  in  repentance  toward  God  and  faith  in  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ. 

Repentance  and  faith  are  inseparable  experiences  of  grace.  Repentance 
is  a  genuine  turning  from  sin  toward  God.  Faith  is  the  acceptance  of 
Jesus  Christ  and  commitment  of  the  entire  personality  to  Him  as  Lord 
and  Saviour.  Justification  is  God's  gracious  and  full  acquittal  upon  prin- 
ciples of  His  righteousness  of  all  sinners  who  repent  and  believe  in 
Christ.  Justification  brings  the  believer  into  a  relationship  of  peace  and 
favor  with  God. 

B.  Sanctification  is  the  experience,  beginning  in  regeneration,  by  which 
the  believer  is  set  apart  to  God's  purposes,  and  is  enabled  to  progress 
toward  moral  and  spiritual  perfection  through  the  presence  and  power  of 
the  Holy  Spirit  dwelling  in  him.  Growth  in  grace  should  continue 
throughout  the  regenerated  person's  life. 

C.  Glorification  is  the  culmination  of  salvation  and  is  the  final  blessed 
and  abiding  state  of  the  redeemed. 

V.  GOD'S  PURPOSE  OF  GRACE 

Election  is  the  gracious  purpose  of  God,  according  to  which  He  regener- 
ates, sanctifies,  and  glorifies  sinners.  It  is  consistent  with  the  free  agency 
of  man,  and  comprehends  all  the  means  in  connection  with  the  end.  It  is 
a  glorious  display  of  God's  sovereign  goodness,  and  is  infinitely  wise, 
holy,  and  unchangeable.  It  excludes  boasting  and  promotes  humility. 

All  true  believers  endure  to  the  end.  Those  whom  God  has  accepted  in 
Christ,  and  sanctified  by  His  Spirit,  will  never  fall  away  from  the  state  of 
grace,  but  shall  persevere  to  the  end.  Believers  may  fall  into  sin  through 
neglect  and  temptation,  whereby  they  grieve  the  Spirit,  impair  their 
graces  and  comforts,  bring  reproach  on  the  cause  of  Christ,  and  temporal 
judgments  on  themselves,  yet  they  shall  be  kept  by  the  power  of  God 
through  faith  unto  salvation. 
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VI.  THE  CHURCH 

A  New  Testament  church  of  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ  is  a  local  body  of 
baptized  believers  who  are  associated  by  covenant  in  the  faith  and  fellow- 
ship of  the  gospel,  observing  the  two  ordinances  of  Christ,  committed  to 
His  teachings,  exercising  the  gifts,  rights,  and  privileges  invested  in  them 
by  His  Word,  and  seeking  to  extend  the  gospel  to  the  ends  of  the  earth. 

This  church  is  an  autonomous  body,  operating  through  democratic  pro- 
cesses under  the  Lordship  of  Jesus  Christ.  In  such  a  congregation  mem- 
bers are  equally  responsible.  Its  Scriptural  officers  are  pastors  and  dea- 
cons. 

The  New  Testament  speaks  also  of  the  church  as  the  body  of  Christ 
which  includes  all  of  the  redeemed  of  all  the  ages. 

VII.  BAPTISM  AND  THE  LORD'S  SUPPER 

Christian  baptism  is  the  immersion  of  a  believer  in  water  in  the  name 
of  the  Father,  the  Son,  and  the  Holy  Spirit.  It  is  an  act  of  obedience 
symbolizing  the  believer's  faith  in  a  crucified,  buried,  and  risen  Savior, 
the  believer's  death  to  sin,  the  burial  of  the  old  life,  and  the  resurrection 
to  walk  in  newness  of  life  in  Christ  Jesus.  It  is  a  testimony  to  his  faith  in 
the  final  resurrection  of  the  dead.  Being  a  church  ordinance,  it  is  prereq- 
uisite to  the  privileges  of  church  membership  and  to  the  Lord's  Supper. 

The  Lord's  Supper  is  a  symbolic  act  of  obedience  whereby  members  of 
the  church,  through  partaking  of  the  bread  and  the  fruit  of  the  vine, 
memorialize  the  death  of  the  Redeemer  and  anticipate  His  second  com- 
ing. 

VIII.  THE  LORD'S  DAY 

The  first  day  of  the  week  is  the  Lord's  Day.  It  is  a  Christian  institution 
for  regular  observance.  It  commemorates  the  resurrection  of  Christ  from 
the  dead  and  should  be  employed  in  exercises  of  worship  and  spiritual 
devotion,  both  public  and  private,  and  by  refraining  from  worldly  amuse- 
ments, and  resting  from  secular  employments,  work  of  necessity  and 
mercy  only  being  excepted. 

IX.  THE  KINGDOM 

The  Kingdom  of  God  includes  both  His  general  sovereignty  over  the 
universe  and  His  particular  kingship  over  men  who  willfully  acknowledge 
Him  as  King.  Particularly  the  Kingdom  is  the  realm  of  salvation  into 
which  men  enter  by  trustful,  childlike  commitment  to  Jesus  Christ. 
Christians  ought  to  pray  and  to  labor  that  the  Kingdom  may  come  and 
God's  will  be  done  on  earth.  The  full  consummation  of  the  Kingdom 
awaits  the  return  of  Jesus  Christ  and  the  end  of  this  age.

X.  LAST  THINGS 

God,  in  His  own  time  and  in  His  own  way,  will  bring  the  world  to  its 
appropriate  end.  According  to  His  promise,  Jesus  Christ  will  return  per- 
sonally and  visibly  in  glory  to  the  earth;  the  dead  will  be  raised;  and 
Christ  will  judge  all  men  in  righteousness.  The  unrighteous  will  be  con- 
signed to  Hell,  the  place  of  everlasting  punishment.  The  righteous  in 
their  resurrected  and  glorified  bodies  will  receive  their  reward  and  will 
dwell  forever  in  Heaven  with  the  Lord. 

XI.  EVANGELISM  AND  MISSIONS 

It  is  the  duty  and  privilege  of  every  follower  of  Christ  and  of  every 
church  of  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ  to  endeavor  to  make  disciples  of  all 
nations.  The  new  birth  of  man's  spirit  by  God's  Holy  Spirit  means  the 
birth  of  love  for  others.  Missionary  effort  on  the  part  of  all  rests  thus 
upon  a  spiritual  necessity  of  the  regenerate  life,  and  is  expressly  and 
repeatedly  commanded  in  the  teachings  of  Christ.  It  is  the  duty  of  every 
child  of  God  to  seek  constantly  to  win  the  lost  to  Christ  by  personal  effort 
and  by  all  other  methods  in  harmony  with  the  gospel  of  Christ. 

XII.  EDUCATION 

The  cause  of  education  in  the  Kingdom  of  Christ  is  co-ordinate  with  the 
causes  of  missions  and  general  benevolence,  and  should  receive  along 
with  these  the  liberal  support  of  the  churches.  An  adequate  system  of 
Christian  schools  is  necessary  to  a  complete  spiritual  program  for 
Christ's  people. 

In  Christian  education  there  should  be  a  proper  balance  between  aca- 
demic freedom  and  academic  responsibility.  Freedom  in  any  orderly  rela- 
tionship of  human  life  is  always  limited  and  never  absolute.  The  freedom 
of  a  teacher  in  a  Christian  school,  college,  or  seminary  is  limited  by  the 
pre-eminence  of  Jesus  Christ,  by  the  authoritative  nature  of  the  Scrip- 
tures, and  by  the  distinct  purpose  for  which  the  school  exists. 

XIII.  STEWARDSHIP 

God  is  the  source  of  all  blessings,  temporal  and  spiritual;  all  that  we 
have  and  are  we  owe  to  Him.  Christians  have  a  spiritual  debtorship  to 
the  whole  world,  a  holy  trusteeship  in  the  gospel,  and  a  binding  steward- 
ship in  their  possessions.  They  are  therefore  under  obligation  to  serve 
Him  with  their  time,  talents,  and  material  possessions;  and  should  recog- 
nize all  these  as  entrusted  to  them  to  use  for  the  glory  of  God  and  for 
helping  others.  According  to  the  Scriptures,  Christians  should  contribute 
of  their  means  cheerfully,  regularly,  systematically,  proportionately,  and 
liberally  for  the  advancement  of  the  Redeemer's  cause  on  earth. 
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XIV.  COOPERATION 

Christ's  people  should,  as  occasion  requires,  organize  such  associations 
and  conventions  as  may  best  secure  cooperation  for  the  great  objects  of 
the  Kingdom  of  God.  Such  organizations  have  no  authority  over  one  an- 
other or  over  the  churches.  They  are  voluntary  and  advisory  bodies  de- 
signed to  elicit,  combine,  and  direct  the  energies  of  our  people  in  the  most 
effective  manner.  Members  of  New  Testament  churches  should  cooperate 
with  one  another  in  carrying  forward  the  missionary,  educational,  and 
benevolent  ministries  for  the  extension  of  Christ's  Kingdom.  Christian 
unity  in  the  New  Testament  sense  is  spiritual  harmony  and  voluntary 
cooperation  for  common  ends  by  various  groups  of  Christ's  people.  Coop- 
eration is  desirable  between  the  various  Christian  denominations,  when 
the  end  to  be  attained  is  itself  justified,  and  when  such  cooperation  in- 
volves no  violation  of  conscience  or  compromise  of  loyalty  to  Christ  and 
His  Word  as  revealed  in  the  New  Testament. 

XV.  THE  CHRISTIAN  AND  THE  SOCIAL  ORDER 

Every  Christian  is  under  obligation  to  seek  to  make  the  will  of  Christ 
supreme  in  his  own  life  and  in  human  society.  Means  and  methods  used 
for  the  improvement  of  society  and  the  establishment  of  righteousness 
among  men  can  be  truly  and  permanently  helpful  only  when  they  are 
rooted  in  the  regeneration  of  the  individual  by  the  saving  grace  of  God  in 
Christ  Jesus.  The  Christian  should  oppose  in  the  spirit  of  Christ  every 
form  of  greed,  selfishness,  and  vice.  He  should  work  to  provide  for  the 
orphaned,  the  needy,  the  aged,  the  helpless,  and  the  sick.  Every  Chris- 
tian should  seek  to  bring  industry,  government,  and  society  as  a  whole 
under  the  sway  of  the  principles  of  righteousness,  truth,  and  brotherly 
love.  In  order  to  promote  these  ends  Christians  should  be  ready  to  work 
with  all  men  of  good  will  in  any  good  cause,  always  being  careful  to  act  in 
the  spirit  of  love  without  compromising  their  loyalty  to  Christ  and  His 
truth. 

XVI.  PEACE  AND  WAR 

It  is  the  duty  of  Christians  to  seek  peace  with  all  men  on  principles  of 
righteousness.  In  accordance  with  the  Spirit  and  teachings  of  Christ  they 
should  do  all  in  their  power  to  put  an  end  to  war. 

The  true  remedy  for  the  war  spirit  is  the  gospel  of  our  Lord.  The 
supreme  need  of  the  world  is  the  acceptance  of  His  teachings  in  all  the 
affairs  of  men  and  nations,  and  the  practical  application  of  His  law  of 
love. 

XVII.  RELIGIOUS  LIBERTY 

God  alone  is  Lord  of  the  conscience,  and  He  has  left  it  free  from  the 
doctrines  and  commandments  of  men  which  are  contrary  to  His  Word  or 
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not  contained  in  it.  Church  and  state  should  be  separate.  The  state  owes 
to  every  church  protection  and  full  freedom  in  the  pursuit  of  its  spiritual 
ends.  In  providing  for  such  freedom  no  ecclesiastical  group  or  denomina- 
tion should  be  favored  by  the  state  more  than  others.  Civil  government 
being  ordained  of  God,  it  is  the  duty  of  Christians  to  render  loyal  obedi- 
ence thereto  in  all  things  not  contrary  to  the  revealed  will  of  God.  The 
church  should  not  resort  to  the  civil  power  to  carry  on  its  work.  The 
gospel  of  Christ  contemplates  spiritual  means  alone  for  the  pursuit  of  its 
ends.  The  state  has  no  right  to  impose  penalties  for  religious  opinions  of 
any  kind.  The  state  has  no  right  to  impose  taxes  for  the  support  of  any 
form  of  religion.  A  free  church  in  a  free  state  is  the  Christian  ideal,  and 
this  implies  the  right  of  free  and  unhindered  access  to  God  on  the  part  of 
all  men,  and  the  right  to  form  and  propagate  opinions  in  the  sphere  of 
religion  without  interference  by  the  civil  power.

121st  ANNUAL  MEETING 

Mt.  Moriah  Baptist  Church 
October  15,  1998 

The  121st  Annual  Meeting  met  at  Mt.  Moriah  Baptist  Church.  Brother 
Linwood  Locklear  opened  the  meeting  with  a  congregational  song  and 
gave  devotion  from  1  Corinthians  1:3-9.  Rev.  William  Griffith  offered  the 
prayer. 

Business  Session: 

The  moderator  called  the  meeting  to  order  and  the  roll  was  called.  The 
minutes  were  read  and  accepted.  Rev.  Jerry  Thompson  presented  the 
program  and  offered  a  motion  that  it  be  received.  The  report  was  re- 
ceived.

She  gave  a 
report  on  Rev.  Manny  Mintac's  mission  work.  Mrs.  Pat  stated  that  the 
toy  drive  was  a  success  this  year  and  she  would  like  to  say  thank  you  to 
each  one  that  gave  toys  and  their  time  to  make  it  a  success.  The  report 
was  received. 

The  Mission  Development  report  was  given  by  Rev.  Roger  Strickland. 
The  mission  trips  this  year  were  a  great  success  and  there  is  a  need  for 
more  volunteers  for  next  year.  The  report  was  received. 

The  group  sang  the  congregational  hymn,  "Stand  up,  Stand  up,  for 
Jesus."  The  Moderator's  Address  was  given  by  Rev.  Charles  P.  Locklear. 
He  spoke  from  Hebrew  2:1-3.  Instruction  for  lunch  was  given  by  Bro. 
Linwood  Locklear.  Rev.  Mike  Cummings  asked  that  we  return  back  early 
from  the  meal  so  that  he  could  show  a  video  entitled  "The  Harvest." 
Prayer  was  lead  by  Rev  Timmie  Chavis.

Mt.  Moriah  currently  has  100  members  and  a  full  program  of  activities 
for  its  membership.

THE  HISTORY  OF  ELROD 
BAPTIST  CHURCH 


Elrod  Baptist  Church  began  as  a  mission  in  1969.  Two  individuals  left 
from  Harpers  Ferry  Church  to  accomplish  a  mission  for  the  Lord  in  the 
Elrod  community.  These  two  caring  persons  were  Mr.  and  Mrs.  John  E. 
Cummings.  The  new  work  was  started  across  the  railroad  tracks,  at  the 
end  of  the  dead  end  street  in  a  vacant  little  red  church  building.  Faith 
and  works  were  tested  here  year  after  year.  These  two  labored  faithfully 
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until  1997  when  they  both  died  suddenly  in  an  automobile  accident  and 
went  home  to  be  with  the  Lord. 

In  1972,  Elrod  joined  the  Burnt  Swamp  Association  with  a  membership 
of  38  people.  Membership  today  has  grown  to  350.  A  full-time  pastor 
serves  the  church  and  has  served  us  for  ten  years.  Elrod  has  enjoyed 
wonderful  growth  under  the  leadership  of  Rev.  Gary  Chavis. 

In  1974,  plans  were  undertaken  to  enlarge  the  church.  The  photograph 
above  shows  the  old  church  and  the  new  structure  under  construction. 
Elrod  now  enjoys  a  completed  a  new  sanctuary  and  classroom  building,  in 
addition  to  the  renovated  little  red  church  as  a  classroom.  A  fellowship 
hall  with  classrooms  has  been  added  which  houses  our  new  Christian 
Daycare  ministry.  A  new  cemetery  has  been  begun  for  church  members' 
need.  These  and  many  other  wonderful  accomplishments  are  testimonies 
to  the  grace  of  God  at  work  in  the  Elrod  Baptist  Church  family.

Your  support  also  came  by  giving  to  the  Baptist  Children's  Homes 
Offering  by  participating  in  a  Mile  of  Pennies  project;  participating  in 
World  Hunger  Day  by  replenishing  the  Food  Closet  at  the  Baptist  Build- 
ing; giving  $100  to  the  women's  prison  ministry;  collecting  coats  for  the 
North  Korean  children  (more  than  100  coats  were  collected);  providing

Jeanette  Walters,  Missions  Ministries  Consultant,  NC  WMU  Staff;  at- 
tending the  Annual  Meeting  with  our  keynote  speaker  being  Mrs.  Irma 
Duke,  North  Carolina  Executive  WMU  Director;  supporting  Ms.  Melinda 
Locklear,  US2  missionary  in  Oklahoma;  hosting  the  Women  of  Excellence 
Conference  with  the  ladies  from  Oklahoma;  providing  commuter  lunches 
for  BSU  to  sponsor  their  mission  projects;  and  supporting  summer  mis- 
sion teams  with  funds  raised  from  our  Focus  Banquet.

We  must  consider  the  combined  energy  of  the 
many  wonderful  volunteers  from  the  churches  who  help  us  conduct  these 
ministries  and  events.  The  one  most  powerful  element  of  Burnt  Swamp 
life  is  that  so  many  of  you  take  great  pride  in  this  Association.  A  word  of 
thanks  to  you  for  keeping  the  association  a  priority  in  your  commitments. 

ODUM  HOME 

We  surpassed  our  $20,000  goal  this  year,  thanks  to  a  $600  love  offering 
you  gave  at  the  Union  Meeting  in  August.  When  we  made  this  pledge  in 
1996,  I  felt  confident  that  we  would  make  it  with  gladness.  Next  year's 
pledge  of  $20,000  will  conclude  our  project  and  we  can  be  pleased  at  the 
blessing  of  God  to  enable  us  to  get  it  done.  Let's  look  forward  to  this  last 
year's  Odum  Home  gift. 
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DISASTER  VAN 

Our  Baptist  Men  are  an  eager  bunch.  Currently,  they  are  continuing  to 
stock  the  Recovery  trailer  with  tools.  Region  II  challenged  their  churches 
to  give  $200  each  toward  this  and  they  responded.  These  Disaster  Recov- 
ery Units  are  being  purchased  all  over  the  Convention.  Our  men  want 
their  unit  to  be  available  not  only  in  time  of  disaster  but  also  for  handy 
man  ministries. 

MANNY  MINTAC 

"The  most  enthusiastic  and  promising  ministry  among  our  Filipino 
Southern  Baptist  work"  is  what  the  President  of  the  Fellowship  of  Fili- 
pino Southern  Baptists  said  about  Manny  and  Rhonda  Mintac's  ministry 
among  Manny's  people  back  home  in  the  Philippines.  Mrs.  Pat  Bullard 
leads  a  mission  ministry  board  of  Burnt  Swamp  folks  who  oversee  sup- 
port for  Bro.  Mintac's  personal,  family  and  ministry  needs  in  the  Philip- 
pines. Antioch  Church  has  given  considerably  to  this  ministry  just  this 
year.  We  praise  God  for  their  commitment  here  as  well  as  the  dozens  of 
other  supporters  to  this  work. 

INDIAN  MISSIONS 

It  seems  that  the  more  we  conduct  mission  projects  in  the  West  and 
North  in  reservation  communities,  the  more  we  recognize  how  desperate 
life  is  in  some  of  these  communities.  This  year,  our  effort  has  caught  the 
attention  of  state  and  national  mission  agencies  in  new  ways.  Mrs.  Mary 
B.  Hunt  serves  on  the  National  WMU  Language  team  and  represents  us 
very  well  there  and  in  International  Missions.  The  NC  WMU  has  invited 
us  to  take  active  part  in  leading  a  huge  mission  project  partnership  in 
South  Dakota  next  year.  This  will  be  a  "Habitat  for  Humanity"  project 
and  we  expect  many  of  our  folks  to  participate. 

The  church  and  association  sponsored  mission  trips  involved  a  lot  of 
people  but  our  aim  is  to  lead  churches  to  conduct  mission  projects  on 
their  own.  As  we  meet  this  week,  the  assignments  for  1999  are  being 
secured  and  churches  enlisted.  Malinda  Locklear's  2-year  mission  assign- 
ment in  Oklahoma  will  end  next  summer  and  she  feels  God  wants  her  to 
go  to  seminary  and  then  get  back  to  the  mission  field.  She  is  inspiring 
many  who  know  and  pray  for  her  work. 

We  maintained  our  commitment  to  Evangelist  Ernest  Best  and  Pastor 
Wilbert  Robertson  this  year.  Our  giving  was  limited  to  $4000  to  these 
men  but  we  were  happy  to  be  a  part  of  their  outreach  to  our  Native 
people.  We  would  like  to  maintain  that  commitment  again  in  the  will  of 
the  Lord. 

BIBLE  COLLEGE  TRAINING 

College  and  seminary  training  for  the  ministry  have  never  been  more 
necessary  for  us.  The  Bible  College  enrollment  for  this  Fall  is  down  some 
but  we  continue  to  offer  the  classes.  The  Scholarship  Fund  receives  mini- 
mal contributions  so  we  encourage  churches  to  assist  with  continuing 
education  expenses  for  your  ministers  when  they  enroll.  You  must  see  it 
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as  a  Kingdom  investment  so  that  the  "man  of  God  is  thoroughly  fur- 
nished unto  all  good  works"  wherever  he  goes. 

SPANISH  MINISTRY 

Well,  the  ground-breaking  has  been  held  and  the  Hispanic  church 
members  are  engaged  in  building  them  a  church.  Last  year,  we  asked  the 
Robeson  Association  to  allow  us  to  join  them  in  helping  build  this  church. 
We  are  ready  right  now  to  receive  contributions  from  churches  who  will 
help  us  with  building  this  church  in  the  Hispanic  community.  The  church 
will  be  located  directly  in  front  of  Magnolia  School  in  the  Saddletree 
community.  We  feel  this  is  the  best  way  for  us  to  reach  our  Hispanic 
friends  with  the  gospel.  Pastor  Juvenal  Gonzalez  is  and  excellent  pastor. 
Let's  not  allow  the  Robeson  Association  to  get  all  the  joy  of  helping  our 
Hispanic  brothers  and  sisters  build  their  church. 

1999  COUNTY- WIDE  CRUSADE 

Next  year  will  be  critical  in  the  timing  of  presenting  the  gospel  to  our 
county.  Several  people  are  talking  now  about  a  plan  to  pray  for  and 
witness  to  every  person  in  this  county  during  1999.  I  believe  it  can  be 
done.  For  one  thing,  we  can  fill  a  huge  tent  in  May  1999  with  our  people 
coming  to  a  great  county-wide  Crusade.  We  have  joined  with  the  Robeson 
Association  to  conduct  this  crusade.  Already,  have  of  the  dozen  commit- 
tees for  this  Crusade  are  chaired  by  persons  from  Burnt  Swamp 
churches.  We  are  in  it.  We  are  committed.  May  1999  just  might  be  the 
greatest  one  time  revival  and  crusade  event  in  this  county's  history. 

CHURCH  PROGRAM  DEVELOPMENT 

More  meetings  are  not  what  we  want  to  offer  you.  However,  you  have  a 
seriously  committed  team  of  church  program  leaders  at  the  association 
level  who  would  welcome  an  opportunity  to  consult  with  your  church  on 
preschool,  children,  youth  and  adult  ministries.  We  are  expecting  new 
consultants  in  Family  Ministry,  Discipleship  Ministry  and  Pastoral  Min- 
istry.

This  has  been  a  meaningful  year  in  ministry  with 
you.  I  love  the  partnership  we  share  in  Burnt  Swamp  life. 
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BURNT  SWAMP  BAPTIST  EXECUTIVE  BOARD 
February  23,  1998 

The  devotion  was  begun  by  singing  "Amazing  Grace."  Scripture  was 
from  Psalms  24:  1-5  by  Brother  Jeff  Hunt  from  Elizabeth  Heights 
Church.  Prayer  was  by  Brother  Bobby  D.  Locklear.  In  the  absence  of  the 
moderator,  Brother  Don  Bullard  was  selected  to  moderate  by  a  motion 
and  second. 

The  roll  was  called  and  the  minutes  from  the  previous  meeting  were 
read.  After  changing  the  name  from  Brother  Jimmie  Hunt  to  Brother 
Timmie  Chavis  as  one  that  made  the  $200.00  challenge  to  the  churches 
for  the  down  payment  on  a  car  for  the  DOM,  the  minutes  were  approved. 
The  DOM  introduced  Carey  Chavis  from  the  rescue  squad  of  Pembroke. 
He  asked  for  help  from  the  Churches  within  the  community  so  they  could 
purchase  and  maintain  vital  equipment  needed  by  the  squad. 

Reports  and  New  Business 

Brother  Mike  Cummings  talked  about  the  Clean  and  Green  Campaign. 
Mrs.  Rena  Hunt  talked  about  the  trash  that  is  littering  the  roads 
throughout  the  County.  She  suggested  the  Brotherhood  from  the  differ- 
ent Churches  could  help  clean  them.  She  also  gave  some  dates  and  loca- 
tions for  meetings  on  the  problem.  The  report  was  accepted. 

The  Brotherhood  Report  was  given  by  Brother  Wendell  Hunt.  He  re- 
ported that  the  Baptist  men  were  going  to  Supply  to  help  install  sheet 
rock  in  a  church  on  February  28,  1998.  He  asked  for  help  from  the  broth- 
ers. He  reported  that  the  shelter  to  store  the  disaster  trailer  will  cost 
about  $1,200.00  to  construct.  A  motion  and  second  were  offered  to  do  the 
project.  After  a  brief  discussion  on  the  subject,  the  motion  and  second 
were  withdrawn.  A  motion  and  second  were  offered  to  appoint  a  commit- 
tee of  three  to  investigate  the  structure  to  ensure  that  it  will  not  detract 
from  the  existing  building  and  report  back  at  the  next  meeting.  This 
motion  passed.  The  report  was  accepted. 

The  CCM  and  Relief  Fund  Report:  Sis.  Pat  Bullard  reported  that  she 
was  rebuilding  her  prayer  chain.

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DEDICATION  OF  MINUTES 


The  death  of  James  H.  Brewing- 
ton  in  February  1999  brought  with 
it  the  loss  of  a  dear  friend  to  South- 
ern Baptist  belief  and  practice  and 
especially  to  the  Burnt  Swamp  Bap- 
tist Association.  He  began  his  Chris- 
tian pilgrimage  when  he  was  con- 
verted as  a  child  at  Bethel  Hill 
Baptist  Church.  His  elder  brother, 
Harvie  Lee  Brewington,  was  called 
to  the  gospel  ministry,  attended 
Southwestern  Baptist  Theological 
Seminary  and  served  as  Burnt 
Swamp's  first  full  Time  association 
missionary.  His  own  son,  Tony  E. 
Brewington,  also  served  as  the  asso- 
ciation missionary  from  1970  - 
1986. 

Upon  completing  the  Indian  Nor- 


JameS  H.  Brewington  mal  School  (currently  UNC  at  Pem- 
broke) at  the  age  of  17  and  earning 
a  Masters  Degree  from  Peabody  University  in  Nashville,  Tenn.,  Mr. 
Brewington  began  his  career  as  a  public  school  teacher  and  school  princi- 
pal. Schools  within  which  he  served  included  Ashpole  Elementary,  Pem- 
broke Elementary,  Deep  Branch,  and  Piney  Grove. 

In  addition  to  his  education  career,  Mr.  Brewington  was  a  lover  of  the 
land  and  farmed  throughout  his  adult  life,  a  passion  he  gained  as  a  boy 
growing  up  in  the  Saddletree  community.  As  a  result,  he  formed  close  ties 
with  county  agricultural  developments  and  served  until  his  death  as  an 
active  member  of  the  Robeson  County  FSA  (Farm  Service  Agency).  Many 
other  personal  services  included  activities  with  the  American  Heart  Asso- 
ciation, Robeson  County  Retired  Teachers  Association,  and  original  mem- 
ber of  the  Pembroke  Men's  Chorus. 

Sweetest  among  his  labors  were  those  provided  in  and  through  his 
church  and  the  Burnt  Swamp  Association.  Through  the  years  he  served 
his  church  as  a  Sunday  School  and  Church  Training  teacher,  deacon, 
trustee,  and  bass  singer  in  the  choir.  Positions  held  within  the  Associa- 
tion include  membership  in  the  General  Board  of  the  North  Carolina 
Baptist  State  Convention,  Executive  Board,  Missions  Committee,  Fi- 
nance Committee  and,  upon  his  death,  Chairman  of  the  Historical  Com- 
mittee. 

Mr.  Brewington  will  long  be  remembered  for  his  dependability,  Chris- 
tian spirit  and  diplomacy,  supportive  and  positive  attitude,  his  loyalties 
to  the  Baptist  tradition.  He  believed  in  fairness  to  all,  and  was  a  friend  to 
many. 
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IN  MEMORY  OF 


Rev.  Percell  Swett,  91  of  Pem- 
broke, NC  was  born  August  23, 
1907  in  Robeson  County  to  the  late 
Eli  and  Mary  Jane  Hunt  Swett.  He 
was  married  to  Ms.  Ruthie  Hunt 
and  to  this  union  were  born  11  chil- 
dren. 

To  most  of  us,  he  was  known  as 
Preacher  Bossy.  He  was  an  evange- 
list for  the  Burnt  Swamp  Associa- 
tion for  many  years.  He  was  also  a 
member  of  Reedy  Branch  Baptist 
Church  for  68  years.  Rev.  Swett 
lived  and  ministered  in  churches 
throughout  southeastern  North 
Carolina  and  upper  South  Carolina. 
His  wife  preceded  him  in  death 
when  the  large  family  of  children 
were  all  very  young.  Yet,  he  never 
remarried  but  led  a  devout  life  in 
Christian  preaching  ministry  for  his 
remaining  nearly  half  century. 

Rev.  Swett  was  a  great  inspiration  for  young  ministers  in  his  late 
years.  In  his  younger  days,  he  was  a  companion  in  ministry  with  count- 
less preachers,  supporting  them  with  his  own  music  and  sometimes 
preaching,  too.  Few  men  ministered  more  to  shut-ins  and  prison-bound 
than  Preacher  Bossy.  He  showed  us  how  to  take  the  gospel  beyond  the 
"four  walls"  of  the  church. 

Reedy  Branch  was  the  church  of  his  first  love.  It  was  there  several 
years  before  his  death  that  ordination  was  conferred  upon  him.  The 
Burnt  Swamp  Union  also  recognized  him  with  a  special  day  of  recogni- 
tion in  his  honor.  His  memory  even  now  inspires  us  to  faithfulness.

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CONSTITUTION 

OF  THE 

BURNT  SWAMP  MISSIONARY  BAPTIST  ASSOCIATION 

ARTICLE  I  —  NAME 

The  body  shall  be  known  as  the  Burnt  Swamp  Missionary  Baptist 
Association. 

ARTICLE  II  —  MEMBERSHIP 

Members  of  this  body  shall  be  messengers  sent  by  the  churches  of  the 
Association,  Licentiates,  and  members  of  the  Executive  Board.  Each 
church  shall  be  entitled  to  three  messengers  for  the  first  one  hundred  or 
portion  thereof  and  an  additional  messenger  for  each  additional  fifty  or 
major  fraction  thereof.  All  members  must  display  badges  for  voting 
power. 

ARTICLE  III  —  STATEMENT  OF  MISSION 

The  Burnt  Swamp  Baptist  Association  shall  provide  support,  liberty, 
and  opportunity  to  enable  member  churches  to  be  in  fellowship  and  on 
mission  fulfilling  God's  plan  and  purposes  for  their  existence,  both  indi- 
vidually and  together.  The  Association  shall  have  four  major  objectives  in 
order  to  fulfill  its  mission:  to  strengthen  program  organizations,  to  pro- 
mote missions,  to  develop  leadership  and  to  nurture  fellowship.  Further- 
more, the  Association  shall  encourage  its  churches  to  cooperate  with  the 
Baptist  State  Convention  of  North  Carolina  and  the  Southern  Baptist 
Convention  causes. 

ARTICLE  IV  —  OFFICERS 

SECTION  1.  The  officers  of  this  Association  shall  be  Moderator,  First 
Vice-Moderator,  Second  Vice-Moderator,  Clerk,  Treasurer,  Historian, 
Parliamentarian,  Associational  Sunday  School  Director,  Associational 
Discipleship  Training  Supporter,  Brotherhood  Director  and  WMU  Direc- 
tor. Other  Officers  of  the  Association  shall  be  Pastoral  Ministries  Direc- 
tor, Missions  Development  Director,  Stewardship  Director,  Family  Life 
Director,  Evangelism  Director,  Youth  Director,  and  Music  Director. 

SECTION  2.  All  officers  of  the  Association  shall  be  nominated  by  the 
Nominating  Committee.  The  Nominating  Committee  may  receive  recom- 
mendations for  program  directors  from  the  respective  organizations 
which  they  represent.  The  Nominating  Committee's  report  shall  be  ap- 
proved by  the  Executive  Board  in  a  meeting  prior  to  the  Annual  Meeting. 
Nominations  from  the  floor  of  the  Annual  Meeting  shall  not  be  precluded 
by  the  Nominating  Committee's  report. 

SECTION  3.  The  Moderator  shall  preside  over  all  meetings  of  the 
body,  and  see  that  order  and  decorum  are  observed  by  every  member.  He 
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shall  be  Chairman  of  the  Executive  Board.  He  shall  serve  as  ex-officio 
member  of  all  committees.  No  one  may  serve  as  Moderator  after  two 
successive  terms  without  a  lapse  of  one  year. 

SECTION  4.  The  First  Vice-Moderator  shall  preside  in  the  absence  of 
or  at  the  discretion  of  the  Moderator.  Vacancy  in  the  office  of  Moderator 
shall  be  filled  by  the  Vice-Moderators  in  order  of  their  rank.  Vacancy  in 
the  office  of  Second  Vice-Moderator  need  not  be  filled  until  the  Annual 
Meeting. 

SECTION  5.  The  Clerk  shall  keep  an  accurate  record  of  the  proceed- 
ings of  the  body  and  mail  blank  letter  forms  to  the  clerks  of  the  churches 
affiliated  with  the  Association.  He  shall  assist  the  Minute  Preparation 
and  Printing  Committee  in  the  preparing  and  publishing  of  minutes  of 
the  Association  as  soon  as  possible  after  the  adjournment  of  the  annual 
meeting.  He  should  keep  an  accurate  record  and  file  with  the  moderator 
minutes  of  all  other  official  Associational  meetings  to  be  presented  at  the 
annual  meeting.  The  Moderator  will  keep  such  minutes  in  a  permanent 
file  at  the  Baptist  Building.  He  shall  receive  annually  a  compensation  for 
his  services  as  provided  for  in  the  By-Laws. 

SECTION  6.  The  Treasurer  shall  receive  and  distribute  all  funds  of 
the  Association  subject  to  its  order  or  the  approval  of  the  Executive  Coun- 
cil or  the  Executive  Board  or  both.  The  Treasurer  shall  also  make  a 
written  report  to  each  quarterly  session  of  the  Executive  Board  showing 
all  receipts  and  expenditures  and  also  a  written  report  showing  the  com- 
plete financial  operation  at  each  annual  session  the  Association. 

SECTION  7.  The  Historian  shall  report  to  the  Annual  meeting  the 
church  events  of  historical  value  as  reported  on  the  Church  Letter  and 
shall  cooperate  with  the  Historical  Committee  in  their  work. 

SECTION  8.  The  Parliamentarian  shall  advise  and  assist  the  presid- 
ing officer  of  the  Association  with  respect  to  all  matters  involving  parlia- 
mentary procedure.  The  Robert's  Rules  of  Order  shall  guide  the  Associa- 
tion but  in  cases  where  the  meaning  may  not  be  clear  the  Moderator  shall 
exercise  his  discretion,  subject  to  appeal  of  the  Association. 

SECTION  9.  All  officers  of  the  Association  shall  assume  their  duties  at 
the  close  of  the  Annual  Associational  Meeting. 

SECTION  10.  Vacancies  in  offices  occurring  between  annual  sessions, 
excluding  offices  of  Moderator  and  Vice-Moderators,  shall  be  filled  by 
recommendation  of  the  Nominating  Committee  with  the  approval  of  the 
Executive  Board. 

SECTION  11.  Unless  specified  otherwise  in  the  Constitution,  no  Of- 
ficer shall  be  asked  to  serve  more  than  five  years  consecutively  in  the 
same  position. 

ARTICLE  V  —  PREROGATIVE 

The  Association  may  sever  connection  with  any  church  that  becomes 
heterodox  in  doctrine  or  disorderly  in  practice,  or  that  fails  to  represent 
itself  by  letter  or  messenger  for  more  than  two  consecutive  annual  meet- 
ings of  the  Association  without  good  reason  thereof,  or  that  treats  with 
contempt  the  objects  and  requirements  of  the  Association. 
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The  Association  may  also  sever  connection  with  any  church  at  the 
request  of  said  church.  The  Association  may  receive  other  Baptist 
churches  into  its  membership  upon  recommendation  of  the  Credentials 
Committee.  A  majority  vote  to  receive  shall  be  required.  The  Association 
shall  have  no  power  or  right  to  interfere  with  the  internal  affairs  of  the 
churches,  but  will  be  ready  at  all  times  to  render  assistance  to  any 
Church  requesting  help. 

ARTICLE  VI  —  EXECUTIVE  BOARD 

SECTION  1.  The  Executive  Board  shall  be  composed  of  the  officers  of 
the  Association,  the  Ordained  Ministers,  the  Credentials  Committee, 
Trustees,  and  one  lay  member  from  each  church  in  the  Association.  The 
lay  members  must  be  elected  by  the  church  and  the  name  of  each  lay 
member  must  be  reported  to  the  Clerk  of  the  Association.  Also  our  repre- 
sentative to  the  General  Board  to  the  Baptist  State  Convention,  Modera- 
tor and  Clerk  of  the  Burnt  Swamp  Baptist  Union,  Moderator  of  the 
Preachers  and  Deacons  Conference,  and  the  Chairmen  of  the  Standing 
Committees  shall  also  be  members  of  the  Executive  Board. 

SECTION  2.  All  vacancies  in  the  membership  of  the  Board  shall  be 
filled  by  the  same  authority  or  delegated  authority  through  which  it  was 
appointed  or  elected. 

SECTION  3.  The  duties  of  the  Executive  Board  shall  be  as  follows: 

(1)  The  Executive  Board  shall  administer  and  be  in  general  charge  of 
the  affairs  of  the  Association  between  its  sessions. 

(2)  The  Executive  Board  shall  coordinate  and  correlate  as  far  as  pos- 
sible all  Associational  activities,  and  to  this  end  all  departments  of  the 
Associational  work  shall  give  their  cooperation. 

(3)  The  Executive  Board  shall  have  authority  to  appeal  to  the 
churches  for  contributions  to  carry  on  the  work  of  the  Association. 

(4)  The  Executive  Board  shall  at  its  discretion  set  up  an  Executive 
Council.  This  Executive  Council  shall  consist  of  Officers  of  the  Associa- 
tion, Trustees,  Credentials  Committee,  Chairmen  of  Standing  Commit- 
tees, General  Board  Members,  and  the  Director  of  Missions.  The  Execu- 
tive Board  shall  define  its  duties,  establish  membership,  and  set  the  time 
and  place  of  the  regular  meeting. 

SECTION  4.  The  Executive  Board  shall  meet  quarterly  and  make  a 
written  report  to  each  session  of  the  Association  covering  the  work  done 
under  its  discretion  during  the  preceding  year  and  containing  any  recom- 
mendations the  committee  may  wish  to  make. 

ARTICLE  VII  —  COMMITTEES 

SECTION  1.  The  Association  shall  have  the  following  standing  com- 
mittees: Committee  on  Committees,  Resolutions,  Finance,  Missions, 
Nominating,  Constitution,  Historical,  Program,  Time  and  Place,  Enroll- 
ment, Minutes  Preparation  and  Printing  and  Obituary  Committees. 
Names  of  the  committee  members  shall  be  printed  in  the  minutes  with 
the  years  their  terms  of  office  expire.  No  member  shall  succeed  himself 
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without  a  lapse  of  one  year  except  with  the  consent  of  two-thirds  of  the 
members  present  at  the  Annual  Meeting. 

A.  To  be  appointed  by  the  Moderator  at  the  Annual  Meeting  or  immedi- 
ately thereafter. 

1.  Committee  on  Committees 

2.  Enrollment  Committee 

3.  Time  and  Place  Committee 

4.  Obituary  Committee 

5.  Minutes  Preparation  and  Printing 

6.  Historical  Committee 

Members  of  these  committees  shall  serve  for  a  term  of  two  years  with 
one-half  the  members  being  appointed  each  year. 

B.  To  be  nominated  by  the  Committee  on  Committees,  presented  to  the 
Executive  Board  and  approved  by  the  Association. 

1.  Resolution  Committee 

2.  Finance  Committee 

3.  Missions  Committee 

4.  Nominating  Committee 

5.  Program  Committee 

6.  Constitution  Committee 

Members  of  these  committees  shall  serve  a  term  of  three  years  with 
third  being  elected  each  year. 

C.  To  be  elected  annually:  Credentials  Committee 

SECTION  2.  Other  temporary  committees  that  may  be  created  by  the 
Association  Executive  Board,  or  Executive  Council,  and  shall  be  ap- 
pointed by  the  moderator. 

ARTICLE  VIII  —  DUTIES  OF  STANDING  COMMITTEES 

SECTION  1.  Committees  appointed  by  the  Moderator. 

A.  Committee  on  Committees:  The  Committee  on  Committees,  com- 
posed of  six  members  shall  nominate  committees  as  set  forth  in  the  Con- 
stitution (Articles  VII  Section  l.B)  and  shall  assist  the  Executive  Board 
in  filling  vacancies  on  these  committees  occurring  between  sessions.  This 
committee  shall  also  name  the  chairperson  of  each  committee. 

B.  The  Committee  on  Place  and  Time  shall  receive  or  solicit  invitations 
for  the  place  or  places  of  meetings  for  the  next  annual  meeting  of  the 
Association,  and  shall  recommend  the  place  or  places. 

C.  The  Committee  on  Enrollment  shall  prepare  for  and  register  all  the 
members  and  visitors  attending  the  Association. 

D.  The  Obituary  Committee  shall  bring  a  suitable  report  at  the  annual 
meeting  of  the  Association  and  lead  in  memorial  service  in  the  memory  of 
those  reported  by  the  Churches  who  have  deceased  since  the  last  annual 
meeting. 

E.  Minute  Preparation  and  Printing  Committee. 

Duties  of  this  committee  will  consist  of  preparing  minutes  for  pub- 
lication, selection  of  a  publisher  and  procedure  of  distribution.  This 
committee  will  consist  of  four  members  appointed  by  the  Moderator  of 
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the  Association.  The  term  of  service  will  be  defined  in  Article  VII,  Section 
1.  The  Association  Clerk  is  a  voting  member  of  this  Committee. 

F.  The  Historical  Committee  shall  be  composed  of  five  members.  It 
shall  be  the  duty  of  this  committee  to  assist  the  association  in  acquiring 
and  maintaining  a  permanent  record  of  our  Association  history  and  en- 
courage each  local  church  to  maintain  a  record  of  their  own  history.  In 
matters  relating  to  the  museum,  the  Historical  Committee  will  review 
submitted  material  and  recommend  its  acceptance  to  the  Executive 
Board  for  display  in  our  museum.  Furthermore,  the  Historical  Committee 
will  assist  the  Association  in  general  responsibility  for  the  museum  and 
shall  report  to  the  Association  annually  on  the  state  of  the  museum. 

SECTION  2.  Committees  nominated  by  the  Committee  on  Commit- 
tees. 

A.  The  Resolutions  Committee,  composed  of  three  members,  shall  draw 
up  and  present  to  the  Association,  resolutions  of  appreciation  and  any 
other  resolution  it  or  the  Association  may  deem  wise. 

B.  The  Finance  Committee,  composed  of  nine  members  and  the  Trea- 
surer, shall  study  the  Association's  financial  needs  for  an  adequate  pro- 
gram, present  a  budget  to  the  Association  for  the  following  year,  devise 
plans  for  securing  the  cooperation  of  the  churches  in  raising  funds  to 
meet  the  budget,  and  make  a  written  report  to  the  annual  meeting. 

C.  The  Missions  Committee. 

1.  This  committee  shall  be  composed  of  six  members.  It  shall  work 
with  the  Associational  Missionary  in  promoting  the  work  in  the  Associa- 
tion, lead  and  assist  in  organizing  new  churches  and  in  beginning  new 
mission  churches. 

2.  If  such  advice  is  sought,  it  shall  advise  any  group  seeking  to  orga- 
nize a  new  church.  It  shall  also  seek  to  help  any  member  church  desiring 
assistance  with  its  problem  related  to  mission  work. 

D.  The  Nominating  Committee,  composed  of  six  members,  shall  contact 
before  and  nominate  on  the  last  day  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Asso- 
ciation, the  officers  of  the  Association,  according  to  Article  IV  and  XII  of 
the  Constitution.  This  committee's  nomination  shall  not  preclude  other 
nominations  from  the  floor.  Also,  upon  request  of  the  committee  on  nomi- 
nations of  the  Baptist  State  Convention,  this  committee  shall  make  rec- 
ommendations for  General  Board  Member  of  the  Baptist  State  Conven- 
tion, subject  to  approval  of  Associational  Executive  Board  and/or  the 
Burnt  Swamp  Association. 

E.  The  Constitution  Committee  shall  be  composed  of  three  members 
whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  study  and  recommend  changes  in  the  Constitu- 
tion when  they  deem  it  necessary  and  bring  reports  to  the  Executive 
Board  and  the  Association. 

F.  The  Program  Committee  shall  be  composed  of  three  members  and 
the  Moderator  and  the  Clerk.  It  shall  prepare  a  printed  program  for  the 
annual  meeting  of  the  Association  which  shall  be  sent  to  all  persons  on 
the  program  and  to  all  pastors  at  least  thirty  days  before  the  annual 
meeting  of  the  Association,  present  the  printed  program  for  adoption,  and 
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serve  through  the  sessions  when  adjustments  in  the  Order  of  Business 
become  necessary. 

SECTION  3.  The  Credentials  Committee. 

1.  This  committee  shall  be  composed  of  the  Associational  vice  mod- 
erators, ordination  committee  chairman,  constitution  committee  chair- 
man, moderator  of  the  Union,  and  moderator  of  the  Preachers  and  Dea- 
cons. The  First  Vice-Moderator  shall  serve  as  chairman.  The 
Associational  moderator  and  Director  of  Missions  are  ex-officio  members. 

2.  Any  church  seeking  admission  to  the  membership  of  the  Associa- 
tion shall  petition  in  writing  to  the  Executive  Board  at  least  six  months 
before  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Association,  which  petition  shall  be 
referred  to  the  Credentials  Committee  for  study  of  the  petitioning 
church's  covenant,  articles  of  faith,  history,  practices,  cooperative  work, 
and  its  relations  to  other  member  churches  of  the  Association.  This  com- 
mittee shall  then  report  to  the  Association  at  its  next  annual  meeting  its 
findings  and  recommendations. 

3.  This  committee  shall  assist  churches  of  the  Association  in  adjust- 
ing their  differences  and  make  any  investigation  upon  the  request  of  the 
Executive  Board  into  the  heterodox  doctrine  and  disorderly  practice  of 
any  member  church.  A  report  of  its  findings  shall  be  given  to  the  Execu- 
tive Board  for  action. 

SECTION  4.  All  standing  committees  shall  present  their  annual  re- 
ports to  the  Executive  Board  prior  to  the  annual  Associational  meeting. 

ARTICLE  IX  —  MEETINGS 

There  shall  be  one  annual  meeting  of  the  Association  and  as  many 
additional  meetings  as  deemed  necessary  by  the  Association  or  the  Ex- 
ecutive Board.  The  annual  session  of  the  Association  shall  begin  on 
Thursday  before  the  third  Sunday  in  October,  at  such  place  as  may  be 
chosen. 

ARTICLE  X  —  AMENDMENTS 

This  Constitution  may  be  amended  or  revised  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of 
the  members  present  at  the  second  day  of  the  Annual  Meeting  provided 
notice  has  been  given  during  the  first  day  of  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the 
proposed  change  and  the  minutes  bear  a  record  thereof. 

ARTICLE  XI  —  ORDINATION  COMMITTEE 

SECTION  1.  This  committee  shall  be  composed  of  five  ordained  minis- 
ters and  deacons  and  shall  be  appointed  annually  by  the  moderator. 

SECTION  2.  This  committee  shall  assist  churches  in  ordaining  pastors 
and  deacons. 

SECTION  3.  A  minister  coming  from  another  denomination  must  pass 
satisfactorily  an  examination  along  Baptist  doctrinal  lines. 
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ARTICLE  XII  —  TRUSTEES  AND  THEIR  ELECTION 

SECTION  1.  There  shall  be  three  trustees  of  the  Association,  serving 
terms  of  three  years  each.  On  nomination  by  the  Committee  on  Nomina- 
tions, one  trustee  shall  be  elected  at  each  annual  meeting.  The  expiration 
date  of  each  trustee's  term  of  office  shall  appear  by  his  name  in  the 
Associational  Minutes. 

SECTION  2.  The  duty  of  the  trustees  shall  be  to  hold  in  trust  any 
property,  money,  endowment,  or  other  securities  of  said  Association,  and 
they  shall  handle  all  legal  matters  of  the  Association  under  the  direction 
of  the  Association  or  the  Executive  Board. 

ARTICLE  XIII  —  DIRECTOR  OF  MISSIONS 

SECTION  1.  His  selection  shall  be  upon  recommendation  of  a  "Search 
Committee"  appointed  by  the  Executive  Board  and  on  vote  by  the  Asso- 
ciation in  its  annual  meeting,  or  between  sessions  of  the  Association,  by 
its  Executive  Board.  He  shall  be  ex-officio  of  all  committees  and  organiza- 
tions of  the  Association  in  a  serving  and  advisory  capacity. 

SECTION  2.  The  Director  of  Missions  shall  promote  the  work  of  the 
Association  and  Denomination,  cooperating  with  the  churches,  their  pas- 
tors and  officers,  the  Associational  Committees  and  the  Association 
Council. 

GENERAL  DUTIES  OF  DIRECTOR  OF  MISSIONS 

1.  His  relationship  to  the  organizations  of  the  Association  shall  be  that 
of  Pastor  Advisor. 

2.  He  shall  offer  his  services  to  the  churches  as  needs  arise,  and  work 
with  them  upon  their  invitation. 

3.  He  shall  lead  in  the  Primary  Missions  work  of  the  Association,  in 
cooperation  with  the  Association  Council. 

4.  He  shall  promote  the  whole  program  of  the  Association  and  the  Bap- 
tist State  Convention. 

5.  He  shall  serve  as  ex-officio  member  of  the  committees  of  the  Associa- 
tion. 

6.  His  work  shall  be  under  the  direction  of  the  Association. 

7.  He  shall  have  two  weeks  annual  vacation  with  pay,  plus  two  weeks 
of  revival  time  exclusive  of  this  mission  work,  if  desired,  with  honorarium 
kept  for  personal  use. 

8.  He  shall  have  administrative  supervision  of  such  work  as  assigned 
him  by  the  Association. 

9.  He  shall  report  to  the  Association  through  a  bulletin  mailed  at  least 
monthly. 

10.  He  shall  supervise  the  employed  staff  of  the  Association. 

ARTICLE  XIV  —  DUTIES  OF  THE  CHURCHES 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  church  to  report  to  the  Association  annu- 
ally, by  letter  and  through  messengers.  These  letters  should  be  in  the 
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hands  of  the  Clerk  ten  (10)  days  before  the  meeting,  giving  the  correct 
statistical  information  of  its  work  and  whatever  relates  to  its  general 
welfare,  together  with  funds  to  meet  the  financial  plan  of  the  Association 
as  is  recommended  by  the  Budget  Committee  of  the  Association.  Statis- 
tics of  the  churches  shall  be  tabulated  and  printed. 

ARTICLE  XV  —  ASSOCIATIONAL  COUNCIL 

The  Associational  Council  shall  be  composed  of  all  Officers  of  the  Asso- 
ciation defined  in  Article  IV  and  the  Director  of  Missions.  The  Director  of 
Missions  will  serve  as  Chairman  of  the  Council.  The  Associational  Coun- 
cil shall  plan,  coordinate  and  implement  the  various  programs,  projects 
and  activities  of  the  Association.  The  Council  shall  prepare  an  Associa- 
tional Calendar  of  Activities  annually  and  furnish  each  church  with  sev- 
eral copies.  The  Associational  Council  will  have  general  supervision  over 
the  Director  of  Missions  and  may  convene,  in  his  absence,  when  matters 
related  to  his  work  need  to  be  considered  by  the  Council.  The  Association 
Moderator  will  preside  in  his  absence. 

BY-LAWS 

Section  1.  Robert's  Rules  of  order  shall  be  used  as  a  standard  for 
parliamentary  procedure  for  the  transaction  of  all  business. 

Section  2.  A  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business  shall  consist  of 
messengers  from  a  majority  of  the  churches. 

Section  3.  Every  person  wishing  to  speak  shall  rise  and  address  the 
Moderator,  confining  himself  closely  to  the  subject  under  discussion, 
bearing  in  mind  always  to  observe  a  spirit  of  brotherhood  and  Christian 
love. 

Section  4.  Persons  addressing  the  body  shall  not  be  interrupted  within 
their  allotted  time  unless  out  of  order,  or  for  the  purpose  of  explanation. 

Section  5.  No  person  shall  speak  more  than  twice  on  any  given  subject 
without  permission  from  the  Association. 

Section  6.  If  anyone  shall  think  that  the  Moderator  has  unfairly 
stated  a  motion,  the  person  making  the  motion  shall  reduce  it  to  writing, 
and  it  shall  be  read  by  the  Clerk  before  the  vote  is  taken. 

Section  7.  That  the  Clerk  be  allowed  $300.00  per  year  for  his  service. 

Section  8.  These  by-laws  may  be  changed  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the 
body  at  any  session. 

GUIDELINES  FOR  CHURCH  PROCEDURES 

1.  Ministers  corning  from  another  denomination  must  pass  satisfacto- 
rily an  examination  along  Baptist  doctrinal  lines  before  being  rec- 
ommended to  a  church  for  ordination  as  stated  in  Article  XI  of  the 
Constitution. 
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2.  Licensed  or  ordained  ministers  jeopardize  their  denominational  af- 
filiation and  church  recognition  when  called  to  pastor  a  church  out- 
side the  denomination.  Because  such  action  is  considered  disorderly 
practice,  it  is  recommended  that  his  license  or  ordination  be  re- 
voked unless  this  pastorate  is  a  ministry  outreach  of  a  SBC  church. 

3.  Due  to  the  severe  nature  and  disharmony  of  divorce  with  New  Tes- 
tament teaching,  it  is  recommended  that  each  associational  church 
develop  its  own  policy  concerning  the  use  of  its  facilities  to  unite  in 
marriage  persons  in  a  divorced  state. 

4.  It  is  considered  extremely  unethical  and  disrespectful  for  any  min- 
ister to  enter  the  pulpit  of  a  church  without  the  foreknowledge  of 
the  pastor  to  that  church.  It  is  also  considered  poor  practice  for  any 
congregation  to  deny  the  pastor  responsible  control  of  the  pulpit. 

THE  BAPTIST  FAITH  AND  MESSAGE 

I.  THE  SCRIPTURES 

The  Holy  Bible  was  written  by  men  divinely  inspired  and  is  the  record 
of  God's  revelation  of  Himself  to  man.  It  is  a  perfect  treasure  of  divine 
instruction.  It  has  God  for  its  author,  salvation  for  its  end,  and  truth, 
without  any  mixture  of  error,  for  its  matter.  It  reveals  the  principles  by 
which  God  judges  us;  and  therefore  is,  and  will  remain  to  the  end  of  the 
world,  the  true  center  of  Christian  union,  and  the  supreme  standard  by 
which  all  human  conduct,  creeds,  and  religious  opinions  should  be  tried. 
The  criterion  by  which  the  Bible  is  to  be  interpreted  is  Jesus  Christ. 

II.  GOD 

There  is  one  and  only  one  living  and  true  God.  He  is  an  intelligent, 
spiritual,  and  personal  Being,  the  Creator,  Redeemer,  Preserver,  and 
Ruler  of  the  universe.  God  is  infinite  in  holiness  and  all  other  perfections. 
To  Him  we  owe  the  highest  love,  reverence,  and  obedience.  The  eternal 
God  reveals  Himself  to  us  as  Father,  Son,  and  Holy  Spirit,  with  distinct 
personal  attributes,  but  without  division  of  nature,  essence,  or  being. 

A.  God  the  Father 

God  as  Father  reigns  with  providential  care  over  His  universe,  His 
creatures,  and  the  flow  of  the  stream  of  human  history  according  to  the 
purposes  of  His  grace.  He  is  all  powerful,  all  loving,  and  all  wise.  God  is 
Father  in  truth  to  those  who  become  children  of  God  through  faith  in 
Jesus  Christ.  He  is  fatherly  in  His  attitude  toward  all  men. 

B.  God  the  Son 

Christ  is  the  eternal  Son  of  God.  In  His  incarnation  as  Jesus  Christ  He 
was  conceived  of  the  Holy  Spirit  and  born  of  the  virgin  Mary.  Jesus 
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perfectly  revealed  and  did  the  will  of  God,  taking  upon  Himself  the  de- 
mands and  necessities  of  human  nature  and  identifying  Himself  com- 
pletely with  mankind  yet  without  sin.  He  honored  the  divine  law  by  His 
personal  obedience,  and  in  His  death  on  the  cross  He  made  provision  for 
the  redemption  of  men  from  sin.  He  was  raised  from  the  dead  with  a 
glorified  body  and  appeared  to  His  disciples  as  the  person  who  was  with 
them  before  His  crucifixion.  He  ascended  into  heaven  and  is  now  exalted 
at  the  right  hand  of  God  where  He  is  the  One  Mediator,  partaking  of  the 
nature  of  God  and  of  man,  and  in  whose  Person  is  effected  the  reconcilia- 
tion between  God  and  man.  He  will  return  in  power  and  glory  to  judge 
the  world  and  to  consummate  His  redemptive  mission.  He  now  dwells  in 
all  believers  as  the  living  and  ever  present  Lord. 

C.  God  the  Holy  Spirit 

The  Holy  Spirit  is  the  Spirit  of  God.  He  inspired  holy  men  of  old  to 
write  the  Scriptures.  Through  illumination  He  enables  men  to  under- 
stand truth.  He  exalts  Christ.  He  convicts  of  sin,  of  righteousness  and  of 
judgment.  He  calls  men  to  the  Saviour,  and  effects  regeneration.  He 
cultivates  Christian  character,  comforts  believers,  and  bestows  the  spiri- 
tual gifts  by  which  they  serve  God  through  His  church.  He  seals  the 
believer  unto  the  day  of  final  redemption.  His  presence  in  the  Christian 
is  the  assurance  of  God  to  bring  the  believer  into  the  fullness  of  the 
stature  of  Christ.  He  enlightens  and  empowers  the  believer  and  the 
church  in  worship,  evangelism,  and  service. 

III.  MAN 

Man  was  created  by  the  special  act  of  God,  in  His  own  image,  and  is 
the  crowning  work  of  His  creation.  In  the  beginning  man  was  innocent 
of  sin  and  was  endowed  by  his  Creator  with  freedom  of  choice.  By  his 
free  choice  man  sinned  against  God  and  brought  sin  into  the  human 
race.  Through  the  temptation  of  Satan  man  transgressed  the  command 
of  God,  and  fell  from  his  original  innocence;  whereby  his  posterity  in- 
herit a  nature  and  an  environment  inclined  toward  sin,  and  as  soon  as 
they  are  capable  of  moral  action  become  transgressors  and  are  under 
condemnation.  Only  the  grace  of  God  can  bring  man  into  His  holy  fellow- 
ship and  enable  man  to  fulfill  the  creative  purpose  of  God.  The  sacred- 
ness  of  human  personality  is  evident  in  that  God  created  man  in  His  own 
image,  and  in  that  Christ  died  for  man;  therefore  every  man  possesses 
dignity  and  is  worthy  of  respect  and  Christian  love. 

IV.  SALVATION 

Salvation  involves  the  redemption  of  the  whole  man,  and  is  offered 
freely  to  all  who  accept  Jesus  Christ  as  Lord  and  Savior,  who  by  His  own 
blood  obtained  eternal  redemption  for  the  believer.  In  its  broadest  sense 
salvation  includes  regeneration,  sanctification,  and  glorification. 
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A.  Regeneration,  or  the  new  birth,  is  a  work  of  God's  grace  whereby 
believers  become  new  creatures  in  Christ  Jesus.  It  is  a  change  of  heart 
wrought  by  the  Holy  Spirit  through  conviction  of  sin,  to  which  the  sinner 
responds  in  repentance  toward  God  and  faith  in  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ. 

Repentance  and  faith  are  inseparable  experiences  of  grace.  Repentance 
is  a  genuine  turning  from  sin  toward  God.  Faith  is  the  acceptance  of 
Jesus  Christ  and  commitment  of  the  entire  personality  to  Him  as  Lord 
and  Saviour.  Justification  is  God's  gracious  and  full  acquittal  upon  prin- 
ciples of  His  righteousness  of  all  sinners  who  repent  and  believe  in 
Christ.  Justification  brings  the  believer  into  a  relationship  of  peace  and 
favor  with  God. 

B.  Sanctification  is  the  experience,  beginning  in  regeneration,  by 
which  the  believer  is  set  apart  to  God's  purposes,  and  is  enabled  to 
progress  toward  moral  and  spiritual  perfection  through  the  presence  and 
power  of  the  Holy  Spirit  dwelling  in  him.  Growth  in  grace  should  con- 
tinue throughout  the  regenerated  person's  life. 

C.  Glorification  is  the  culmination  of  salvation  and  is  the  final  blessed 
and  abiding  state  of  the  redeemed. 

V.  GOD'S  PURPOSE  OF  GRACE 

Election  is  the  gracious  purpose  of  God,  according  to  which  He  regener- 
ates, sanctifies,  and  glorifies  sinners.  It  is  consistent  with  the  free  agency 
of  man,  and  comprehends  all  the  means  in  connection  with  the  end.  It  is 
a  glorious  display  of  God's  sovereign  goodness,  and  is  infinitely  wise, 
holy,  and  unchangeable.  It  excludes  boasting  and  promotes  humility. 

All  true  believers  endure  to  the  end.  Those  whom  God  has  accepted  in 
Christ,  and  sanctified  by  His  Spirit,  will  never  fall  away  from  the  state  of 
grace,  but  shall  persevere  to  the  end.  Believers  may  fall  into  sin  through 
neglect  and  temptation,  whereby  they  grieve  the  Spirit,  impair  their 
graces  and  comforts,  bring  reproach  on  the  cause  of  Christ,  and  temporal 
judgments  on  themselves,  yet  they  shall  be  kept  by  the  power  of  God 
through  faith  unto  salvation. 

VI.  THE  CHURCH 

A  New  Testament  church  of  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ  is  a  local  body  of 
baptized  believers  who  are  associated  by  covenant  in  the  faith  and  fellow- 
ship of  the  gospel,  observing  the  two  ordinances  of  Christ,  committed  to 
His  teachings,  exercising  the  gifts,  rights,  and  privileges  invested  in  them 
by  His  Word,  and  seeking  to  extend  the  gospel  to  the  ends  of  the  earth. 

This  church  is  an  autonomous  body,  operating  through  democratic  pro- 
cesses under  the  Lordship  of  Jesus  Christ.  In  such  a  congregation  mem- 
bers are  equally  responsible.  Its  Scriptural  officers  are  pastors  and  dea- 
cons. 

The  New  Testament  speaks  also  of  the  church  as  the  body  of  Christ 
which  includes  all  of  the  redeemed  of  all  the  ages. 
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VII.  BAPTISM  AND  THE  LORD'S  SUPPER 

Christian  baptism  is  the  immersion  of  a  believer  in  water  in  the  name 
of  the  Father,  the  Son,  and  the  Holy  Spirit.  It  is  an  act  of  obedience 
symbolizing  the  believer's  faith  in  a  crucified,  buried,  and  risen  Savior, 
the  believer's  death  to  sin,  the  burial  of  the  old  life,,  and  the  resurrection 
to  walk  in  newness  of  life  in  Christ  Jesus.  It  is  a  testimony  to  his  faith  in 
the  final  resurrection  of  the  dead.  Being  a  church  ordinance,  it  is  prereq- 
uisite to  the  privileges  of  church  membership  and  to  the  Lord's  Supper. 

The  Lord's  Supper  is  a  symbolic  act  of  obedience  whereby  members  of 
the  church,  through  partaking  of  the  bread  and  the  fruit  of  the  vine, 
memorialize  the  death  of  the  Redeemer  and  anticipate  His  second  com- 
ing. 

VIII.  THE  LORD'S  DAY 

The  first  day  of  the  week  is  the  Lord's  Day.  It  is  a  Christian  institution 
for  regular  observance.  It  commemorates  the  resurrection  of  Christ  from 
the  dead  and  should  be  employed  in  exercises  of  worship  and  spiritual 
devotion,  both  public  and  private,  and  by  refraining  from  worldly  amuse- 
ments, and  resting  from  secular  employments,  work  of  necessity  and 
mercy  only  being  excepted. 

EX.  THE  KINGDOM 

The  Kingdom  of  God  includes  both  His  general  sovereignty  over  the 
universe  and  His  particular  kingship  over  men  who  willfully  acknowledge 
Him  as  King.  Particularly  the  Kingdom  is  the  realm  of  salvation  into 
which  men  enter  by  trustful,  childlike  commitment  to  Jesus  Christ. 
Christians  ought  to  pray  and  to  labor  that  the  Kingdom  may  come  and 
God's  will  be  done  on  earth.  The  full  consummation  of  the  Kingdom 
awaits  the  return  of  Jesus  Christ  and  the  end  of  this  age. 

X.  LAST  THINGS 

God,  in  His  own  time  and  in  His  own  way,  will  bring  the  world  to  its 
appropriate  end.  According  to  His  promise,  Jesus  Christ  will  return  per- 
sonally and  visibly  in  glory  to  the  earth;  the  dead  will  be  raised;  and 
Christ  will  judge  all  men  in  righteousness.  The  unrighteous  will  be  con- 
signed to  Hell,  the  place  of  everlasting  punishment.  The  righteous  in 
their  resurrected  and  glorified  bodies  will  receive  their  reward  and  will 
dwell  forever  in  Heaven  with  the  Lord. 

XI.  EVANGELISM  AND  MISSIONS 

It  is  the  duty  and  privilege  of  every  follower  of  Christ  and  of  every 
church  of  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ  to  endeavor  to  make  disciples  of  all 
nations.  The  new  birth  of  man's  spirit  by  God's  Holy  Spirit  means  the 
birth  of  love  for  others.  Missionary  effort  on  the  part  of  all  rests  thus 
upon  a  spiritual  necessity  of  the  regenerate  life,  and  is  expressly  and 
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repeatedly  commanded  in  the  teachings  of  Christ.  It  is  the  duty  of  every 
child  of  God  to  seek  constantly  to  win  the  lost  to  Christ  by  personal  effort 
and  by  all  other  methods  in  harmony  with  the  gospel  of  Christ. 

XII.  EDUCATION 

The  cause  of  education  in  the  Kingdom  of  Christ  is  co-ordinate  with  the 
causes  of  missions  and  general  benevolence,  and  should  receive  along 
with  these  the  liberal  support  of  the  churches.  An  adequate  system  of 
Christian  schools  is  necessary  to  a  complete  spiritual  program  for 
Christ's  people. 

In  Christian  education  there  should  be  a  proper  balance  between  aca- 
demic freedom  and  academic  responsibility.  Freedom  in  any  orderly  rela- 
tionship of  human  life  is  always  limited  and  never  absolute.  The  freedom 
of  a  teacher  in  a  Christian  school,  college,  or  seminary  is  limited  by  the 
pre-eminence  of  Jesus  Christ,  by  the  authoritative  nature  of  the  Scrip- 
tures, and  by  the  distinct  purpose  for  which  the  school  exists. 

XIII.  STEWARDSHIP 

God  is  the  source  of  all  blessings,  temporal  and  spiritual;  all  that  we 
have  and  are  we  owe  to  Him.  Christians  have  a  spiritual  debtorship  to 
the  whole  world,  a  holy  trusteeship  in  the  gospel,  and  a  binding  steward- 
ship in  their  possessions.  They  are  therefore  under  obligation  to  serve 
Him  with  their  time,  talents,  and  material  possessions;  and  should  recog- 
nize all  these  as  entrusted  to  them  to  use  for  the  glory  of  God  and  for 
helping  others.  According  to  the  Scriptures,  Christians  should  contribute 
of  their  means  cheerfully,  regularly,  systematically,  proportionately,  and 
liberally  for  the  advancement  of  the  Redeemer's  cause  on  earth. 

XIV.  COOPERATION 

Christ's  people  should,  as  occasion  requires,  organize  such  associations 
and  conventions  as  may  best  secure  cooperation  for  the  great  objects  of 
the  Kingdom  of  God.  Such  organizations  have  no  authority  over  one  an- 
other or  over  the  churches.  They  are  voluntary  and  advisory  bodies  de- 
signed to  elicit,  combine,  and  direct  the  energies  of  our  people  in  the  most 
effective  manner.  Members  of  New  Testament  churches  should  cooperate 
with  one  another  in  carrying  forward  the  missionary,  educational,  and 
benevolent  ministries  for  the  extension  of  Christ's  Kingdom.  Christian 
unity  in  the  New  Testament  sense  is  spiritual  harmony  and  voluntary 
cooperation  for  common  ends  by  various  groups  of  Christ's  people.  Coop- 
eration is  desirable  between  the  various  Christian  denominations,  when 
the  end  to  be  attained  is  itself  justified,  and  when  such  cooperation  in- 
volves no  violation  of  conscience  or  compromise  of  loyalty  to  Christ  and 
His  Word  as  revealed  in  the  New  Testament. 
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XV.  THE  CHRISTIAN  AND  THE  SOCIAL  ORDER 

Every  Christian  is  under  obligation  to  seek  to  make  the  will  of  Christ 
supreme  in  his  own  life  and  in  human  society.  Means  and  methods  used 
for  the  improvement  of  society  and  the  establishment  of  righteousness 
among  men  can  be  truly  and  permanently  helpful  only  when  they  are 
rooted  in  the  regeneration  of  the  individual  by  the  saving  grace  of  God  in 
Christ  Jesus.  The  Christian  should  oppose  in  the  spirit  of  Christ  every 
form  of  greed,  selfishness,  and  vice.  He  should  work  to  provide  for  the 
orphaned,  the  needy,  the  aged,  the  helpless,  and  the  sick.  Every  Chris- 
tian should  seek  to  bring  industry,  government,  and  society  as  a  whole 
under  the  sway  of  the  principles  of  righteousness,  truth,  and  brotherly 
love.  In  order  to  promote  these  ends  Christians  should  be  ready  to  work 
with  all  men  of  good  will  in  any  good  cause,  always  being  careful  to  act  in 
the  spirit  of  love  without  compromising  their  loyalty  to  Christ  and  His 
truth. 

XVI.  PEACE  AND  WAR 

It  is  the  duty  of  Christians  to  seek  peace  with  all  men  on  principles  of 
righteousness.  In  accordance  with  the  Spirit  and  teachings  of  Christ  they 
should  do  all  in  their  power  to  put  an  end  to  war. 

The  true  remedy  for  the  war  spirit  is  the  gospel  of  our  Lord.  The 
supreme  need  of  the  world  is  the  acceptance  of  His  teachings  in  all  the 
affairs  of  men  and  nations,  and  the  practical  application  of  His  law  of 
love. 

XVII.  RELIGIOUS  LIBERTY 

God  alone  is  Lord  of  the  conscience,  and  He  has  left  it  free  from  the 
doctrines  and  commandments  of  men  which  are  contrary  to  His  Word  or 
not  contained  in  it.  Church  and  state  should  be  separate.  The  state  owes 
to  every  church  protection  and  full  freedom  in  the  pursuit  of  its  spiritual 
ends.  In  providing  for  such  freedom  no  ecclesiastical  group  or  denomina- 
tion should  be  favored  by  the  state  more  than  others.  Civil  government 
being  ordained  of  God,  it  is  the  duty  of  Christians  to  render  loyal  obedi- 
ence thereto  in  all  things  not  contrary  to  the  revealed  will  of  God.  The 
church  should  not  resort  to  the  civil  power  to  carry  on  its  work.  The 
gospel  of  Christ  contemplates  spiritual  means  alone  for  the  pursuit  of  its 
ends.  The  state  has  no  right  to  impose  penalties  for  religious  opinions  of 
any  kind.  The  state  has  no  right  to  impose  taxes  for  the  support  of  any 
form  of  religion.  A  free  church  in  a  free  state  is  the  Christian  ideal,  and 
this  implies  the  right  of  free  and  unhindered  access  to  God  on  the  part  of 
all  men,  and  the  right  to  form  and  propagate  opinions  in  the  sphere  of 
religion  without  interference  by  the  civil  power.

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HISTORY  OF  UNION  CHAPEL 
COMMUNITY  CHURCH 


Union  Chapel  Community  Church  was  organized  in  1958.  A  special 
called  meeting  was  held  at  the  home  of  Brother  Fuller  L.  Locklear  on 
January  24,  1958.  The  decision  was  approved  to  build  a  new  church  in 
the  Union  Chapel  Community.  The  first  church  meeting  was  held  in  the 
pack  house  on  the  farm  of  Bro.  Fuller  Locklear  on  Sunday  January  26, 
1958. 

On  February  3,  1958  Mr.  &  Mrs.  Welton  Locklear  gave  to  the  group/ 
community  one  acre  of  land  to  build  a  church.  The  ground  breaking  for 
the  new  church  was  held  on  February  3,  1958. 

Southern  National  Bank  approved  a  loan  of  $10,000  on  March  5,  1958 
with  a  charter  membership  of  36.  Friends  gave  trees,  money  and  labor  to 
build  the  Church. 

The  Church  was  completed  in  97  days.  On  Mother's  Day  May  11,  1958 
the  First  Service  was  held  in  the  Union  Chapel  Community  Church.  Rev. 
Z.  R.  Chavis  preached  the  first  sermon  in  the  Church  with  approx.  250 
present. 

On  October  21,  1961  all  financial  obligations  were  paid  and  the  corner 
stone  was  sealed  on  January  6,  1962  with  the  canceled  note  stamped 
PAID.  The  church  at  this  point  was  a  non-denominational  Independent 
Church. 

A  Church  Constitution  for  the  Church  was  presented  to  the  Deacon 
Board  by  Attorney  David  Britt  from  Fairmont  on  June  14,  1958;  later 
ratified  at  a  regular  conference  meeting  of  the  Church. 

The  Church  in  regular  Conference  on  Saturday  March  4,  1964  voted  to 
build  a  Fellowship  Hall  on  the  present  site.  In  regular  Conference  the 
Church  approved  a  report  from  the  Trustee  Board  to  build  classrooms  on 
the  back  of  the  church.  On  January  5,  1985  the  membership  voted  to 
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petition  the  Burnt  Swamp  Baptist  Union  for  membership.  This  request 
was  granted  membership  in  the  Union. 

On  October  16,  1987  Union  Chapel  Community  Church  was  received  as 
a  member  of  the  Association. 

On  June  11,  1995  the  ground  breaking  was  held  for  a  new  Construction 
Project  of  Classrooms,  rest  rooms,  Pastor's  Study,  Nursery  and  Confer- 
ence Room.  Also  the  pulpit  was  remodeled  for  a  Choir  Loft  and  a  Baptis- 
tery. 

The  Union  Chapel  Community  Baptist  Church  is  now  experiencing 
growth.  But,  the  positive  attitude  of  the  Church  is  Love  and  Fellowship 
within  the  Church  Family. 

Full  time  Pastor  Rev.  Jimmy  Strickland  is  leading  the  church.  Today 
the  Sunday  School  enrollment  is  223  with  a  church  membership  of  134. 


THE  HISTORY  OF 
ISLAND  GROVE  CHURCH 


Island  Grove  Baptist  church  was  organized  in  1954.  The  group  of  forty- 
one  members  gathered  in  the  Old  Hickory  Ben  School,  an  old  abandoned 
black  school,  to  organize  a  new  church. 

At  a  later  date  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Briscoe  Locklear  gave  an  adjacent  acre  of 
land  to  the  believers  on  which  to  build  their  new  church  building. 

The  church  received  the  name  of  Island  Grove  from  one  of  its  charter 
members. 

The  church  met  as  an  independent  church  for  eight  months,  at  which 
time  a  council  from  the  Burnt  Swamp  Baptist  Association  met  with  the 
congregation  to  discuss  Baptist  beliefs,  teachings,  and  requirements  for 
membership  in  the  Baptist  Association.  The  congregation  was  received  as 
a  member  of  the  Baptist  Association  in  1955. 
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Rev.  Isaiah  Locklear,  who  helped  to  establish  the  church,  continued  on 
as  part-time  pastor  until  1961.  At  that  time  the  Rev.  James  E. 
Hammonds  was  chosen  to  be  Island  Grove's  first  full-time  pastor  until  he 
retired  in  1967  due  to  illness.  Rev.  Coolidge  Cummings  succeeded  Rev. 
Hammonds  in  the  same  year.  In  1986  Rev.  Larry  Locklear  was  called  as 
pastor  and  is  still  serving  today. 

When  the  believers  first  met  at  Island  Grove,  they  held  services  in  the 
old  school,  then  in  a  tent,  and  finally  in  November  1954  in  a  freshly  built 
church.  In  1955  classrooms  were  added.  Later  the  women  of  the  church 
led  in  the  building  of  a  fellowship  hall.  In  1971  the  church  voted  to  begin 
an  expansion  program.  Later  Island  Grove  acquired  an  additional  four- 
acre  tract  of  land  from  the  McManus  family  of  Red  Springs  and  has 
developed  it  into  the  Island  Grove  Memorial  Cemetery.  In  the  spring  of 
1982  the  church  bought  an  additional  acre  of  property  from  Mr.  Tom 
Goins  for  the  purpose  of  a  new  parking  lot. 

The  Lord  has  blessed  Island  Grove  with  impressive  growth.  Island 
Grove  serves  as  an  example  of  faith  and  perseverance  to  many  other 
congregations  within  the  Burnt  Swamp  Baptist  Association  and  to  many 
other  churches  within  the  surrounding  communities.

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GENERAL  BOARD  REPORT  1999 

The  General  Board  of  the  Baptist  State  Convention  holds  meetings 
three  times  a  year,  between  annual  meetings  of  the  Convention.  The 
General  Board  has  a  supervisory  role  over  the  work  of  the  Convention 
that  would  require  decision-making  policies  concerning  the  work  of  the 
Convention,  its  staff,  facilities  and  other  concerns. 

The  General  Board  also  recommends  to  the  Convention  its  annual  bud- 
get, hears  its  reports  of  various  committees  of  the  General  Board  and 
other  agencies  of  the  Convention. 

The  General  Board  unanimously  voted  to  support  the  reorganization  of 
the  General  Board  staff  structure  and  make  committee  reassignments 
accordingly.  In  addition,  we  gave  overwhelming  approval  of  the  recom- 
mendation for  Shared  Leadership  proposed  by  the  Commission  on  Coop- 
eration. This  plan  would  give  conservatives  and  moderates  an  equal  op- 
portunity for  leadership  at  the  Convention  and  General  Board  level.  This 
new  plan  will  require  a  two-thirds  vote  by  the  messengers  of  the  Conven- 
tion and  resulting  changes  to  the  constitution. 

The  General  Board  gave  support  and  approval  to  the  new  construction 
of  the  Randy  Kilby  Memorial  Library  at  Fruitland  Baptist  Bible  Insti- 
tute. Fruitland  does  not  have  a  library  at  this  time.  Funds  for  this  library 
will  be  raised  through  a  statewide  giving  campaign  the  General  Board 
approved.

Partnership  Projects  with  Robeson  Association 

The  Spring  Harvest  Crusade  with  Jerry  Drace  was  a  great  evangelistic 
week  for  our  county.  Several  hundred  people  filled  the  fairground  exhibi- 
tion hall  each  night.

Next  year,  we  will  join  other  North  Carolina  Baptist  churches  in  a  new 
partnership  with  Alaska  churches.  Now,  we  will  focus  quite  a  bit  on 
native  people  there.  Quae  and  I  visited  among  the  Alaska  natives  in 
August  and  they  are  counting  on  Burnt  Swamp.  Rev.  Ernest  Best  has 
already  agreed  to  spend  2-3  weeks  there  in  evangelistic  work  with  the 
Anchorage  native  church.  I  hope  we  can  have  2  teams  or  more  also  going 
next  year. 

Manny  Mintac's  Philippine  ministry  continues  to  be  a  very  strong 
work.  Antioch  church  and  their  members  have  given  considerably  to 
Manny's  ministry.  His  whole  support  depends  on  Burnt  Swamp's  faithful- 
ness. God  is  blessing  that  work  in  an  amazing  way.  The  President  of  the 
Southern  Baptist  Filipino  Fellowship  remarked  that  Manny's  work  is  a 
leading  ministry  among  the  people. 

Pastors'  Professional  Development 

We  offer  continuing  education  opportunities  for  men  who  wish  to  par- 
ticipate in  ministry  training.  We  provide  Carolina  Bible  College  classes 
each  semester.  11  of  our  men  are  involved  in  Carolina  Bible  College 
classes.  We  have  3  people  in  Divinity  School  or  Seminary  this  semester. 
The  Finance  Committee  is  studying  plans  for  an  endowment  that  will 
assist  us  with  financial  assistance  for  future  ministry  training. 

Several  enrichment  opportunities  are  available  each  year  for  our  minis- 
ters. Pastors'  Conferences  at  the  SBC  and  State  Convention,  Evangelism 
Conferences,  Pastors'  Schools  at  Jacksonville  and  Campbell  University 
are  among  some  of  the  events  our  men  take  part  in  annually.  When  they 
attend,  let's  provide  the  expense  money.  It  is  a  wise  use  of  the  Lord's 
money  to  invest  in  the  development  of  our  preachers.  Buy  your  pastor  a 
book.  Give  him  some  library  allowance.  Get  him  a  computer  with  Bible 
software.  Help  him  grow  in  his  work  and  you  will  see  the  benefit. 

Several  churches  have  taken  a  serious  look  at  their  compensation  for 
their  ministers.  Some  of  you  have  determined  to  treat  your  pastor  with 
honor  and  budget  his  compensation  adequately.  Others  need  to  do  the 
same.  Ministry  expenses  are  separate  from  wages.  Job  benefits  are  sepa- 
rate from  salary.  Yours  are  where  you  work.  The  servant  of  God  is  wor- 
thy of  a  respectable  wage.  Without  begrudging  them,  let's  reward  these 
men  and  be  proud  to  take  care  of  them. 
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Mission  Churches  and  a  New  Church 

A  proven  way  of  reaching  people  for  Christ  is  to  start  new  churches. 
Our  5  missions  represent  new  growth  in  new  communities.  Also,  Faith 
Baptist  Church  petitioned  our  Union  and  will  be  following  with  a  petition 
to  the  Association  this  year.  We  need  a  strong  network  of  Indian 
churches  because  the  population  of  Indian  people  is  growing  in  this  area. 
Now  that  the  Hispanic  community  is  settling  in  to  stay,  many  of  you  are 
seeing  Spanish-speaking  people  in  your  services.  We  are  pressed  even 
more  to  do  ministry  with  folks  we  have  never  ministered  with  before. 
There  is  a  trend  toward  non-Indian  persons  attending  and  joining  our 
churches.  We  must  make  room  to  grow  toward  a  racial  mix  in  our  congre- 
gations like  we  haven't  known.  Hey,  it's  not  1955  around  here. 

State  Convention 

Building  support  for  missions  through  our  denomination  is  a  charge  in 
our  Association  Constitution.  The  Cooperative  Program  will  be  75  years 
old  in  2000.  Your  church  may  not  be  aware  of  it.  For  75  years,  Southern 
Baptists  have  been  supporting  missions  through  this  plan.  In  North 
Carolina,  we  also  support  state  mission  work  through  our  NCMO,  North 
Carolina  Missions  Offering.  Hurricane  Floyd  has  left  such  damage  that 
Baptist  churches  have  been  moved  to  send  record  offerings  for  Hurricane 
relief.  However,  our  State  Convention  leads  our  response  and  the  people 
who  work  for  us  in  Baptist  Men  and  WMU  are  on  the  front  lines  of  this 
relief  effort.  We  pay  these  persons  from  our  NCMO.  So,  that  mission 
offering  is  vital  to  all  we  do  in  North  Carolina  from  January  through 
December. 

Being  Convention  President  puts  the  spotlight  on  Burnt  Swamp  and 
me.  Now  we  are  in  leadership.  There  is  no  more  effective  way  to  lead 
than  to  lead  by  example.  Let's  lead  the  way  in  support  of  our  State 
Convention  work. 

The  year  has  been  challenging.  The  opportunities  to  teach,  train, 
preach,  encourage  and  visit  among  the  churches  have  been  many.  I  have 
attempted  to  keep  up  my  work  as  Director  of  Missions  while  performing 
duties  placed  upon  me  by  the  convention  office.  Quae  and  I  both  have 
profited  from  your  prayers  and  great  support.  We  continue  to  need  that.

Mr.  Clifton  I.  Simmons 


Mr.  Clifton  Simmons  served  many 
years  as  faithful  lay  leader  of  the  New 
Bethel  Baptist  Church  near  Clinton, 
NC.  He  lived  on  Indiantown  Road  in 
Clinton  and  died  September  16,  2000. 
He  enjoyed  54  years  of  marriage  with 
Cattie  Jones  Simmons.  Their  family 
consisted  of  3  daughters  and  1  son,  and 
several  grandchildren  as  well  as  great 
grandchildren.  He  was  a  dearly  beloved 
family  man. 

Bro.  Clifton  was  a  very  successful 
farmer  and  earned  wide  respect  in  his 
community  for  his  professional  achieve- 
ments. He  served  as  a  board  member 
on  the  NC  Farm  Bureau  and  Sampson 
Community  College.  During  the  farm- 
ing off-season,  Bro.  Simmons  kept  busy 

as  a  skilled  carpenter  and  general  handyman  throughout  his  neighbor- 
hood. 

Bro.  Simmons  was  a  very  proud  veteran  of  World  War  II.  It  was  obvi- 
ous that  those  experiences  marked  his  life  deeply.  He  looked  forward  to 
regular  reunions  with  his  old  army  buddies  and  enjoyed  those  occasions 
wherever  they  were  held  in  the  United  States. 

Members  of  the  New  Bethel  Baptist  Church  appreciated  Bro.  Clifton's 
many  years  of  dedicated  service  to  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ.  He  was  a 
former  Deacon  chairman  and  Sunday  School  Director  for  2  generations. 
So  much  of  his  life  revolved  around  his  church.  He  was  the  "go  to"  man 
for  almost  anything.  He  assisted  with  budget  development  annually  and 
enlisting  workers  through  the  Nominating  committee.  Year  after  year,  he 
shared  in  responsibility  for  the  church  property  as  a  Building  Committee 
member  and  was  working  on  the  church  grounds  the  morning  he  went  to 
be  with  the  Lord.  He  was  handy  around  the  church  for  whatever  had  to 
be  done.  He  stood  out  among  the  men  of  his  church  and  community  as  an 
obvious  key  leader. 

New  Bethel  Church  and  the  Coharie  Indian  community  felt  the  impact 
of  Bro.  Simmons'  life  but  the  Burnt  Swamp  Association  felt  his  presence 
as  well.  He  faithfully  guarded  the  bond  between  the  New  Bethel  Church 
and  the  larger  Burnt  Swamp  Association  family.  This  Association  has 
essentially  been  held  together  through  the  years  by  the  steady  commit- 
ment and  faithfulness  of  lay  leaders  as  Bro.  Simmons.  In  his  final  years, 
he  became  mentor  to  many  of  the  younger,  emerging  leaders  of  his 
church.  He  taught  them  the  value  of  fellowship  with  this  Association  and 
brought  them  into  our  Preachers  &  Deacons  meetings  and  Executive 
Board  meetings  with  predictable  regularity  along  with  Brotherhood  and 
WMU  gatherings.  Clifton  Simmons  was  synonymous  with  New  Bethel 
Church  and  its  shared  life  with  the  Burnt  Swamp  Association. 
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CONSTITUTION 

OF  THE 

BURNT  SWAMP  MISSIONARY  BAPTIST  ASSOCIATION 

ARTICLE  I  —  NAME 

The  body  shall  be  known  as  the  Burnt  Swamp  Missionary  Baptist 
Association. 

ARTICLE  II  —  MEMBERSHIP 

Members  of  this  body  shall  be  messengers  sent  by  the  churches  of  the 
Association,  Licentiates,  and  members  of  the  Executive  Board.  Each 
church  shall  be  entitled  to  three  messengers  for  the  first  one  hundred  or 
portion  thereof  and  an  additional  messenger  for  each  additional  fifty  or 
major  fraction  thereof.  All  members  must  display  badges  for  voting 
power. 

ARTICLE  III  —  STATEMENT  OF  MISSION 

The  Burnt  Swamp  Baptist  Association  shall  provide  support,  liberty, 
and  opportunity  to  enable  member  churches  to  be  in  fellowship  and  on 
mission  fulfilling  God's  plan  and  purposes  for  their  existence,  both  indi- 
vidually and  together.  The  Association  shall  have  four  major  objectives  in 
order  to  fulfill  its  mission:  to  strengthen  program  organizations,  to  pro- 
mote missions,  to  develop  leadership  and  to  nurture  fellowship.  Further- 
more, the  Association  shall  encourage  its  churches  to  cooperate  with  the 
Baptist  State  Convention  of  North  Carolina  and  the  Southern  Baptist 
Convention  causes. 

ARTICLE  IV  —  OFFICERS 

SECTION  1.  The  officers  of  this  Association  shall  be  Moderator,  First 
Vice-Moderator,  Second  Vice-Moderator,  Clerk,  Treasurer,  Historian, 
Parliamentarian,  Associational  Sunday  School  Director,  Associational 
Discipleship  Training  Supporter,  Brotherhood  Director  and  WMU  Direc- 
tor. Other  Officers  of  the  Association  shall  be  Pastoral  Ministries  Direc- 
tor, Missions  Development  Director,  Stewardship  Director,  Family  Life 
Director,  Evangelism  Director,  Youth  Director,  and  Music  Director. 

SECTION  2.  All  officers  of  the  Association  shall  be  nominated  by  the 
Nominating  Committee.  The  Nominating  Committee  may  receive  recom- 
mendations for  program  directors  from  the  respective  organizations 
which  they  represent.  The  Nominating  Committee's  report  shall  be  ap- 
proved by  the  Executive  Board  in  a  meeting  prior  to  the  Annual  Meeting. 
Nominations  from  the  floor  of  the  Annual  Meeting  shall  not  be  precluded 
by  the  Nominating  Committee's  report. 

SECTION  3.  The  Moderator  shall  preside  over  all  meetings  of  the 
body,  and  see  that  order  and  decorum  are  observed  by  every  member.  He 
shall  be  Chairman  of  the  Executive  Board.  He  shall  serve  as  ex-officio 
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member  of  all  committees.  No  one  may  serve  as  Moderator  after  two 
successive  terms  without  a  lapse  of  one  year. 

SECTION  4.  The  First  Vice-Moderator  shall  preside  in  the  absence  of 
or  at  the  discretion  of  the  Moderator.  Vacancy  in  the  office  of  Moderator 
shall  be  filled  by  the  Vice-Moderators  in  order  of  their  rank.  Vacancy  in 
the  office  of  Second  Vice-Moderator  need  not  be  filled  until  the  Annual 
Meeting. 

SECTION  5.  The  Clerk  shall  keep  an  accurate  record  of  the  proceed- 
ings of  the  body  and  mail  blank  letter  forms  to  the  clerks  of  the  churches 
affiliated  with  the  Association.  He  shall  assist  the  Minute  Preparation 
and  Printing  Committee  in  the  preparing  and  publishing  of  minutes  of 
the  Association  as  soon  as  possible  after  the  adjournment  of  the  annual 
meeting.  He  should  keep  an  accurate  record  and  file  with  the  moderator 
minutes  of  all  other  official  Associational  meetings  to  be  presented  at  the 
annual  meeting.  The  Moderator  will  keep  such  minutes  in  a  permanent 
file  at  the  Baptist  Building.  He  shall  receive  annually  a  compensation  for 
his  services  as  provided  for  in  the  By-Laws. 

SECTION  6.  The  Treasurer  shall  receive  and  distribute  all  funds  of 
the  Association  subject  to  its  order  or  the  approval  of  the  Executive  Coun- 
cil or  the  Executive  Board  or  both.  The  Treasurer  shall  also  make  a 
written  report  to  each  quarterly  session  of  the  Executive  Board  showing 
all  receipts  and  expenditures  and  also  a  written  report  showing  the  com- 
plete financial  operation  at  each  annual  session  the  Association. 

SECTION  7.  The  Historian  shall  report  to  the  Annual  meeting  the 
church  events  of  historical  value  as  reported  on  the  Church  Letter  and 
shall  cooperate  with  the  Historical  Committee  in  their  work. 

SECTION  8.  The  Parliamentarian  shall  advise  and  assist  the  presid- 
ing officer  of  the  Association  with  respect  to  all  matters  involving  parlia- 
mentary procedure.  The  Robert's  Rules  of  Order  shall  guide  the  Associa- 
tion but  in  cases  where  the  meaning  may  not  be  clear  the  Moderator  shall 
exercise  his  discretion,  subject  to  appeal  of  the  Association. 

SECTION  9.  All  officers  of  the  Association  shall  assume  their  duties  at 
the  close  of  the  Annual  Associational  Meeting. 

SECTION  10.  Vacancies  in  offices  occurring  between  annual  sessions, 
excluding  offices  of  Moderator  and  Vice-Moderators,  shall  be  filled  by 
recommendation  of  the  Nominating  Committee  with  the  approval  of  the 
Executive  Board. 

SECTION  11.  Unless  specified  otherwise  in  the  Constitution,  no  Of- 
ficer shall  be  asked  to  serve  more  than  five  years  consecutively  in  the 
same  position. 

ARTICLE  V  —  PREROGATIVE 

The  Association  may  sever  connection  with  any  church  that  becomes 
heterodox  in  doctrine  or  disorderly  in  practice,  or  that  fails  to  represent 
itself  by  letter  or  messenger  for  more  than  two  consecutive  annual  meet- 
ings of  the  Association  without  good  reason  thereof,  or  that  treats  with 
contempt  the  objects  and  requirements  of  the  Association. 
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The  Association  may  also  sever  connection  with  any  church  at  the 
request  of  said  church.  The  Association  may  receive  other  Baptist 
churches  into  its  membership  upon  recommendation  of  the  Credentials 
Committee.  A  majority  vote  to  receive  shall  be  required.  The  Association 
shall  have  no  power  or  right  to  interfere  with  the  internal  affairs  of  the 
churches,  but  will  be  ready  at  all  times  to  render  assistance  to  any 
Church  requesting  help. 

ARTICLE  VI  —  EXECUTIVE  BOARD 

SECTION  1.  The  Executive  Board  shall  be  composed  of  the  officers  of 
the  Association,  the  Ordained  Ministers,  the  Credentials  Committee, 
Trustees,  and  one  lay  member  from  each  church  in  the  Association.  The 
lay  members  must  be  elected  by  the  church  and  the  name  of  each  lay 
member  must  be  reported  to  the  Clerk  of  the  Association.  Also  our  repre- 
sentative to  the  General  Board  to  the  Baptist  State  Convention,  Modera- 
tor and  Clerk  of  the  Burnt  Swamp  Baptist  Union,  Moderator  of  the 
Preachers  and  Deacons  Conference,  and  the  Chairmen  of  the  Standing 
Committees  shall  also  be  members  of  the  Executive  Board. 

SECTION  2.  All  vacancies  in  the  membership  of  the  Board  shall  be 
filled  by  the  same  authority  or  delegated  authority  through  which  it  was 
appointed  or  elected. 

SECTION  3.  The  duties  of  the  Executive  Board  shall  be  as  follows: 

(1)  The  Executive  Board  shall  administer  and  be  in  general  charge  of 
the  affairs  of  the  Association  between  its  sessions. 

(2)  The  Executive  Board  shall  coordinate  and  correlate  as  far  as  pos- 
sible all  Associational  activities,  and  to  this  end  all  departments  of  the 
Associational  work  shall  give  their  cooperation. 

(3)  The  Executive  Board  shall  have  authority  to  appeal  to  the 
churches  for  contributions  to  carry  on  the  work  of  the  Association. 

(4)  The  Executive  Board  shall  at  its  discretion  set  up  an  Executive 
Council.  This  Executive  Council  shall  consist  of  Officers  of  the  Associa- 
tion, Trustees,  Credentials  Committee,  Chairmen  of  Standing  Commit- 
tees, General  Board  Members,  and  the  Director  of  Missions.  The  Execu- 
tive Board  shall  define  its  duties,  establish  membership,  and  set  the  time 
and  place  of  the  regular  meeting. 

SECTION  4.  The  Executive  Board  shall  meet  quarterly  and  make  a 
written  report  to  each  session  of  the  Association  covering  the  work  done 
under  its  discretion  during  the  preceding  year  and  containing  any  recom- 
mendations the  committee  may  wish  to  make. 

ARTICLE  VII  —  COMMITTEES 

SECTION  1.  The  Association  shall  have  the  following  standing  com- 
mittees: Committee  on  Committees,  Resolutions,  Finance,  Missions, 
Nominating,  Constitution,  Historical,  Program,  Time  and  Place,  Enroll- 
ment, Minutes  Preparation  and  Printing  and  Obituary  Committees. 
Names  of  the  committee  members  shall  be  printed  in  the  minutes  with 
the  years  their  terms  of  office  expire.  No  member  shall  succeed  himself 
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without  a  lapse  of  one  year  except  with  the  consent  of  two-thirds  of  the 
members  present  at  the  Annual  Meeting. 

A.  To  be  appointed  by  the  Moderator  at  the  Annual  Meeting  or  immedi- 
ately thereafter. 

1.  Committee  on  Committees 

2.  Enrollment  Committee 

3.  Time  and  Place  Committee 

4.  Obituary  Committee 

5.  Minutes  Preparation  and  Printing 

6.  Historical  Committee 

Members  of  these  committees  shall  serve  for  a  term  of  two  years  with 
one-half  the  members  being  appointed  each  year. 

B.  To  be  nominated  by  the  Committee  on  Committees,  presented  to  the 
Executive  Board  and  approved  by  the  Association. 

1.  Resolution  Committee 

2.  Finance  Committee 

3.  Missions  Committee 

4.  Nominating  Committee 

5.  Program  Committee 

6.  Constitution  Committee 

Members  of  these  committees  shall  serve  a  term  of  three  years  with 
third  being  elected  each  year. 

C.  To  be  elected  annually:  Credentials  Committee 

SECTION  2.  Other  temporary  committees  that  may  be  created  by  the 
Association  Executive  Board,  or  Executive  Council,  and  shall  be  ap- 
pointed by  the  moderator. 

ARTICLE  VIII  —  DUTIES  OF  STANDING  COMMITTEES 

SECTION  1.  Committees  appointed  by  the  Moderator. 

A.  Committee  on  Committees:  The  Committee  on  Committees,  com- 
posed of  six  members  shall  nominate  committees  as  set  forth  in  the  Con- 
stitution (Articles  VII  Section  l.B)  and  shall  assist  the  Executive  Board 
in  filling  vacancies  on  these  committees  occurring  between  sessions.  This 
committee  shall  also  name  the  chairperson  of  each  committee. 

B.  The  Committee  on  Place  and  Time  shall  receive  or  solicit  invitations 
for  the  place  or  places  of  meetings  for  the  next  annual  meeting  of  the 
Association,  and  shall  recommend  the  place  or  places. 

C.  The  Committee  on  Enrollment  shall  prepare  for  and  register  all  the 
members  and  visitors  attending  the  Association. 

D.  The  Obituary  Committee  shall  bring  a  suitable  report  at  the  annual 
meeting  of  the  Association  and  lead  in  memorial  service  in  the  memory  of 
those  reported  by  the  Churches  who  have  deceased  since  the  last  annual 
meeting. 

E.  Minute  Preparation  and  Printing  Committee. 

Duties  of  this  committee  will  consist  of  preparing  minutes  for  pub- 
lication, selection  of  a  publisher  and  procedure  of  distribution.  This 
committee  will  consist  of  four  members  appointed  by  the  Moderator  of 
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the  Association.  The  term  of  service  will  be  defined  in  Article  VII,  Section 
1.  The  Association  Clerk  is  a  voting  member  of  this  Committee. 

F.  The  Historical  Committee  shall  be  composed  of  five  members.  It 
shall  be  the  duty  of  this  committee  to  assist  the  association  in  acquiring 
and  maintaining  a  permanent  record  of  our  Association  history  and  en- 
courage each  local  church  to  maintain  a  record  of  their  own  history.  In 
matters  relating  to  the  museum,  the  Historical  Committee  will  review 
submitted  material  and  recommend  its  acceptance  to  the  Executive 
Board  for  display  in  our  museum.  Furthermore,  the  Historical  Committee 
will  assist  the  Association  in  general  responsibility  for  the  museum  and 
shall  report  to  the  Association  annually  on  the  state  of  the  museum. 

SECTION  2.  Committees  nominated  by  the  Committee  on  Commit- 
tees. 

A.  The  Resolutions  Committee,  composed  of  three  members,  shall  draw 
up  and  present  to  the  Association,  resolutions  of  appreciation  and  any 
other  resolution  it  or  the  Association  may  deem  wise. 

B.  The  Finance  Committee,  composed  of  nine  members  and  the  Trea- 
surer, shall  study  the  Association's  financial  needs  for  an  adequate  pro- 
gram, present  a  budget  to  the  Association  for  the  following  year,  devise 
plans  for  securing  the  cooperation  of  the  churches  in  raising  funds  to 
meet  the  budget,  and  make  a  written  report  to  the  annual  meeting. 

C.  The  Missions  Committee. 

1.  This  committee  shall  be  composed  of  six  members.  It  shall  work 
with  the  Associational  Missionary  in  promoting  the  work  in  the  Associa- 
tion, lead  and  assist  in  organizing  new  churches  and  in  beginning  new 
mission  churches. 

2.  If  such  advice  is  sought,  it  shall  advise  any  group  seeking  to  orga- 
nize a  new  church.  It  shall  also  seek  to  help  any  member  church  desiring 
assistance  with  its  problem  related  to  mission  work. 

D.  The  Nominating  Committee,  composed  of  six  members,  shall  contact 
before  and  nominate  on  the  last  day  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Asso- 
ciation, the  officers  of  the  Association,  according  to  Article  IV  and  XII  of 
the  Constitution.  This  committee's  nomination  shall  not  preclude  other 
nominations  from  the  floor.  Also,  upon  request  of  the  committee  on  nomi- 
nations of  the  Baptist  State  Convention,  this  committee  shall  make  rec- 
ommendations for  General  Board  Member  of  the  Baptist  State  Conven- 
tion, subject  to  approval  of  Associational  Executive  Board  and/or  the 
Burnt  Swamp  Association. 

E.  The  Constitution  Committee  shall  be  composed  of  three  members 
whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  study  and  recommend  changes  in  the  Constitu- 
tion when  they  deem  it  necessary  and  bring  reports  to  the  Executive 
Board  and  the  Association. 

F.  The  Program  Committee  shall  be  composed  of  three  members  and 
the  Moderator  and  the  Clerk.  It  shall  prepare  a  printed  program  for  the 
annual  meeting  of  the  Association  which  shall  be  sent  to  all  persons  on 
the  program  and  to  all  pastors  at  least  thirty  days  before  the  annual 
meeting  of  the  Association,  present  the  printed  program  for  adoption,  and 
serve  through  the  sessions  when  adjustments  in  the  Order  of  Business 
become  necessary. 
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SECTION  3.  The  Credentials  Committee. 

1.  This  committee  shall  be  composed  of  the  Associational  vice  mod- 
erators, ordination  committee  chairman,  constitution  committee  chair- 
man, moderator  of  the  Union,  and  moderator  of  the  Preachers  and  Dea- 
cons. The  First  Vice-Moderator  shall  serve  as  chairman.  The 
Associational  moderator  and  Director  of  Missions  are  ex-officio  members. 

2.  Any  church  seeking  admission  to  the  membership  of  the  Associa- 
tion shall  petition  in  writing  to  the  Executive  Board  at  least  six  months 
before  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Association,  which  petition  shall  be 
referred  to  the  Credentials  Committee  for  study  of  the  petitioning 
church's  covenant,  articles  of  faith,  history,  practices,  cooperative  work, 
and  its  relations  to  other  member  churches  of  the  Association.  This  com- 
mittee shall  then  report  to  the  Association  at  its  next  annual  meeting  its 
findings  and  recommendations. 

3.  This  committee  shall  assist  churches  of  the  Association  in  adjust- 
ing their  differences  and  make  any  investigation  upon  the  request  of  the 
Executive  Board  into  the  heterodox  doctrine  and  disorderly  practice  of 
any  member  church.  A  report  of  its  findings  shall  be  given  to  the  Execu- 
tive Board  for  action. 

SECTION  4.  All  standing  committees  shall  present  their  annual  re- 
ports to  the  Executive  Board  prior  to  the  annual  Associational  meeting. 

ARTICLE  IX  —  MEETINGS 

There  shall  be  one  annual  meeting  of  the  Association  and  as  many 
additional  meetings  as  deemed  necessary  by  the  Association  or  the  Ex- 
ecutive Board.  The  annual  session  of  the  Association  shall  begin  on 
Thursday  before  the  third  Sunday  in  October,  at  such  place  as  may  be 
chosen. 

ARTICLE  X  —  AMENDMENTS 

This  Constitution  may  be  amended  or  revised  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of 
the  members  present  at  the  second  day  of  the  Annual  Meeting  provided 
notice  has  been  given  during  the  first  day  of  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the 
proposed  change  and  the  minutes  bear  a  record  thereof. 

ARTICLE  XI  —  ORDINATION  COMMITTEE 

SECTION  1.  This  committee  shall  be  composed  of  five  ordained  minis- 
ters and  deacons  and  shall  be  appointed  annually  by  the  moderator. 

SECTION  2.  This  committee  shall  assist  churches  in  ordaining  pastors 
and  deacons. 

SECTION  3.  A  minister  coming  from  another  denomination  must  pass 
satisfactorily  an  examination  along  Baptist  doctrinal  lines. 

ARTICLE  XII  —  TRUSTEES  AND  THEIR  ELECTION 

SECTION  1.  There  shall  be  three  trustees  of  the  Association,  serving 
terms  of  three  years  each.  On  nomination  by  the  Committee  on  Nomina- 
tions, one  trustee  shall  be  elected  at  each  annual  meeting.  The  expiration 
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date  of  each  trustee's  term  of  office  shall  appear  by  his  name  in  the 
Associational  Minutes. 

SECTION  2.  The  duty  of  the  trustees  shall  be  to  hold  in  trust  any 
property,  money,  endowment,  or  other  securities  of  said  Association,  and 
they  shall  handle  all  legal  matters  of  the  Association  under  the  direction 
of  the  Association  or  the  Executive  Board. 

ARTICLE  XIII  —  DIRECTOR  OF  MISSIONS 

SECTION  1.  His  selection  shall  be  upon  recommendation  of  a  "Search 
Committee"  appointed  by  the  Executive  Board  and  on  vote  by  the  Asso- 
ciation in  its  annual  meeting,  or  between  sessions  of  the  Association,  by 
its  Executive  Board.  He  shall  be  ex-officio  of  all  committees  and  organiza- 
tions of  the  Association  in  a  serving  and  advisory  capacity. 

SECTION  2.  The  Director  of  Missions  shall  promote  the  work  of  the 
Association  and  Denomination,  cooperating  with  the  churches,  their  pas- 
tors and  officers,  the  Associational  Committees  and  the  Association 
Council. 

GENERAL  DUTIES  OF  DIRECTOR  OF  MISSIONS 

1.  His  relationship  to  the  organizations  of  the  Association  shall  be  that 
of  Pastor  Advisor. 

2.  He  shall  offer  his  services  to  the  churches  as  needs  arise,  and  work 
with  them  upon  their  invitation. 

3.  He  shall  lead  in  the  Primary  Missions  work  of  the  Association,  in 
cooperation  with  the  Association  Council. 

4.  He  shall  promote  the  whole  program  of  the  Association  and  the  Bap- 
tist State  Convention. 

5.  He  shall  serve  as  ex-officio  member  of  the  committees  of  the  Associa- 
tion. 

6.  His  work  shall  be  under  the  direction  of  the  Association. 

7.  He  shall  have  two  weeks  annual  vacation  with  pay,  plus  two  weeks 
of  revival  time  exclusive  of  this  mission  work,  if  desired,  with  honorarium 
kept  for  personal  use. 

8.  He  shall  have  administrative  supervision  of  such  work  as  assigned 
him  by  the  Association. 

9.  He  shall  report  to  the  Association  through  a  bulletin  mailed  at  least 
monthly. 

10.  He  shall  supervise  the  employed  staff  of  the  Association. 

ARTICLE  XIV  —  DUTIES  OF  THE  CHURCHES 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  church  to  report  to  the  Association  annu- 
ally, by  letter  and  through  messengers.  These  letters  should  be  in  the 
hands  of  the  Clerk  ten  (10)  days  before  the  meeting,  giving  the  correct 
statistical  information  of  its  work  and  whatever  relates  to  its  general 
welfare,  together  with  funds  to  meet  the  financial  plan  of  the  Association 
as  is  recommended  by  the  Budget  Committee  of  the  Association.  Statis- 
tics of  the  churches  shall  be  tabulated  and  printed. 
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ARTICLE  XV  —  ASSOCIATIONAL  COUNCIL 

The  Associational  Council  shall  be  composed  of  all  Officers  of  the  Asso- 
ciation defined  in  Article  IV  and  the  Director  of  Missions.  The  Director  of 
Missions  will  serve  as  Chairman  of  the  Council.  The  Associational  Coun- 
cil shall  plan,  coordinate  and  implement  the  various  programs,  projects 
and  activities  of  the  Association.  The  Council  shall  prepare  an  Associa- 
tional Calendar  of  Activities  annually  and  furnish  each  church  with  sev- 
eral copies.  The  Associational  Council  will  have  general  supervision  over 
the  Director  of  Missions  and  may  convene,  in  his  absence,  when  matters 
related  to  his  work  need  to  be  considered  by  the  Council.  The  Association 
Moderator  will  preside  in  his  absence. 

BY-LAWS 

Section  1.  Robert's  Rules  of  order  shall  be  used  as  a  standard  for 
parliamentary  procedure  for  the  transaction  of  all  business. 

Section  2.  A  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business  shall  consist  of 
messengers  from  a  majority  of  the  churches. 

Section  3.  Every  person  wishing  to  speak  shall  rise  and  address  the 
Moderator,  confining  himself  closely  to  the  subject  under  discussion, 
bearing  in  mind  always  to  observe  a  spirit  of  brotherhood  and  Christian 
love. 

Section  4.  Persons  addressing  the  body  shall  not  be  interrupted  within 
their  allotted  time  unless  out  of  order,  or  for  the  purpose  of  explanation. 

Section  5.  No  person  shall  speak  more  than  twice  on  any  given  subject 
without  permission  from  the  Association. 

Section  6.  If  anyone  shall  think  that  the  Moderator  has  unfairly 
stated  a  motion,  the  person  making  the  motion  shall  reduce  it  to  writing, 
and  it  shall  be  read  by  the  Clerk  before  the  vote  is  taken. 

Section  7.  That  the  Clerk  be  allowed  $300.00  per  year  for  his  service. 

Section  8.  These  by-laws  may  be  changed  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the 
body  at  any  session. 

GUIDELINES  FOR  CHURCH  PROCEDURES 

1.  Ministers  coming  from  another  denomination  must  pass  satisfacto- 
rily an  examination  along  Baptist  doctrinal  lines  before  being  rec- 
ommended to  a  church  for  ordination  as  stated  in  Article  XI  of  the 
Constitution. 

2.  Licensed  or  ordained  ministers  jeopardize  their  denominational  af- 
filiation and  church  recognition  when  called  to  pastor  a  church  out- 
side the  denomination.  Because  such  action  is  considered  disorderly 
practice,  it  is  recommended  that  his  license  or  ordination  be  re- 
voked unless  this  pastorate  is  a  ministry  outreach  of  a  SBC  church. 

3.  Due  to  the  severe  nature  and  disharmony  of  divorce  with  New  Tes- 
tament teaching,  it  is  recommended  that  each  associational  church 
develop  its  own  policy  concerning  the  use  of  its  facilities  to  unite  in 
marriage  persons  in  a  divorced  state. 
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4.  It  is  considered  extremely  unethical  and  disrespectful  for  any  min- 
ister to  enter  the  pulpit  of  a  church  without  the  foreknowledge  of 
the  pastor  to  that  church.  It  is  also  considered  poor  practice  for  any 
congregation  to  deny  the  pastor  responsible  control  of  the  pulpit. 

THE  BAPTIST  FAITH  AND  MESSAGE 

I.  THE  SCRIPTURES 

The  Holy  Bible  was  written  by  men  divinely  inspired  and  is  the  record 
of  God's  revelation  of  Himself  to  man.  It  is  a  perfect  treasure  of  divine 
instruction.  It  has  God  for  its  author,  salvation  for  its  end,  and  truth, 
without  any  mixture  of  error,  for  its  matter.  It  reveals  the  principles  by 
which  God  judges  us;  and  therefore  is,  and  will  remain  to  the  end  of  the 
world,  the  true  center  of  Christian  union,  and  the  supreme  standard  by 
which  all  human  conduct,  creeds,  and  religious  opinions  should  be  tried. 
The  criterion  by  which  the  Bible  is  to  be  interpreted  is  Jesus  Christ. 

II.  GOD 

There  is  one  and  only  one  living  and  true  God.  He  is  an  intelligent, 
spiritual,  and  personal  Being,  the  Creator,  Redeemer,  Preserver,  and 
Ruler  of  the  universe.  God  is  infinite  in  holiness  and  all  other  perfections. 
To  Him  we  owe  the  highest  love,  reverence,  and  obedience.  The  eternal 
God  reveals  Himself  to  us  as  Father,  Son,  and  Holy  Spirit,  with  distinct 
personal  attributes,  but  without  division  of  nature,  essence,  or  being. 

A.  God  the  Father 

God  as  Father  reigns  with  providential  care  over  His  universe,  His 
creatures,  and  the  flow  of  the  stream  of  human  history  according  to  the 
purposes  of  His  grace.  He  is  all  powerful,  all  loving,  and  all  wise.  God  is 
Father  in  truth  to  those  who  become  children  of  God  through  faith  in 
Jesus  Christ.  He  is  fatherly  in  His  attitude  toward  all  men. 

B.  God  the  Son 

Christ  is  the  eternal  Son  of  God.  In  His  incarnation  as  Jesus  Christ  He 
was  conceived  of  the  Holy  Spirit  and  born  of  the  virgin  Mary.  Jesus 
perfectly  revealed  and  did  the  will  of  God,  taking  upon  Himself  the  de- 
mands and  necessities  of  human  nature  and  identifying  Himself  com- 
pletely with  mankind  yet  without  sin.  He  honored  the  divine  law  by  His 
personal  obedience,  and  in  His  death  on  the  cross  He  made  provision  for 
the  redemption  of  men  from  sin.  He  was  raised  from  the  dead  with  a 
glorified  body  and  appeared  to  His  disciples  as  the  person  who  was  with 
them  before  His  crucifixion.  He  ascended  into  heaven  and  is  now  exalted 
at  the  right  hand  of  God  where  He  is  the  One  Mediator,  partaking  of  the 
nature  of  God  and  of  man,  and  in  whose  Person  is  effected  the  reconcilia- 
tion between  God  and  man.  He  will  return  in  power  and  glory  to  judge 
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the  world  and  to  consummate  His  redemptive  mission.  He  now  dwells  in 
all  believers  as  the  living  and  ever  present  Lord. 

C.  God  the  Holy  Spirit 

The  Holy  Spirit  is  the  Spirit  of  God.  He  inspired  holy  men  of  old  to 
write  the  Scriptures.  Through  illumination  He  enables  men  to  under- 
stand truth.  He  exalts  Christ.  He  convicts  of  sin,  of  righteousness  and  of 
judgment.  He  calls  men  to  the  Saviour,  and  effects  regeneration.  He 
cultivates  Christian  character,  comforts  believers,  and  bestows  the  spiri- 
tual gifts  by  which  they  serve  God  through  His  church.  He  seals  the 
believer  unto  the  day  of  final  redemption.  His  presence  in  the  Christian 
is  the  assurance  of  God  to  bring  the  believer  into  the  fullness  of  the 
stature  of  Christ.  He  enlightens  and  empowers  the  believer  and  the 
church  in  worship,  evangelism,  and  service. 

III.  MAN 

Man  was  created  by  the  special  act  of  God,  in  His  own  image,  and  is 
the  crowning  work  of  His  creation.  In  the  beginning  man  was  innocent 
of  sin  and  was  endowed  by  his  Creator  with  freedom  of  choice.  By  his 
free  choice  man  sinned  against  God  and  brought  sin  into  the  human 
race.  Through  the  temptation  of  Satan  man  transgressed  the  command 
of  God,  and  fell  from  his  original  innocence;  whereby  his  posterity  in- 
herit a  nature  and  an  environment  inclined  toward  sin,  and  as  soon  as 
they  are  capable  of  moral  action  become  transgressors  and  are  under 
condemnation.  Only  the  grace  of  God  can  bring  man  into  His  holy  fellow- 
ship and  enable  man  to  fulfill  the  creative  purpose  of  God.  The  sacred- 
ness  of  human  personality  is  evident  in  that  God  created  man  in  His  own 
image,  and  in  that  Christ  died  for  man;  therefore  every  man  possesses 
dignity  and  is  worthy  of  respect  and  Christian  love. 

IV.  SALVATION 

Salvation  involves  the  redemption  of  the  whole  man,  and  is  offered 
freely  to  all  who  accept  Jesus  Christ  as  Lord  and  Savior,  who  by  His  own 
blood  obtained  eternal  redemption  for  the  believer.  In  its  broadest  sense 
salvation  includes  regeneration,  sanctification,  and  glorification. 

A.  Regeneration,  or  the  new  birth,  is  a  work  of  God's  grace  whereby 
believers  become  new  creatures  in  Christ  Jesus.  It  is  a  change  of  heart 
wrought  by  the  Holy  Spirit  through  conviction  of  sin,  to  which  the  sinner 
responds  in  repentance  toward  God  and  faith  in  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ. 

Repentance  and  faith  are  inseparable  experiences  of  grace.  Repentance 
is  a  genuine  turning  from  sin  toward  God.  Faith  is  the  acceptance  of 
Jesus  Christ  and  commitment  of  the  entire  personality  to  Him  as  Lord 
and  Saviour.  Justification  is  God's  gracious  and  full  acquittal  upon  prin- 
ciples of  His  righteousness  of  all  sinners  who  repent  and  believe  in 
Christ.  Justification  brings  the  believer  into  a  relationship  of  peace  and 
favor  with  God. 
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B.  Sanctification  is  the  experience,  beginning  in  regeneration,  by 
which  the  believer  is  set  apart  to  God's  purposes,  and  is  enabled  to 
progress  toward  moral  and  spiritual  perfection  through  the  presence  and 
power  of  the  Holy  Spirit  dwelling  in  him.  Growth  in  grace  should  con- 
tinue throughout  the  regenerated  person's  life. 

C.  Glorification  is  the  culmination  of  salvation  and  is  the  final  blessed 
and  abiding  state  of  the  redeemed. 

V.  GOD'S  PURPOSE  OF  GRACE 

Election  is  the  gracious  purpose  of  God,  according  to  which  He  regener- 
ates, sanctifies,  and  glorifies  sinners.  It  is  consistent  with  the  free  agency 
of  man,  and  comprehends  all  the  means  in  connection  with  the  end.  It  is 
a  glorious  display  of  God's  sovereign  goodness,  and  is  infinitely  wise, 
holy,  and  unchangeable.  It  excludes  boasting  and  promotes  humility. 

All  true  believers  endure  to  the  end.  Those  whom  God  has  accepted  in 
Christ,  and  sanctified  by  His  Spirit,  will  never  fall  away  from  the  state  of 
grace,  but  shall  persevere  to  the  end.  Believers  may  fall  into  sin  through 
neglect  and  temptation,  whereby  they  grieve  the  Spirit,  impair  their 
graces  and  comforts,  bring  reproach  on  the  cause  of  Christ,  and  temporal 
judgments  on  themselves,  yet  they  shall  be  kept  by  the  power  of  God 
through  faith  unto  salvation. 

VI.  THE  CHURCH 

A  New  Testament  church  of  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ  is  a  local  body  of 
baptized  believers  who  are  associated  by  covenant  in  the  faith  and  fellow- 
ship of  the  gospel,  observing  the  two  ordinances  of  Christ,  committed  to 
His  teachings,  exercising  the  gifts,  rights,  and  privileges  invested  in  them 
by  His  Word,  and  seeking  to  extend  the  gospel  to  the  ends  of  the  earth. 

This  church  is  an  autonomous  body,  operating  through  democratic  pro- 
cesses under  the  Lordship  of  Jesus  Christ.  In  such  a  congregation  mem- 
bers are  equally  responsible.  Its  Scriptural  officers  are  pastors  and  dea- 
cons. 

The  New  Testament  speaks  also  of  the  church  as  the  body  of  Christ 
which  includes  all  of  the  redeemed  of  all  the  ages. 

VII.  BAPTISM  AND  THE  LORD'S  SUPPER 

Christian  baptism  is  the  immersion  of  a  believer  in  water  in  the  name 
of  the  Father,  the  Son,  and  the  Holy  Spirit.  It  is  an  act  of  obedience 
symbolizing  the  believer's  faith  in  a  crucified,  buried,  and  risen  Savior, 
the  believer's  death  to  sin,  the  burial  of  the  old  life,  and  the  resurrection 
to  walk  in  newness  of  life  in  Christ  Jesus.  It  is  a  testimony  to  his  faith  in 
the  final  resurrection  of  the  dead.  Being  a  church  ordinance,  it  is  prereq- 
uisite to  the  privileges  of  church  membership  and  to  the  Lord's  Supper. 

The  Lord's  Supper  is  a  symbolic  act  of  obedience  whereby  members  of 
the  church,  through  partaking  of  the  bread  and  the  fruit  of  the  vine, 
memorialize  the  death  of  the  Redeemer  and  anticipate  His  second  com- 
ing. 
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VIII.  THE  LORD'S  DAY 

The  first  day  of  the  week  is  the  Lord's  Day.  It  is  a  Christian  institution 
for  regular  observance.  It  commemorates  the  resurrection  of  Christ  from 
the  dead  and  should  be  employed  in  exercises  of  worship  and  spiritual 
devotion,  both  public  and  private,  and  by  refraining  from  worldly  amuse- 
ments, and  resting  from  secular  employments,  work  of  necessity  and 
mercy  only  being  excepted. 

IX.  THE  KINGDOM 

The  Kingdom  of  God  includes  both  His  general  sovereignty  over  the 
universe  and  His  particular  kingship  over  men  who  willfully  acknowledge 
Him  as  King.  Particularly  the  Kingdom  is  the  realm  of  salvation  into 
which  men  enter  by  trustful,  childlike  commitment  to  Jesus  Christ. 
Christians  ought  to  pray  and  to  labor  that  the  Kingdom  may  come  and 
God's  will  be  done  on  earth.  The  full  consummation  of  the  Kingdom 
awaits  the  return  of  Jesus  Christ  and  the  end  of  this  age. 

X.  LAST  THINGS 

God,  in  His  own  time  and  in  His  own  way,  will  bring  the  world  to  its 
appropriate  end.  According  to  His  promise,  Jesus  Christ  will  return  per- 
sonally and  visibly  in  glory  to  the  earth;  the  dead  will  be  raised;  and 
Christ  will  judge  all  men  in  righteousness.  The  unrighteous  will  be  con- 
signed to  Hell,  the  place  of  everlasting  punishment.  The  righteous  in 
their  resurrected  and  glorified  bodies  will  receive  their  reward  and  will 
dwell  forever  in  Heaven  with  the  Lord. 

XI.  EVANGELISM  AND  MISSIONS 

It  is  the  duty  and  privilege  of  every  follower  of  Christ  and  of  every 
church  of  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ  to  endeavor  to  make  disciples  of  all 
nations.  The  new  birth  of  man's  spirit  by  God's  Holy  Spirit  means  the 
birth  of  love  for  others.  Missionary  effort  on  the  part  of  all  rests  thus 
upon  a  spiritual  necessity  of  the  regenerate  life,  and  is  expressly  and 
repeatedly  commanded  in  the  teachings  of  Christ.  It  is  the  duty  of  every 
child  of  God  to  seek  constantly  to  win  the  lost  to  Christ  by  personal  effort 
and  by  all  other  methods  in  harmony  with  the  gospel  of  Christ. 

XII.  EDUCATION 

The  cause  of  education  in  the  Kingdom  of  Christ  is  co-ordinate  with  the 
causes  of  missions  and  general  benevolence,  and  should  receive  along 
with  these  the  liberal  support  of  the  churches.  An  adequate  system  of 
Christian  schools  is  necessary  to  a  complete  spiritual  program  for 
Christ's  people. 

In  Christian  education  there  should  be  a  proper  balance  between  aca- 
demic freedom  and  academic  responsibility.  Freedom  in  any  orderly  rela- 
tionship of  human  life  is  always  limited  and  never  absolute.  The  freedom 
of  a  teacher  in  a  Christian  school,  college,  or  seminary  is  limited  by  the 
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pre-eminence  of  Jesus  Christ,  by  the  authoritative  nature  of  the  Scrip- 
tures, and  by  the  distinct  purpose  for  which  the  school  exists. 

XIII.  STEWARDSHIP  4 

God  is  the  source  of  all  blessings,  temporal  and  spiritual;  all  that  we 
have  and  are  we  owe  to  Him.  Christians  have  a  spiritual  debtorship  to 
the  whole  world,  a  holy  trusteeship  in  the  gospel,  and  a  binding  steward- 
ship in  their  possessions.  They  are  therefore  under  obligation  to  serve 
Him  with  their  time,  talents,  and  material  possessions;  and  should  recog- 
nize all  these  as  entrusted  to  them  to  use  for  the  glory  of  God  and  for 
helping  others.  According  to  the  Scriptures,  Christians  should  contribute 
of  their  means  cheerfully,  regularly,  systematically,  proportionately,  and 
liberally  for  the  advancement  of  the  Redeemer's  cause  on  earth. 

XIV.  COOPERATION 

Christ's  people  should,  as  occasion  requires,  organize  such  associations 
and  conventions  as  may  best  secure  cooperation  for  the  great  objects  of 
the  Kingdom  of  God.  Such  organizations  have  no  authority  over  one  an- 
other or  over  the  churches.  They  are  voluntary  and  advisory  bodies  de- 
signed to  elicit,  combine,  and  direct  the  energies  of  our  people  in  the  most 
effective  manner.  Members  of  New  Testament  churches  should  cooperate 
with  one  another  in  carrying  forward  the  missionary,  educational,  and 
benevolent  ministries  for  the  extension  of  Christ's  Kingdom.  Christian 
unity  in  the  New  Testament  sense  is  spiritual  harmony  and  voluntary 
cooperation  for  common  ends  by  various  groups  of  Christ's  people.  Coop- 
eration is  desirable  between  the  various  Christian  denominations,  when 
the  end  to  be  attained  is  itself  justified,  and  when  such  cooperation  in- 
volves no  violation  of  conscience  or  compromise  of  loyalty  to  Christ  and 
His  Word  as  revealed  in  the  New  Testament. 

XV.  THE  CHRISTIAN  AND  THE  SOCIAL  ORDER 

Every  Christian  is  under  obligation  to  seek  to  make  the  will  of  Christ 
supreme  in  his  own  life  and  in  human  society.  Means  and  methods  used 
for  the  improvement  of  society  and  the  establishment  of  righteousness 
among  men  can  be  truly  and  permanently  helpful  only  when  they  are 
rooted  in  the  regeneration  of  the  individual  by  the  saving  grace  of  God  in 
Christ  Jesus.  The  Christian  should  oppose  in  the  spirit  of  Christ  every 
form  of  greed,  selfishness,  and  vice.  He  should  work  to  provide  for  the 
orphaned,  the  needy,  the  aged,  the  helpless,  and  the  sick.  Every  Chris- 
tian should  seek  to  bring  industry,  government,  and  society  as  a  whole 
under  the  sway  of  the  principles  of  righteousness,  truth,  and  brotherly 
love.  In  order  to  promote  these  ends  Christians  should  be  ready  to  work 
with  all  men  of  good  will  in  any  good  cause,  always  being  careful  to  act  in 
the  spirit  of  love  without  compromising  their  loyalty  to  Christ  and  His 
truth. 
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XVI.  PEACE  AND  WAR 

It  is  the  duty  of  Christians  to  seek  peace  with  all  men  on  principles  of 
righteousness.  In  accordance  with  the  Spirit  and  teachings  of  Christ  they 
should  do  all  in  their  power  to  put  an  end  to  war. 

The  true  remedy  for  the  war  spirit  is  the  gospel  of  our  Lord.  The 
supreme  need  of  the  world  is  the  acceptance  of  His  teachings  in  all  the 
affairs  of  men  and  nations,  and  the  practical  application  of  His  law  of 
love. 

XVII.  RELIGIOUS  LIBERTY 

God  alone  is  Lord  of  the  conscience,  and  He  has  left  it  free  from  the 
doctrines  and  commandments  of  men  which  are  contrary  to  His  Word  or 
not  contained  in  it.  Church  and  state  should  be  separate.  The  state  owes 
to  every  church  protection  and  full  freedom  in  the  pursuit  of  its  spiritual 
ends.  In  providing  for  such  freedom  no  ecclesiastical  group  or  denomina- 
tion should  be  favored  by  the  state  more  than  others.  Civil  government 
being  ordained  of  God,  it  is  the  duty  of  Christians  to  render  loyal  obedi- 
ence thereto  in  all  things  not  contrary  to  the  revealed  will  of  God.  The 
church  should  not  resort  to  the  civil  power  to  carry  on  its  work.  The 
gospel  of  Christ  contemplates  spiritual  means  alone  for  the  pursuit  of  its 
ends.  The  state  has  no  right  to  impose  penalties  for  religious  opinions  of 
any  kind.  The  state  has  no  right  to  impose  taxes  for  the  support  of  any 
form  of  religion.  A  free  church  in  a  free  state  is  the  Christian  ideal,  and 
this  implies  the  right  of  free  and  unhindered  access  to  God  on  the  part  of 
all  men,  and  the  right  to  form  and  propagate  opinions  in  the  sphere  of 
religion  without  interference  by  the  civil  power.

Rev.  Chester  Chavis  presided  during  the  Friday  morning  session.  The 
group  sang  "Victory  In  Jesus"  and  Pastor  Bruce  Swett  brought  scripture 
meditation  for  our  devotion.  Bro.  Dale  Maynor,  layman  from  Berea,  of- 
fered prayer. 

The  moderator  called  the  meeting  to  order.  The  roll  call  and  reading  of 
the  minutes  followed  with  no  corrections.  The  messengers  approved  a

The  Time  and  Place  Committee  recommended  that  next 
year's  annual  meeting  be  held  with  Pembroke  First  Baptist  Church  on 
Thursday  and  Bear  Swamp  Baptist  Church  on  Friday.  The  report  was 
approved.  The  Nominating  Committee  offered  their  recommendation  for 
Officers  of  the  Association  for  2000-2001.  One  challenge  was  considered 
and  the  full  report  of  the  committee  was  received  during  the  election  of 
2000-2001  Officers. 

Rev.  Mike  talked  about  the  need  to  help  Rev.  Best  with  the  purchasing 
of  a  new  truck  to  pull  his  camper  on  the  mission  field.  The  association 
voted  to  donate  $10,000  toward  this  purchase.

HISTORY  OF 
MT.  AIRY  BAPTIST  CHURCH 


Mt.  Airy  Baptist  Church  began  in  1911,  when  Sion  Wilkins,  Shelby 
Locklear,  and  Fairella  Locklear  organized  a  Sunday  School  in  the  Angus 
Locklear  School  Hose  District  Number  Six  (6)  of  the  Indian  race.  The  one 
room  building  was  located  about  100  yards  South  West  of  the  present 
church  building.  Rev.  Philip  Locklear  served  as  pastor  during  the  mission 
phase  of  the  church.  Vonnie  Lowry  served  as  Secretary  for  the  mission 
church  and  later  as  Church  Clerk  after  Mt.  Airy  was  organized  in  1915. 

Mt.  Airy  Church  was  officially  organized  July  25,  1915  with  R.  D. 
Locklear,  J.  D.  Locklear,  George  Locklear,  Mrs.  Mollie  Locklear,  James 
Locklear,  R.T.  Cummings,  and  Carolina  Cummings  as  charter  members. 
Rev.  W.J.  Sampson  was  Pastor,  Vonnie  Lowry  was  Church  clerk,  and  R. 
D.  Locklear  was  Sunday  School  Superintendent.  The  Deacons  were  R.  T. 
Cummings,  George  Locklear,  and  R.  D.  Locklear. 

Mt.  Airy  Church  joined  the  Burnt  Swamp  Association  November  18, 
1915  at  Deep  Branch  Baptist  Church.  The  delegates  were  R.T. 
Cummings,  R.  D.  Locklear,  and  Martin  Wilkins.  The  Pastor  was  Rev. 
W.J.  Sampson.  The  church  reported  44  members,  24  male  and  20  fe- 
males, with  $11.91  for  missions.  The  Sunday  School  reported  2  officers 
and  45  scholars.  The  Sunday  School  Superintendent  was  R.  D.  Locklear. 
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In  1917,  Rev.  L.W.  Jacobs  became  the  pastor  of  Mt.  Airy  Church  at  a 
salary  of  $51.00  per  year.  He  served  continuously,  except  the  year  1918, 
when  he  was  called  into  the  United  States  Army.  During  this  time  Rev. 
G.W.  Hunt  was  supply  pastor.  Rev.  L.W.  Jacobs  served  continuously  as 
Pastor  of  Mt.  Airy  Church  until  his  death  in  1968,  a  total  of  51  years. 
Since  the  death  of  Rev.  L.W.  Jacobs  the  pastorate  has  continued  under 
the  leadership  of  Rev.  Chesley  Hammonds,  Rev.  C.  S.  Warriax,  Rev.  Kelly 
Sanderson,  Rev.  Michael  Cummings,  Rev.  George  Locklear,  Rev.  Freddie 
Carlton,  Rev.  C.W.  Maynor,  Rev.  James  M.  Locklear,  and  Rev.  Steve 
Strickland. 

Rev.  Clarence  E.  Locklear  was  the  first  preacher  ordained  at  Mt.  Airy 
Church.  He  was  ordained  in  December  1919.  Other  ministers  ordained 
from  Mt.  Airy  are:  Rev.  J.  D.  Locklear,  Rev.  Chesley  Maynor,  Rev.  Barto 
Locklear,  Rev.  John  Andrew  Wilkins,  Rev.  Sanford  Locklear,  Rev.  Rufus 
Burns,  Rev.  John  L.  Locklear  Sr.,  Rev.  Winfred  Locklear,  Rev.  Garth 
Locklear,  Rev.  King  Maynor,  and  Rev.  Tommy  Gist.

A  place  of  worship  has  always  been  a  paramount  concern  to  the  people 
of  Mt.  Airy,  as  can  be  evidence  from  the  generous  contributions  of  the 
property  by  the  heirs  of  A.  D.  Locklear  Sr.  In  1938  the  need  arose  for 
more  classroom  space.  An  education  department  with  12  classrooms  was 
added  to  the  sanctuary  at  a  cost  of  $3,000.00.  More  land  was  needed  to 
build  a  new  and  modern  church.  June  18,  1954,  Mr.  Murphy  Locklear 
and  his  wife,  Alafaire,  deeded  additional  land  to  the  church  adjacent  to 
the  original  plot.  The  new  building  was  completed  in  March  of  1956  at  a 
cost  $72,000.00. 

Members  of  the  church  purchased  8  acres  of  land  December  22,1973  to 
build  a  much  needed  recreation  park  for  the  church  and  community.  The 
church  installed  a  fence  around  the  tract  of  land;  built  a  swimming  pool, 
a  picnic  shelter,  a  ball  field;  purchased  playground  equipment;  con- 
structed a  Boy  Scout  Building,  which  also  serves  as  a  place  for  socials 
and  family  gatherings;  and  finally,  added  a  multipurpose  asphalt  court 
for  basketball,  tennis  and  related  games. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Emery  Locklear  gave  two  tracts  of  land  on  August  9, 
1978.  Once  the  deeds  were  finalized  with  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Murphy  Locklear 
and  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Lee  Alford  Locklear,  the  church  was  able  to  finalize 
plans  to  build  a  new  education  building  at  a  cost  of  $230,000  in  1986.  The 
next  year,  the  church  acquired  the  Mt.  Airy  Jaycees'  property  for 
$12,000.00.  Finally  the  church  needed  land  to  provide  for  additional 
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parking.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Lee  Alford  Locklear  agreed  to  sell  the  church  an 
acre  of  land  to  fill  this  need.  On  March  5,  1987,  the  deed  for  this  land  was 
recorded  in  the  church's  name.  The  new  century  arrived  with  the  church 
making  more  plans  now  for  a  new  sanctuary. 


HISTORY  OF 
BEREA  BAPTIST  CHURCH 


Berea  Baptist  Church  was  established  in  1926.  It's  humble  beginnings 
started  with  the  Burnt  Swamp  Baptist  Association.  The  Association  was 
dedicated  to  the  training  of  ministers  within  the  Indian  community.  A 
training  school  was  erected  on  land  donated  by  Mr.  E.L.  Odum.  Soon 
after  completion  of  the  school,  a  group  of  Baptists  began  meeting  in  the 
training  school  for  worship  and  Bible  study.  The  Association  did  not 
utilize  the  facility  as  many  had  hoped,  and  as  a  result  the  group  holding 
services  at  the  facility  requested  the  use  of  the  school  property  to  become 
a  church.  Permission  was  granted  by  the  Burnt  Swamp  Baptist  Associa- 
tion and  in  October  1925,  the  Forty  Seventh  Annual  Session  of  the  Asso- 
ciation was  held  at  the  new  Berea  Baptist  Church.  It  was  also  at  this 
time  Berea  was  extended  the  right  hand  of  fellowship  and  was  admitted 
as  member  of  the  Association. 

The  church  was  officially  organized  in  1926  by  charter  members  Mr. 
J.C.  "Sonny"  Oxendine  and  Mrs.  Dorcas  Oxendine,  Mr.  E.B.  Sampson  and 
Mrs.  Nora  Sampson,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Evander  Hunt,  Mr.  Bennie  Chavis, 
Mr.  Jodie  Oxendine,  Mrs.  Charity  Oxendine,  Mr.  Ashley  Oxendine,  Miss 
Bessie  Oxendine,  Mrs.  Annie  Lizzie  Locklear,  and  Rev.  L.W.  Jacobs. 

The  congregation  elected  Mr.  J.C.  Oxendine  as  it's  first  Sunday  School 
Superintendent  and  by  1926  Berea  had  a  total  enrollment  of  121  in  its 
Sunday  School  program.  Rev.  L.W.  Jacobs  was  called  as  the  first  pastor 
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who  had  served  on  a  quarter  time  basis.  It  was  during  his  leadership  that 
Berea  developed  a  three-phase  program  including  Sunday  School,  Baptist 
Training  Union  and  Worship.  At  the  close  of  Rev.  Jacobs'  pastorate  in 
1952,  the  vision  of  member  W.G.  Revels  led  Berea  to  become  the  first 
church  in  the  Burnt  Swamp  Association  to  enter  a  full-time  ministry.  The 
church  called  Rev.  Robert  Naylor,  a  retired  foreign  missionary  to  serve. 
As  a  result  of  the  full-time  minister,  the  church  experienced  considerable 
growth. 

Following  is  a  list  of  other  pastors  in  order  of  service:  Rev.  P.M.  Dorr, 
Rev.  Richard  Bailey,  Rev.  CM.  Cummings,  Rev.  James  J.  Bardin,  Rev. 
Lawrence  P.  Hardy,  Rev.  Jimmy  Fox,  Rev.  Sidney  Oxendine,  Rev. 
Hardy's  second  term,  Rev.  Ron  Anderson,  Rev.  John  Mullinax,  and  Rev. 
Bruce  Swett. 

Berea  achieved  another  first  under  the  leadership  of  Rev.  James 
Bardin  in  the  association,  when  it  became  the  first  church  to  build  a 
parsonage  for  their  pastor.  An  old  workshop  building  used  originally  by 
the  Agriculture  Department  of  Pembroke  State  College,  and  later  as  a 
residence  for  the  college  custodian,  Mr.  Walter  Pinchbeck,  was  moved 
across  the  street  to  it's  present  location  and  remodeled. 

Along  with  strong  pastoral  leadership,  Berea  has  had  the  benefit  of  a 
dedicated  congregation  of  strong  individuals.  Many  of  those  who 
struggled  to  build  Berea  as  we  know  it  today  are  no  longer  with  us.  Men 
and  women  who  served  as  church  deacons,  Sunday  School  teachers, 
church  clerks,  and  leaders  of  the  church  would  include,  Ms.  Christine 
Brewer,  Mr.  James  Brewington,  Mrs.  Reece  Dial,  Rev.  Lonnie  Jacobs, 
Mrs.  Mizzinie  Jacobs,  Ms.  Anna  Mae  Locklear,  Mr.  John  H.  Sampson, 
Ms.  I.  Ruth  Martin,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Harry  West  Locklear,  Mr.  Marshall 
Locklear,  Mr.  James  F.  Lowry,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Zeb  Lowry,  Mrs.  Nettie 
Lowry,  Mr.  Lacy  Maynor,  Mr.  William  X.  Oxendine,  Mr.  Clifton 
Oxendine,  Mrs.  Flowers  Sampson,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Charlie  Locklear,  Rev.  C. 
E.  Locklear,  Mrs.  Annie  Lizzie  Locklear,  Mr.  Seavie  Lowry,  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Juddie  Maynor,  Mr.  Walter  Pinchbeck,  Mrs.  Sallie  Maynor,  and  Mrs. 
Deborah  Sampson.  This  list  of  names  is  not  meant  to  be  totally  inclusive. 
However,  it  is  a  reminder  of  those  who  had  a  significant  impact  on  the 
growth  and  development  of  Berea  Baptist. 

Church  leaders  have  been  conscious  over  the  years  of  the  need  for 
sufficient  buildings  in  which  to  hold  services.  In  the  1970's  a  spacious 
fellowship  hall  was  built.  Today  it  houses  classrooms  for  Sunday  School 
and  provides  members  a  nice  facility  to  hold  social  functions  of  the 
church.  The  largest  building  project  for  Berea  was  it's  new  sanctuary 
completed  in  1997.  The  sanctuary,  which  includes  a  balcony,  is  6500 
square  feet  with  the  capacity  to  seat  approximately  400  persons.  It  also 
houses  new  office  space,  with  an  usher  and  bridal  room. 

Throughout  the  years  Berea  has  experienced  abundant  growth.  Wel- 
come changes  have  been  brought  about  through  the  ministry  of  the  cur- 
rent pastor,  Rev.  Bruce  Swett.  It  was  during  his  pastoral  leadership  the 
musical  group  known  as  the  "Bereans"  was  formed.  This  was  a  testimony 
to  the  growing  spirit  of  Berea  Baptist  Church.  Other  new  programs  and 
ministry  approaches  are  helping  to  tear  down  barriers  and  build  stronger

WMU  REPORT  1999-2000 

The  women  who  began  WMU  in  1888  probably  did  not  realize  that  they 
were  beginning  a  movement  that  would  change  the  world.  They  were 
committed  to  reaching  a  world  in  need.  They  sacrificed  by  giving  their 
proceeds  from  selling  eggs  and  baking  bread. 

In  1895,  Ms.  Fannie  E.  S.  Heck  stated  her  expectations  for  WMU  as 
follows:  "Our  Savior  needs  human  hearts  and  hands  to  carry  on  His  work. 
Let  us  not  withhold  our  help,  but  rather  press  onward  and  upward  in  the 
glorious  work  of  sending  the  living  Word  to  earth's  remotest  bounds  and 
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thus  building  up  new  and  living  monuments  to  God's  grace  and  good- 
ness." 

In  1995,  we  started  a  five-year  growth  emphasis.  The  purpose  of  the 
five-year  WMU  growth  plan,  "A  Place  for  You",  reflects  the  same  expecta- 
tions that  Ms.  Heck  had  in  1895.  "A  Place  for  You"  is  about  involving 
more  people  in  being  Great  Commission  Christians — loving  God,  loving 
our  neighbors,  and  taking  the  good  news  of  salvation  through  Jesus 
Christ  to  all  people. 

In  1995-96,  our  emphasis  was  "Risk  the  Journey".  WMU  became  in- 
volved in  and  addressed  pressing  issues  of  our  day  like  Project  Help: 
Aids. 

In  1996-97  our  emphasis  was  "Hand  in  Hand".  Our  watchword  stated, 
"For  we  are  partners  working  together  for  God,  and  you  are  God's  field. 
You  are  also  God's  building"  (I  Cor.  3:9  TEV).  We  learned  that  we  could 
accomplish  our  goals  if  we  worked  Hand  in  Hand. 

We  challenged  you  to  "Come  Go  With  Me"  in  1997-98  and  you  accepted 
the  challenge  by  going  to  Oklahoma,  South  Dakota,  and  New  Zealand. 
Everyone  couldn't  go,  but  you  provided  the  means  for  others  to  go. 

In  1998-99,  our  watchword  said,  "Adapt  yourselves  no  longer  to  the 
pattern  of  this  present  world,  but  let  your  minds  be  remade  and  your 
whole  nature  thus  Transformed"  (Rom.  12:2a  NEB).  We  heard  many  ex- 
amples of  transformation,  but  we  all  concluded  the  greatest  transforma- 
tion in  our  life  was  when  Jesus  came  into  our  heart  and  we  accepted  Him 
as  our  personal  Savior. 

Finally,  the  emphasis  for  1999-2000,  "Transformed,  Take  the  Stand" 
has  challenged  us  to  take  more  risks  in  sharing  Christ  than  we've  ever 
done  before.  Our  challenge  was  to  give  evidence  of  the  transformation  in 
our  lives,  to  be  willing  to  speak  up,  to  tell  our  story,  and  to  "Take  the 
Stand."

Rev.  Cummings  also 
shared  that  we  will  be  partners  with  Columbus  Association  with  this 
project.  Tickets  for  this  trip  will  cost  $600.  Rev.  Cummings  then  shared 
that  Rev.  Ernest  Best  has  a  cousin  in  Alaska  who  is  also  planning  some 
tent  revivals  during  this  same  time  slot. 

Rev.  Cummings  also  updated  us  on  the  progress  of  the  Hispanic  church 
ministry.  The  sheetrock  has  been  hung  and  finished  but  the  expense  was 
a  little  more  than  expected.  He  gave  Rev.  Earl  Henderson  credit  for 
finishing  the  sheetrock  and  stated  that  a  dedication  day  is  scheduled  for 
the  last  Sunday  in  February.

MISSIONS  DEVELOPMENT 


The  summer  of  2000  has  proven  to  be  very  successful  for  us  as  we 
continue  in  kingdom  work.  It  has  been  a  busy  time  for  our  churches,  and 
people  in  Brunt  Swamp  Association.  We  have  heard  the  call  to  missions 
involvement  and  responded.  We  thank  the  Lord  for  all  those  who  left  the 
comforts  of  their  homes,  and  families,  to  answer  the  call.  Many  who  could 
not  go,  supported  and  prayed  for  those  who  where  able  to  go. 

We  started  the  summer  with  a  mission  team  going  to  Oklahoma.  Our 
team  was  able  to  conduct  a  V.B.S.  class  in  the  morning,  and  one  in  the 
afternoon.  The  enrollment  among  the  children  was  very  good.  While 
there,  they  also  participated  in  an  evening  worship  service,  with  two  of 
our  young  evangelists  able  to  share  with  the  people  from  Gods'  word. 

Rev.  Jimmy  Strickland  led  a  team  from  Union  Chapel  to  South  Dakota 
for  a  youth  camp,  made  up  of  children  from  North  and  South  Dakota. 
While  there,  they  were  able  to  interact  with  the  children  with  different 
activities  such  as  training  and  worship.  This  youth  camp  for  Native 
American  children  has  continued  to  grow  each  year  with  more  involve- 
ment with  children  from  the  reservations  in  the  Midwest. 

We  had  two  teams  that  went  to  New  York  and  Maine.  They  where  able 
to  conduct  surveying,  laying  the  groundwork  for  future  work  in  that  area. 
They  also  conducted  Backyard  Bible  Club,  and  helped  to  carry  out  a 
worship  service.  Sis.  Tessie  Hunt,  who  was  able  to  go  on  both  these 
mission  trips,  spoke  very  favorably  of  the  work  they  were  able  to  continue 
in  Maine.  On  the  second  trip  a  group  from  Turnpike  (the  Bullard  family) 
went  along  with  Ms.  Tessie  to  New  York.  They  ministered  through  song 
and  worship,  but  were  limited  in  much  of  what  they  planned  to  do.  This 
is  one  of  very  few  times  of  opposition  and  resistance  to  our  outreach  for 
Christ  in  reservation  communities.  We  are  grateful  for  the  effort  made  by 
this  team. 

We  where  invited  by  the  state  convention  to  help  conduct  two  trips 
with  our  partnership  with  Alaska.  Ms.  Mary  B.  Hunt  led  two  different 
teams.  The  first  team  led  ministry  in  remote  communities  of  native  and 
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Indian  people  of  Alaska.  This  team  consisted  of  persons  who  participated 
in  a  mission  trip  for  the  first  time.  The  second  team  conducted  ministry 
in  partnership  with  First  Native  Church  in  Anchorage.  Again,  this  was  a 
new  experience  for  some.  Mrs.  Mary  Hunt  helped  us  coordinate  these 
projects  with  Alaska  native  leaders  as  part  of  our  state  convention  part- 
nership with  Alaska  Baptist  Convention.  Our  Alaskan  counterparts  were 
Jonathan  Wilson  and  Eddie  Lindsay,  both  leaders  in  Baptist  work  among 
indigenous  people  there. 

We  also  sponsored  evangelist  Ernest  Best  and  a  companion  from  Okla- 
homa to  spend  two  weeks  in  revival  preaching  with  Eddie  Lindsay.  Other 
churches  conducted  mission  projects  on  their  own  and  their  results  were 
good  as  well.  We  encourage  churches  to  follow  the  examples  of  churches 
that  are  planning  and  conducting  their  own  mission  projects.  It's  mis- 
sions and  ministry  that  God  is  using  to  strengthen  the  commitment  of  his 
people.  Many  opportunities  for  ministry  have  been  outlined  in  the  mis- 
sion project  manual  distributed  through  the  CCM  office.

In  the  evening  session,  Rev.  Roger  Adkins  and  Dr.  Kenneth  Ridings 
were  the  speakers.  Bro.  Adkins  is  pastor  of  Beulah  Church  and  Bro. 
Ridings  is  President  of  Fruitland  Baptist  Bible  Institute.  They  both  con- 
tinued on  our  theme  with  powerful  messages,  pointing  to  our  privilege  to 
partner  with  our  great  God  in  His  work  in  the  world.  Music  by  New 
Bethel,  Mt.  Elim  and  Pleasant  View  choirs  inspired  the  conference  with 
heart  -  warming  gospel  music. 

Evangelism  results  can  be  measured  by  total  baptisms  in  a  single  year.

VBS  2000  gave  you  an  opportunity  to  dive  in!  Through  the  Fantastic 
Good  News  Ocean  Odyssey,  we  had  the  privilege  to  experience  learning 
that  God  keeps  His  promises,  of  God's  provisions,  about  God's  power  and 
that  God  loves  us,  sent  Jesus  to  be  our  Savior  and  Lord  so  each  of  us 
could  become  a  Christian.  What  great  lessons  for  us  to  learn!  Learning 
about  the  depths  of  God's  faithfulness  was  exciting  and  a  wonderful  week 
of  working  together  for  the  advancement  of  God's  kingdom.  As  we  taught 
Psalms  119:90,  "Thy  faithfulness  is  unto  all  generations,"  I  want  to  thank 
each  of  you  for  your  participation. 

VBS  2000  began  with  an  early  planning  conference,  March  21,  2000. 
Representatives  attended  this  meeting  from  31  of  our  Association 
churches.  It  was  a  great  beginning  with  enthusiasm  to  be  shared.  This 
excitement  continued  April  17th  at  Benson  Chapel.  After  a  delicious 
meal,  approximately  104  people  participated,  representing  13  churches. 
We  added  crafts,  music  and  backyard  sessions  this  year.  At  our  second 
clinic  2  at  Smyrna  Baptist  on  May  1,  2000,  we  enjoyed  a  "homecoming" 
meal.  Approximately  167  participants  representing  23  churches  at- 
tended. Through  BellSouth,  the  excitement  continued  as  we  shared  ideas 
and  plans  until  the  beginning  of  our  scheduled  VBS  programs.  A  total 
enrollment  of  3,772  by  31  churches  was  reported  for  the  Associational 
Final  Report.  There  could  have  been  more  that  were  not  reported. 

VBS  2000  made  for  a  great  summer  and  afforded  us  (as  Christians) 
many  opportunities.  In  addition  to  what  took  place  here  at  home  through 
VBS  2000,  our  Association  was  expanded  through  4  mission  programs 
(Ft.  Yukon,  Alaska;  Comanche,  OK,  and  Apache,  OK  and  one  Backyard 
Bible  Club)  where  an  enrollment  of  187  was  reported. 

The  great  news  in  summarizing  our  VBS  2000  report  is  a  total  of  94 
decisions  to  accept  Christ  was  reported.  $6038.48  was  reported  for  the 
Cooperative  Program.

Bible  Drill  is  a  perennial  headline  in  Burnt  Swamp  Association.  While 
Discipleship  Training  enrollment  is  declining  in  some  ways,  this  is  one 
place  to  impact  children  and  youth  with  something  that  works. 

Bro.  Aubrey  Swett  brings  needed  energy  and  passion  for  our  support 
for  church  student  ministry.  We  do  not  aim  to  do  student  ministry  for 
your  church  but  rather  assist  you  with  some  events  and  planning  for 
student  ministry  in  your  church.  Youth  leaders  who  meet  with  him  for 
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planning  and  conducting  youth  events  are  valuable  to  the  success  of 
associational  rallies  and  programs. 

Manny  Mintac  and  Ernest  Best 

There  is  no  better  missions  and  evangelism  strategy  than  indigenous 
people  reaching  their  own  cultural  and  people  group.  We  know  that  by 
our  own  experience.  That  is  one  reason  God  is  using  Manny  Mintac 
among  his  own  people.  He  is  at  home  there.  He  lives  the  lifestyle  and 
knows  the  customs.  Many  of  us  would  not  be  comfortable  there  but  he  is. 
As  a  result,  God's  hand  is  upon  his  ministry  in  an  unusual  way.  His 
church  is  establishing  new  preaching  and  Bible  study  points.  He  is  the 
community  ministry  center.  He  builds  and  disciples  young  Christians 
who  are  making  a  difference  for  Christ  in  their  region.  He  already  has 
plans  to  build  a  Christian  school  and  Bible  institute  right  on  his  prop- 
erty. The  vision  this  guy  has  for  the  work  God  has  called  him  to  is 
inspiring.  We  remember  him  as  a  contagious,  zealous  young  preacher. 
Your  support  for  his  work  puts  him  where  God  has  him. 

Ernest  Best  continues  evangelism  among  native  people,  largely  in  res- 
ervation communities.  Just  this  month  we  sponsored  him  to  Alaska  as 
part  of  our  involvement  in  the  NC-Alaska  partnership.  7  years  ago,  we 
raised  about  $7500  for  a  new  diesel  engine  truck  that  he  uses  to  trans- 
port his  travel  trailer  while  on  the  mission  field.  That  truck  is  about  worn 
out,  and  it  is  becoming  too  expensive  to  repair.  Bro.  Best  needs  another 
truck.  I  think  we  can  raise  him  $10,000  and  help  him  purchase  a  new 
one.  He  needs  about  $21,000  with  his  old  one  as  a  trade  in  to  get  another 
truck.  I  call  upon  as  many  of  you  as  would  to  send  a  contribution  right 
away  for  this.  If  we  raise  $  1  0,000,  he  will  be  able  to  finance  the  remain- 
der. Burnt  Swamp  is  a  major  contributor  to  Bro.  Best's  work.  Please  pray 
about  his  ministry.  Rest  assured,  he  is  making  impact  among  native 
people  without  Christ.  We  believe  God  has  blessed  us  to  be  a  blessing 
among  all  people,  particularly  our  own  native  people. 

Association  Program  Development 

We  are  blessed  ("better  than  blessed')  with  gifted  and  committed  pro- 
gram leaders.  When  you  hear  their  reports,  you  also  hear  their  passion. 
It  is  harder  than  ever  to  reach  church  leaders  with  workshop  times  and 
training  seminars.  Time  is  precious  and  none  to  spare.  We  know  that. 
However,  some  training  events  this  year  have  been  outstanding  and  you 
responded,  too.  These  Program  Directors  will  take  this  one  step  farther. 
They'll  meet  with  you  and  custom-create  a  training  event  with  you  for 
your  church.  Call  on  them.  Sunday  School,  Discipleship,  Brotherhood, 
VBS,  Deacons,  Family  Ministry,  Student  Ministry  and  WMU  are  avail- 
able for  you. 

Pastor  and  Family  Appreciation 

Almost  every  church  now  takes  a  day  or  so  to  say  "thank  you"  to  the 
minister  and  his  family.  Great!  Happy  churches  know  how  to  love  their 
pastor.  Consider  creative  ways  to  show  your  love.  Budget  time  is  obvi- 
ously a  prime  opportunity  to  remember  his  wage  and  his  warfare.  We  are 
growing  toward  more  responsible  care  for  our  ministers.  It  is  an  expen- 
sive enterprise  to  employ  a  person  full  time.  Much  of  the  cost  we  incur  as 
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churches  is  beyond  the  simple  salary.  Good  employers,  as  churches  are, 
provide  good  protection  and  health  benefits.  We  also  understand  the  min- 
istry requires  great  expense  in  travel,  training  and  time.  Financial  sup- 
port coupled  with  utmost  reverence  for  the  pastor  as  God's  man  in  your 
midst  will  bring  blessing  to  your  church.  Send  these  men  to  conferences 
and  schools  for  their  improvement.  Pray  for  their  families.  Respect  their 
personal  and  family  time.  Thank  God  everyday  for  him.  And  when  God 
opens  another  door  of  ministry  for  them,  pray  for  them  that  the  kingdom 
will  come  wherever  God  sends  them. 

Convention  Issues 

Burnt  Swamp  is  a  major  player  in  NC  and  SBC  life.  More  of  us  are 
serving  in  committee  responsibilities.  The  convention  meetings  have  a 
greater  appeal  than  ever.

NC  Baptists  are  in  the  midst  of  great  days  for  mission  support, 
ministries  and  evangelism.  Thanks  to  all  of  you  for  making  me  proud  to 
serve  this  Convention  as  a  Burnt  Swamp  Baptist.
